EEG-ION  I  -  The  Conmuni ty  Nurse  at  Westmoreland  Homesteads,  Pennsylvania,  has  or- 
ganized two  different  a.ge  groups  of  homestead  girls  for  the  study  of  sex  hygiene, 
and  lias  fo"and  this  an  excellent  means  of  correcting  much  misinformation  on  the 
subject. 

REG-IOIT  II  -  Tlie  Homestea.d  Club  and  the  NYA.  at  I ronwo od  Home s t eads ,  Ilichigan,  are 
cooperating  in  preparing  an  ice  skating  rink.     Tiiey  are  also  fixing  up  an  old 
log  house  on  the  project  to  he  used  as  a  hostel  for  the  young  people  and  adults 
interested  in  hikes,  skiing,  and  snov7shoeing. 

Eamily  Income  and  Budget  Adjustments.    Eromx  time  to  time  when  work 
hours  were  reduced  or  work  temporarily  closed  down,  the  Family  Services  Super- 
visor and  the  Community  Iv'ana.ger  lia.ve  helped  faxuilies  at  Ironwood  work  out  adjust- 
ments of  income  in  relation  to  expenses  that  had  to  he  met.    The  residents  on  the 
project  appea^r  to  feel  and  understand  that  they  can  bring  their  problems  to  the 
staff  and  that  together  some  plan  can  be  worked  out. 

In  several  instances  families  have  fomd  it  necessary  dm^ing  periods  of 
unemiployment  to  receive  aid  from  the  Relief  Departmxent.     Tne  depa^rtment  and  the 
Family  Services  staff  have  worked  together  in  these  instances. 


ESG-IOIm  III  -  Tiie  new  community  house  was  opened  at  G-ranger  Homesteads,  Iowa, 
early  in  November,    A  pot  luck  dirmer  was  served  by  the  hom.estead  women.  G-ames 
and  a  dance  followed.    Dona.tions  from  the  homestead  group  partially  furnished  the 
community  house.     Tiie  women  are  planning  a  "shower"  to  complete  the  furnishing. 

Increasing  coiTii.iuni ty  interest  is  evident  in  the  library  sponsored  by  the  LaEorge 
Farms,  Missouri,  project.    Seventy  story  books  and  readers  for  children  were 
donated  by  Dr.  Hill  of  the  Southeastern  Teachers  College.     The  women  of  the  proj- 
ect have  raised  a  book  fund  by  the  sale  of  handicraft  products. 

BEGIOH  IV  -  The  Panderlea  School,  North  Carolirxa.,  opened  a  bank  in  December.  The 
bank  is  incorporated  for  ^100  and  is  selling  stock  at  2$  cents  a  share.  Sa.ch 
share  carries  one  vote  and  a  person  is  limited  to  eigiit  shares.    Tne  seniors 
have  designed  stock  certificates  to  be  given  to  the  stockholders.    Check  books 
have  been  designed  by  the  seventh  grade  pupils.    'The  p'orpose  of  the  banli  is  to 
give  actual  experience  in  boold-ieeping,  writing  checks,  making  deposits,  bmlding 
savings  accounts,  figu-ring  interest  on  different  amounts  for  various  lengths  of 
time  "and  valuing  collateral.    In  order  to  give  experience  to  as  many  students  as 
possible  it  is  planned  to  chcnge  the  bank's  officers  at  the  end  of  eaxh  month. 

The  Christmas  celebration  a.t  C^Jmberland  Homesteads,  Tennessee,  began 
with  the  presentation  of  the  play  "?7hy  the  Chimes  Rang"  at  the  school  auditorium 
on  the  Friday  before  Christmas.    On  Christma.s  Eve  the  Cumberland  young  people 
went  about  the  Homes tea.ds  singing  caxols. 

Pottery  cla.sses  for  adults  are  neld  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  evenings  at 
Arthurdale ,  West  Virginia. 

An  exchange  of  students  is  being  made  between  Hasontoi,?n  High  School  and 
Arthurdale  High  School.    Six  of  the  boys  from  Arthurda^le  High  School  attend  voca- 
tional agriculture  cla.sses  at  MasontovTi  and  eight  of  the  girls  from  Masontom 
are  enrolled  in  the  weaving  and  garm.ent  ma.king  classes  at  Arthurdale, 
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BSG-ION  V  -  The  Bureau  of  Plc?,nt  Industry  has  selected  the  following  projects  in 
Region  V  to  experiment  with  the  groY/ing  of  Easter  Lily  Bulhs: 

AlalDama  -  -  -  -  Skyline  ?arms 
Georgia  -  -  -  -  Flint  River  Farms 

South  Carolina-  Ash'.'ood  Plantation  and  Orgjigeh^irg  Farms 

If  the  experiment  is  &  success  there  would  "be  the  possihility  of  Farm  Security 
X^rojects  taJd.ng  part  in  producing  over  three  million  dollars  worth  of  Easter  Lily 
hulhs  which  now  come  from  Japan. 

Tne  cooperative  laxaidry  operated  "by  approximately  tv:enty  Cahaba,  Ala- 
'baiaci,  fainilies  for  p„  dollar  per  family  per  month  is  still  operant ing  very  success- 
fully and  a.ffords  a  very  good  opport'jnity  for  group  work  and  discussion. 

The  Mothers'  CluD  at  G-reenv.'ood,  ALahama,  reopened  the  nursery  school 
in  a  vaxant  house  which  has  oeen  made  very  a.t tractive  and  is  ideally  located  for 
sha,de  and  pla.y  spa.co.    The  nuxsery  school  still  kas  a  long  waiting  list. 

The  music  tea.cher  a.t  Bankliead,  Als.hajiia,  is  working  on  a  plan  to  "bring 
some  good  musical  programs  into  the  comnunity.    The  manager  of  the  Birminghajn 
Symphony  Orchestra  ha.s  indicated  her  desire  to  help  "by  mailing  it  possi"ble  for 
forty  children  to  a.ttend  the  afternoon  concerts  of  the  Birmingham  Symphony  Orches- 
tra at  a  reduced  ra.te.    She  ha.s  adso  planned  to  iia.ve  the  Yomg  Musicians  Clu'b 
"bring  a  progTaju  to  Bankhead. 

RSGIOII  "VI  -  Sunflower  Plantation,  Mississippi,  has  organized  a.  listening  group 
for  the  ra.dio  progxami,  "America's  ToTn  Meeting  of  the  Air",  which  is  "broadcast 
on  Thursday  nights  from  8:30  till  9:30.    At  the  first  meeting  ten  people  assem'Dled 
at  the  clubhouse  to  listen  to  the  program  and  to  participaite  in  the  discussion 
which  followed. 

To  encoura.ge  the  people  of  Lakeview,  Arkansa.s,  to  take  advanta.ge  of 
the  fr^cilities  a.vailaJble  for  enriching  their  community  life,  the  Lakeview  Citizens 
Council  ha^s  been  formed.    Tl^e  Council  has  annonnced  the  following  general  object- 
ives : 

1.  To  stimulate  wholesome  community  life. 

2.  To  express  the  voice  of  the  community  on  m.atters  per  tanning  to 
their  general  welfane, 

3.  To  plan  and  develop  sxDecial  prograjns  for  the  benefit  of  individua.l 
family  groups  and  for  the  people  of  the  comjnunit^^  a.s  a  whole. 

4.  To  seek  the  counsel  and  g\ii dance  of  a^dvisors  and  public  service 
groups  concerning  ma^tters  pertanning  to  individual  and  community 
bettermiCnt. 

5.  To  co^JP-sel  '.'dth  each  other  and  with  members  of  the  coinnunity 
relative  to  individual  and  camninity  problons  and  programs. 

REG-IOH  VII  -  Discussion  Group  Conference  Proced"'are.  At  the  suggestion  of  the 
Educational  Advisor  the  first  three  diiys  of  the  Regional  Conference  were  set  up 
a.s  a.  work  conference  and  organized  on  a.  discussion  group  basis.    The  pinrpose  of 
the  procedijre  wa^s  tv/ofold:     (l)  To  ena.ble  the  district  suToervisors,  home  manage- 
ment supervisors  and  the  sta^ffs  of  the  sta.te  directors  to  share  in  the  discussion 
of  the  topics  before  the  conference  and  in  formulating  policies  involved;  (2)  To 
ena.ble  these  sajne  people  to  e:xperience  the  procedure  of  setting  up  a.  large  con- 
ference on  a  discussion  group  ba.sis.     Compared  with  the  conference  procedure 
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which  had  Deen  used  at  previous  Regional  Conferences  the  discussion  group  loasis 
seemed  far  more  effective. 

Tae  discussion  group  miethod  permits  each  participant  to  share  in  the 
discussions  end.  in  fomiolcating  recommendations.    Furthermore,  the  active  partici- 
Pcation  on  the  part  of  the  delegates  heightens  their  interest  £ind  develops  a 
greater  sense  of  responsihility  toward  the  policies  adopted  by  the  conference.

REG-IOII  "VIII  -  On  Ilovemher  A  the  homestead  association  at  Dalworthington  G-ardens , 
Texas,  sponsored  a  celeoration  of  the  formal  opening  of  Roosevelt  Drive,  the 
main  thoroughfare,  after  its  h^xrd  surfacing  through  a  I'TPA  project.  Officials 
from  the  Works  Progress  Administra.tion,  Ta.rr-Tit  County,  and  the  FaTm.  Security 
Adiuinistra.tion  v-ere  present  and  took  part  in  the  ceremony,  ?7hich  was  followed  "by 
a  dance  ::^.t  the  comraunity  house.     There  is  only  one  vaxaTicy  in  Dalworthington 
Gardens. 

Faini  ly  Ad  jus  tment  Services  under  a  cooperative  a.rraj-igement  with  the 
comiraanity  mc'.ma.gers  axe  oeing  provided  by  m.ombers  of  the  Community  and  Fajnily  Ser- 
vices Section  for  fajnilies  v:hoGe  progress  lias  not  been  satisfactory.    At  Sabine 
Farms ,  beca^Jse  of  the  nature  of  the  land,  the  necessity  of  cleaning  much  of  it, 
a^nd  the  heavy  indebtedness  incurred  at  the  time  of  their  moving  to  the  project, 
it  ha.s  been  felt  tha.t  most  of  the  fajnilies  have  not  had  a  sufficient  opportunity 
to  demonstrate  their  ability  to  be  successful  ov/ners.    Hence  only  two  families 
have  been  asked  to  move  at  the  end  of  the  year,  although  several  others  have  been 
placed  on  probation, 

Tlie  Fajaily  Sujrvey  Scnedule,  FSA-RP  102,  has  been  completed  on  Fa..nnin 
Farms,  and  is  now  being  filled  out  for  the  families  a.t  Sa.stern  Oklalioma  Fa.rmiS. 

PJEG-IOl'T  IX  -  Arvin  Migratory  Camp,  California,  is  trying  to  secure  a  good  radio 
in  order  tha.t  the  residents  cari  listexi  to  "Americans  Tov,Tx  Meeting  of  the  Air"  on 
Thur  sc^ay  night  s . 

RECION  XI  -  In  using  the  Family  Suivey  Schedule,  Form  FSA-RP  102,  it  is  planned 
tha.t  a  thorough  review  of  each  far.ily  will  be  made  aj.id  if  problem.s  concerning 
either  the  family  or  the  farm  operation  are  enccjntered,  a  comiplete  analysis 
will  be  prepared  resulting  in  definite  recoimmenda^tions  for  future  handling.  This 
ana.lysis  v;ill  serve  a.s  a  basis  for  providing  a.  long-tim.e  plan  for  aJ.l  the  famiilies 
and  properties  involved. 

PJIOION  XII  -       Services  to  Problem  Ca.ses 

In  one  ca.se  the  dea.th  of  the  mother  has  necessita.tod  some  adjustm.ents 
in  the  f amiily' s  future  plans.    The  Community  and  Family  Services  representative 
and  the  comimunity  Li£]:in^,gQT  are  consulting  v/ith  the  fajnly  and  in  this  case  the 
deciding  factor  will  be  the  famhly' s  o"n  decision  as  to  what  is  best.     They  liave 
made  considera^ble  progress  on  the  project,  oven  tiiough  handi clipped  by  the  long 
illness  of  the  rjether,  and  it  m.ay  be  that  a  plan  can  be  v/orked  out  indi catting  that 
it  is  best  for  the  family  to  renann  on  the  project. 
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We  quote  the  region's  report  on  a  second  case:     "In  another  prolDlem 
case  the  inan  has  never  cooperated  with  the  project  officials  e.nd  hp.s  never  been 
willing  to  accept  supervision  or  aid  of  divj  kind  that  the  officia.ls  have  offered. 
This  year  the  faniilv  has  operated  L?Xid  outside  the  project  pjid  ha.s  "badly  neglected 
its  homestead  on  the  project.     In  all  prohahility  it  '.vill  "be  recorxiended  that 
this  family  "be  assisted  in  moving  to  another  loca.tion.    A  f^orther  study  of  this 
case  will  he  made  during  later  visits  to  the  project." 

Medical  Care;    Mr.  Ea,y  S.  Davis,  the  Hegiorxp.l  Chief  of  Comiiunity  and 
Fai:iily  Services,  appea.red  hefore  the  regular  to\7n  hcall  meeting  at  Las  Craces, 
New  Mexico,  to  discuss  what  the  Farm  Security  Adirdni  strati  on  is  doing  to  provide 
medical  care  for  low-income  families.    Mr.  Davis  has  heen  very  active  in  the 
county  medical  care  program,  which  is  in  operation  in  Region  XII. 

Several  months  ago  complete  pnysical  examinations  '.vere  given  to  t\7enty- 
one  families  on  the  Bosque  project  by  the  Indiaii  Service  Hospital.    The  purpose 
of  these  exai-:inations  vras  to  determine  needed  corrective  medical  care.  Definite 
plans  have  been  completed  to  liave  this  corrective  work  done  which  v.dll  consist 
of  tonsillectomies,  correction  of  vision,  denta.l  work,  and  one  or  two  major  opera- 
tions to  correct  pelvic  disorders. 

?a.mi  ly  Ad  jus  tmen  t  s .    Some  time  has  been  spent  with  the  project  manager 
at  Bosque  studying  problem  cases  in  view  of  ma.king  plajis  for  three  or  four  fami- 
lies to  leave  the  project.    One  or  two  of  these  families  will  be  given  assistajice 
by  other  agencies.    One  will  be  loca.ted  on  a  farm  off  the  project  and  given  assist- 
ance through  e.  rehabilitaotion  loaji  supervised  by  the  Countj^  5R  Supervisor. 

New  Mexico  Farms.  The  Cormunity  and  Family  Services  Section  has  been 
assisting  the  r^ianager  of  this  project  with  a  small  nmber  of  problem  cases.  Fa.rm 
plains  for  the  new  year  were  draj;7n  up  and  a  definite  work  xerogram  outlined.  It  is 
believed  that  this  revised  plan  of  opera^tion  will  a^ssist  these  famiilies,  who  hiave 
always  cooperated  with  the  project  ]'Xinager  but  because  of  the  lack  of  a  cash  crop 
ha-ve  not  sho'^m  much  progress  in  the  v:ay  of  repa^nient.

Ye s t e r da.y ^  s  Chi  1  dr en ,  which  is  broad- 
cast each  Friday  from  7:30  till  8:00  P.  LI.    EST,  is  a  series  of  drama.- 
tizations  of  Favorite  Books  of  Famous  Living  Men  end  Women  ?;hen  they 
were  children.    President  Roosevelt's  favorite  was  Swiss  Family  Robinson; 
Mayor  La.  Guaxdia' s  was  Black  Beauty;  Helen  Hayes  had  two,  Helen' s  Babies 
and  Alice  in  Wonderland;  while  Bing  Crosby' s  choice  v/as  Treasure  Island. 

REGION  I  -  Under  the  direction  of  W.P.A.  recreationad  workers  a  number  of  new 
activities  iiave  been  initiated  at  Je r s ey  Home s t eads ,  New  Jersey.    A  portion  of  the 
gymnasim  balcony  is  being  converted  into  a  vfoodworking  shop  while  a  coolcing 
class  for  girls  is  being  conducted  in  the  Borough  Hall.    The  Forum  Comiinittee  is 
arranging  a  series  of  meetings  at  which  prominent  spealcers  will  appear.    The  Forum 
is  like\Tise  investigating  the  i^ossibility  of  n:uining  a  series  of  good  motion  pic- 
ture fiLms. 

From  the  opening  of  the  Greenbelt,  Maryland,  Library  on  June  10,  1939 
to  December  3I,  1939,  the  library  reports  a  total  attend.ance  of  23,953  sad.  a 
total  circulation  of  21,537.    Of  the  latter,  15,60^  were  fiction  and  5,933  non- 
fiction. 


REGION  II  -  All  of  the  people  at  I ronwood  Homes t eads ,  Michigan,  are  working  for 
the  success  of  the  new  nursery  school.    Supplies  and  equipment  have  been  contri- 
buted by  the  Toarents,  the  Garden  Club,  the  Homestead  Association  and  the  NYA 
Resident  Training  School.    The  boys  of  the  NYA  Resident  Work  Project  at  Ironwood 
are  mald-r^g  folding  cliaArs  for  the  community  building.    The  Michigan  Sta^te  Travel- 
ing Libra^ry  which  was  recently  installed  in  the  community  building  is  in  charge 
of  an  i^YA  librarian. 

REGION  IV  -  Tiie  membershirj  of  the  Health  Association  at  Tygart  Valley  Homesteads, 
West  Virginia,  has  gro'jvn  from  100  to  1^40  since  its  founding  two  and  one-half 
years  ago.    The  pay:nent  of  $2.25  a  month  per  family  entitles  members  to  use  of 
the  well  equipped  medical  center,  services  of  the  doctor  and  nurse,  a  reasonable 
amount  of  drugs,  and  complete  hospitaliza.tion  in  Elld.ns  (twelve  miles  away).  For 
a  year  a  dentist  has  been  working  on  a  children's  dentaJ.  program  at  a  cost  of 
fifty  cents  per  month  per  fajnily, 

REGION  V  -  The  fall  Regional  Conference  of  Coirimuni ty  Managers  ma.de  possible  some 
profitable  contacts  for  the  Comm^oiiity  and  Fam.ily  Services  staff.    Present  indi- 
cations are  tlia.t  this  meeting  gave  the  managers  and  other  project  personnel  a 
renewed  a.nd  improved  interest  in  the  families  on  their  projects. 
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One  of  the  residents  at  _Cahaba,  Alehcina,  lia,s  started  a.  class  in  account- 
ing for  adults. 

Several  organizs.tions  have  iDeen  making  use  of  the  facilities  '.vhich 
Ashwood  Plantation,  South  Ca^rolina,  ha.5  for  entertaining  large  groups.     In  hovem- 
ber,  the  Ashwood  P.T.A.  was  host  to  one  hundred  delegates  of  the  District  P.  T.  A. 
In  Decenfoer,  the  IV. P. A.  Recreation  Workers  cpjne  to  Ashv/ood  for  their  Annua.l  Train- 
ing Conference.    Demonstrations  in  Folk  G-arnes  and  in  the  making  ?jid  playing  of 
shepherd's  pipes  v/ero  given  by  Ashwood  people.    A  puppet  shovj  was  presented  by 
the  workers. 

One  of  the  Ashwood  girls  is  beginning  to  make  a  very  nice  income  from 
her  weaving  program.    She  heis  almost  more  orders  thaji  she  can  fill.    This  girl 
has  worked  and  studied  at  both  the  John  C.  Crmpbell  Polk  School  and.  at  Penlc^iid 
School  of  Handicrafts,  using  her  NYA  money  to  p?.y  for  this  training,    Tliis  project 
is  also  proud  of  the  recreational  leadership  shov.Ti  by  another  of  the  local  girls, 
who  at  a  large  social  gathering  directed  the  entire  evening' s  recrccation  for  age 
groups  7;hich  included  parents,  young  people  and  children. 

In  a  school  health  sm'vey  at  Escambia  Parms,  Florida^,  a  AQ%  decrease 
in  hookworm  v/as  shown  for  the  first  three  grades, 

A  Haiidi craft ers  Club  for  out-of-school  and  in-school  youth  has  been 
formed  a.t  Flint  River,  Georgia, 

Cherry  Lake  Fams,  Florida,  had  an  interesting  dispLay  of  handicraft 
products  in  the  T-jr.shington  Office  recently.    Considerable  ingenuity  is  shown  in 
the  creation  of  these  articles  of  gourds,  pine  cones,  shells,  reeds,  peanuts, 
acorns  Pud.  other  materials  fomd  on  or  near  the  project.     Cherry  Lake  has  found 
a  market  for  its  craft  v/ork  principally  in  gift  ajid  toy  shops  all  over  the  United 
States.    Mrs.  Edith  Holmes,  who  has  been  the  guiding  spirit  in  this  enterprise, 
states  tha.t  the  demaiid  lir.s  been  greatest  for  the  chc.irm  strings  of  brightly 
paanted  gourds  and  gourd  animals  such  as  Donald  Duck,    The  products  sell  at  popular 
prices  ranging  from  twenty-five  cents  to  two  dollars. 

REG-ION  VI  -  Tlie  reside^its  of  Terrebonne,  Louisiana,  ha.ve  secured  a  small  library 
through  the  a.ssista:ice  of  the  State  Library  CoLimission. 

Family  Adjustment  Problem.s;    Regular  schedules  have  been  followed  on 
eleven  projects  for  conferring  v;i th  famdlies  whose  progress  ha.s  been  questionable 
or  Yiho  have  some  special  adjustment  problems     It  is  estimated  tha.t  between  one 
hundred  a^id  one  hundred  ajid  fifty  families  iiave  received  this  type  of  attention. 
As  nearly  as  possible  the  following  procedure  has  been  follov/ed  in  making  these 
end-of-the-year  family  studies: 

1.  Conference  with  Community  Majiager. 

2.  Review  of  the  original  a.pplica,tion  docket. 

3.  Conference  with  the  farm  and  home  m.aiiagement  supervisor. 
A,    Review  of  the  ma.nagement  records, 

5.  Conference  with  family  physiciaai,  public  ajid  privale  welfare 
agencies  ^vhenever  the  problem  is  of  a  na.ture  tiiat  indicates 
the  need  of  such  conference. 

6,  Family  visit  in  the  home  which  includes  Ci  review  of  the  family 
progress,  fairlly  problems,  mana„gement  problems,  and  family  plan. 

In  the  course  of  the  interview  of  this  t^.^e  relocation  plains  are  being  mia.de  when- 
ever it  is  deemed  advisable,  anid  families  pla.nning  to  relocate  are  given  gu.ic?ixance. 
This  sorietir.es  involves  getting  in  touch  with  other  public  agencies  and  public 
service  groups  in  order  to  complete  a.  plan.

Troop  at  tho  Shafter  K'igratory  Car.ip,    Tlio  scoutnaster,  \Yho  has  as  his  assistant 
the  Shafter  High  School  coach,  h^.s  interested  enough  "boys  to  forn  four  pa^trols.

Due  to  the  frequent  requests  of  the  wonon  at  Shafter  Carrp  for  instruc- 
tion in  the  use  of  liaxr.-ier  and  srv7,  a  iTonen's  class  in  vjoodcraft  h^.s  been  forr.ied. 
Tlie  class  ineets  once  a  ueck  free  5  till  S  o'clock. 

At  the  present  time  the  Craft  Nites  at  the  Marysville  Migratory  Cgiap, 
California,  are  being  devoted  to  the  construction  of  P^.dio  Sets, 

Thro^ogh  the  courtesy  of  the  radio  station  KHSL  at  Chico,  California, 
The  Gridley  Migratory  Crup  gave  the  first  of  three  ha.lf-hour  "broadccasts  on 
J^jiuary  26th.    The  c^^np  orchestra  played  arid  the  Coup  l-.Ianagcr  spoke  about  the  caxip. 

EEC  I  ON  X  -  FrOi'.-.  the  general  reports  coming  in  it  is  evident  tliat  the  coLimLinity 
building  cat  Fairfield  Bench  Fa.n^^s,  Montaria,  has  become  the  center  of  co:.]munity 
activities.    Not  only  is  it  used  rs  a  health  clinic  ?nd  social  center  but  it  is 
used  as  a  meeting  place  for  the  Farmers'  ILiion,  religious  orgaaiizations,  Boy 
Scouts,  P.T.A.  ,  Olid,  for  the  transacting  of  general  coii-Tonity  business. 

Family  Selection  for  RecLanation  Projects;    Excci)t  for  r.  lirdted  numher 
of  investigations  '.Thich  have  been  riade  in  anticipation  of  providing  repla.cemients 
for  possible  ^vithdra.wals  at  the  end  of  the  year,  family  selection  activities  iia.ve 
centered  chiefly  at  the  tv:o  Recla:::ation  projects  in  the  region.     (See  ITcvemher  10, 
1939  Monthly  Excerpts  for  infomation  re  reclrjiiation  lorojects.)    At  these  projects, 
the  Sun  Phver,  Monta^ia-,  and  River  ton,  '"yordng,  a.pplications  for  FSA  loruis  are  bein^: 
received  from  hom.estead  applicants.    Activities  ~ere  centered  chiefly  around 
receiving  actual  applications  for  construction  and  opera.ting  loans  and  ^Torking  up 
these  loan  a.pplica.tions  for  tra:ismittal  to  the  regional  office. 

LU  Faj-iily  Relocation:    Progress  in  the  reloca.tion  of  displaced  LU 
families  in  the  region,  in  accordance  -ith  the  riOinorandum  agreeUient  betvreen  the 
SCS  and  FSA  issued  in  September,  1938,  has  heon  som.c"'h^.t  slou  due  to  the  fact  th^.t 
only  a  liriited  nuiiber  of  resettler.ent  faj:^'.is  h^ve  been  availaJble  for  use  in  this 
connection.    The  only  apr^reciaole  opportmity  to  reloca.te  families  on  RP  project 
farms  hT'.s  heen  provided  by  Kinsey  Farms,  Montajia.,  to  v:hich  27  displaced  LU  families 
from  Southea.st  Montamxa.  aad  a  feu  froi::  Central  Montaj^ia.  have  been  approved  for  re- 
location.   T'.To  hiindred  tliirty  two  families,  including  the  group  approved  for 
ICinsey  Fa.rm.s,  lia.ve  been  provided  locations  on  RP  projects  in  this  region.  Surveys 
shov:  tliat  the  avera.ge  a.ge  of  displaced  fardlies  is  considerably  higher  thaai  the 
avera^ge  for  a  normiavl  comiranity  heca-use  majiy  of  the  younger  people  h^a.ve  Tiigrated 
to  urban  or  other  rura.l  cominijn.ities  in  search  of  "better  ojjportmities.    Ma^i3"  of 
these  older  fajmilios  are  also  beyond  the  age  v.'here  they  should  remxain  in  active 
farming  and  miamy  are  ineligible  for  a^ri cultural  relocation  or  financing  by  FSA 
heca.use  of  ill  health.    Many  have  no  rem:aining  assets  or  income  ajid  since  faxcili- 
ties  are  limited  the  m.atter  of  working  out  their  readjust:.ent  becomies  a  very 
di  f  f  i  cul  t  prob  1  em: , 

Uiider  the  ter:.:s  of  the  agreement  the  burden  of  supervising  the  re- 
adjustment of  these  famiilies  falls  primarily  on  the  County  Supervisors,  m.ost  of 
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^.vhoia  at  least  in  tiiis  region,  are  so  occupied  v;ith  other  duties  thr:t  little  time 
renains  to  give  the  intensive  study,  thought,  and  efforts  req^oired  to  supervise 
the  readjustment  pro'olein  and  secure  the  necessary  cooperation  ajid  acceptance  of 
the  responsihility  "b^^^  other  agencies  \7hich  many  of  these  cases  require.  Efforts 
to  solve  this  proi)lem  are  "being  renewed  and  a  special  attempt  is  "being  ma,de  to 
assist  potential  farmers  in  locating  farms  in  ample  time  so  tlip.t  they  ray,  with 
approprirte  FSA  financial  assistance,  again  proceed  with  f^arming  operations 
during  the  coming  year.

EEQ-ION  I  -  It  is  customary  for  e.irtain  of  the  six' residential  sections  at  West- 
moreland Hoinesteads,  Pennsylvania,  to  hold  neigrrSoili:^"  socials  at  various  times 
throughout  the  year.    'T7/0  of  the  sections  held  their  fourth  Annual  President's 
Birthday  Party  on  Janua.ry  27th.    Each  family  of  the  sections  participating  in- 
vited a  .guest  family.     'Bie  party  "began  \7ith  a  dimmer  which  was  followed  oy  a 
program  and  dancing.    A  collection  v/as  taken  for  the  infantile  paralysis  fund. 

REG-ION  III  -  An  excellent  relationship  hp.s  developed  between  the  Scioto  Earms, 
Ohio,  project  personiiel  and  the  local  Atlanta  School  3oard.    J'or  the  past  two 
years  the  project  has  rented  one  of  the  new  homes  to  the  iltlanta.  School  Board, 
which  has  in  tujrn  -made  it  availahle  as  a  home  for  the  home  economics  teacher  and 
for  demonstration  purposes.    At  present  twenty- three  girls  fromi  farm  fajnilies, 
"both  on  and  off  the  project,  attend  the  daily  home  economics  classes  aiid  carry 
on  practical  demonstrations  in  the  project  home.    During  the  last  year,  the 
seventy  acres  of  farm  land  belonging  to  this  ^jnit  has  also  been  rented  to  the 
school  board  for  use  by  the  vocational  agricultural  teacher.    T-.^jenty-two  boys 
from  families  both  on  and  off  the  project  .are  interested  in  vario'us  demonstra- 
tion projects.    To  date  they  ha.ve  experimented  with  the  growing  of  eighteen 
varieties  of  hybrid  seed  com  and  have  both  a  hog  feeding  and  poultry  production 
project  in  operation.    Several  of  the  boys  in  the  group  have  ma.de  application  to 
the  FSA  for  siria.ll  loans  to  c^.,rry  on  additional  livestock  programs.    By  liaving 
to  develop  justif ica.tion  for  mailing  these  loans  these  boys  kave  ha.d  valuable 
experience  in  money  mrnagemont. 

Further  evidence  of  the  cooperation  of  the  school  staff  with  the 
project  staff  vra.s  shovrn  Is.st  fall  by  the  closing  of  the  school  d'^oring  the  "Anni- 
fair"  on  the  project.     The  school  facilities  were  ava.ilablo  for  the  progr^im 
while  the  project  hoane  used  by  the  home  economics  dejpartm.ent  wa.s  converted  into 
a  nursery.    The  girls  in  the  home  econom.ic3  cla.ss  cared  for  the  children  of 
families  attending  the  " Ann if air"  . 

The  "orogram  which  has  been  d.evolor)ed  on  this  hojne  and  fa^rm.  unit  on 
the  project  is  widely  accepted  by  tne  comnranity  and  the  scnool  boa^rd.     The  school 
board  ha.s  evidenced  an  interest  in  expanding  tiiis  programs,  and  in  cooperation 
with  the  Regional  Office,  the  project  staiff  is  developing  a  plan  with  the  school' 
boa.rd  for  leasing  both  tne  farm  and  hom.e  to  them,  for  a-  period  of  five  years. 

Eutm-e  fcJuily  adjustment  plans.    The  miorale  of  the  moject  fajnilies 
a.ppes.rs  to  be  oxtremel^^  higii  and  no  •anusua.l  Tjroblemis  ha.ve  been  presented.  Tliere 
a.re  several  families  on  ea.cn  project  at  the  present  tim.e  who,  after  tvra  and 
three  years,  appCirently  axe  niaJd.ng  little  oi*  no  progi-ess  and  wiio  should  be  con-  . 
sidered  dujring  the  comdng  year  for  some  other  t?rpe  of  ESA  and,  as  it  is  obvious 
tha.t  these  famdlies  are  affecting  the  v'elfare  and  progress  of  the  others.  Complete 
and  exl'iaustive  studies  of  these  cases  wi].l  be  m^ade  before  recora-nending  removal 
iromi  the  project. 

G-enerally,  there  h^^.s  been  very  little  t-urnovcr  on  projects,  indi casting 
tliat  the  families  ^re  a.djusting  them.selves  satisf:  ctorily.    Ee-v  families  ha„ve 
left  or  been  a.sked  to  lG:'ve  by  tne  nrna.gement. 

G-roup  discu.'ision  of  problems.    Tne  families  on  all  ^jrojects  are  getting 
together  frequently  in  group  meetings  of  one  kind  or  another.  Considerable 
progress  na.s  been  miade  on  several  projects  for  the  first  time  this  yeax  in  getting 
project  fajnilies  to  discuss  their  o"rn  problems  in  group  m.eetings  and  to  discuss 
and  offer  s^jggestions  as  to  their  solution. 
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EEG-ION  IV  -  'T}ie  school  at  CijuibGrl.niid  Homaster-ds ,  ToiniosseG,  is  pl.?jiiiing  a  small 
pl£:'^it  nursery  for  the  "benefit  of  the  entire  coirj-Taaity.    The  students  have  asked 
all  persons  -.vho  c?.re  plan^iing  to  trim  their  shru'obery  to  notify/  them  so  that  trim- 
mings and  s'orplus  can  "be  salvag'ed  for  the  nursery. 

The  lihrary  at  Curroerland  Homesteads  lia.s  added  a  huridred  ne^v  hooks. 

REG-IOx'l  "V  -  Advi 30 ry  Coiiiml t tee\     In  the  projects  near  Biriningliajn  cm  advisory 
committee  has  been  fcri.icd  in  each  community  for  the  p^nrpose  of  securing  closer 
cooi^eration  oetween  tne  school  authorities  and  the  cominijnities  on  the  operation 
and  use  of  the  conirA;riity  huildings.    The  coj.imittee  is  comx^osed  of  representatives 
from  the  community  and  the  school,  .and  v:ill  Imction  the  yea.r  'rouiid. 

The  FSA  recently  sponsored  a  radio  program  over  a  Birmingham,  Alaha/na, 
sta.tion.    Each  of  the  projects  near  Sirmingiiam  lia.d  at  lerst  one  person  appearing 
on  the  progrDJ-i.     To  most  of  these  particip)ant3  this  was      ne^v  out  interesting 
experience, 

FSA  was  V7ell  represented  at  the  i^ational  Recrea.tional  Institute  held 
in  Binningham  in  Jaiiuary.    Sessions  were  a.ttended  not  only  by  FSA  personi'.el  hut 
by  residents  of  come  of  the  projects. 

Cooperation  in  Family  P-eloaation.    The  frmiily  selection  staff  is  co- 
operating vdth  the  Santee-CooTjer  Authoiity  in  resettling  some  six-hundred 
families  living  in  the  areas  to  be  flooded  by  the  Srntee  and  Pinooolis  reservoirs. 
A  cr.se  study  rill  be  made  of  aach  fcmily  ?jid  the  far.llies  I'dll  then  be  assisted 
in  reloca.tion  :^nd  bccomhng  self-supporting  in  area.s  best  sjlted  for  their  occupa- 
tions. 

The  G-ees  Bend,  Alabamia,  project  is  plrrniing  a  recr&ation  park  and 
swimming  pool.    The  library,  in  charge  of  a  WEA  librarian,  wa.s  opened  at  this 
project  in  J-:niuary. 

The  Coffee  County  Health  Associr'tion  reports  the  following  cavera.ge  for 
pa.yraent  on  bills  rendered  in  1939:    Medical  care  59%;  Hospitalization  80%, 

REGION  Yl  -  Helocation  of  F?i.:ilies  Living  on  3P  Parchase  Trrxts.    The  relocation 
of  a  number  of  fanulies  residing  on  resettlement  projects  has  been  made  a  part 
of  the  development  according  to  specialised  ".dnis.    Studies  h^ve  been  mia.de  of 
a.ll  fa;:iilies  on  the  p-orcicase  tracts  and  these  families  lia.ve  been  given  first  con- 
sideration in  as3ign::^ent  to  the  project.    These  who  did  not  fit  into  the  plan 
have  been  guided  in  making  relocation  pl^^s. 

Aid  to  Withdrawn  Fr^milies.    Considerable  individual  attention  has  been 
given  to  families  withdrawing  from  certain  of  the  resettlement  coomjinities  who 
have  been  in  need  of  special  guidance  and  assistamce  in  completing  tneir  plons. 
This  has  required  the  coordination  of  public  services  available  through  Pholic 
Health,  WA,  cuid  Public  Welfare, 

The  churches  serving  Pl^ji::  3a; "ou,  Arkansas,  are  sponsor ir.g  a  brotherhood 
orgajiization  open  to  all  of  the  men  in  the  comriunity.    An  interesting  speaker  is 
featured  at  the  mionthly  supper  meetings.    One  of  the  outsta,2iding  activities  of 
the  brotherhood  is  a.  course  in  citizenship  which  is  to  consist  of  five  lectures 
and  discussions.     'Pne  first  lecture  was  scheduled  for  Febriia.ry  16th. 

The  voccational  tea^chers  at  Lakeview  School,  Arkansas,  have  reversed 
the  usual  "prograjn.  Pne  boys  are  learning  to  cook  ajid  sew  while  the  girls  are 
learning  shop  work.    Pne  teachers  report  ^reat  enthusia.smi  for  these  classes. 
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Tiie  people  of  Lsiieview  lic-tve  shov/n  their  interest  in  the  nursery  school 
in  a  most  constructive  way.     Screens  for  the  school  v/ere  completed  in  the  school 
shop,  curtains  pjid  aprons  for  the  nursery  school  chi],dren  \7ere  made  hy  some  of 
the  women;  one  Lian  furnished  mottoes;  other  peorjle  hn.ve  donated  '.vood,  fruit,  vege- 
tables, to3^s,  etc. 

We  have  now  had  tv/o  yea.rs'  experience  in  guiding  local  comiirdttees  and 
selection  personnel  in  the  selection  of  fsmdlies  for  Tenant  Purchase,  and  it  is 
believed  that  a.  pattern  lia,s  becom.e  m.ore  or  less  established  for  doing  this  vork. 
The  actual  interviewing  ond  reviev/ing  of  applications  has  been  a  tremendous  under- 
talking,  and  \'ithout  the  splendid  cooperation  of  field  representatives  of  the  RR 
Division  and  Tenant  Pujrcha.se  Section  it  woixLd  not  h^ve  been  possible  to  carry  on 
this  work.    There  has  been  no  opposition  from  conrnitteer.en.    They  have  sought 
the  guida^nce  and  assistance  re^gulaxly.    The  exajnining  ■physicia.ns  have  rendered 
a.n  excellent  service  in  uncovering  physical  disabilities. 

EEG-IOi\f  VIII  -  Fami  ly  Ad  jus  tiien  t .  In  considering  the  records  of  those  famdlies 
who  have  been  requested  tc  rncvG  frorn  the  trjru  projects  we  have  been  impressed 
with  tne  necessitj'"  of  carefullj^  studying  not  only  the  economic  and  agricultural 
history  of  the  family  but  of  giving  more  cons idera.t ion  to  the  fai-iily' s  record  as 
citizens  a.nd  members  of  the  cor;ii.:iLiity  in  which  they  have  formerly  lived.     In  some 
instances  famhlies  wno  have  not  adjusted  to  life  on  the  projects  ha.ve  been  better 
than  a.vera.ge  farmers,  but  nave  been  ~cin.aJole  to  enter  into  the  commUaiity  life  or  intc 
coopera.tive  endeavors  to  their  own  satisfaction. 

This  condition  has  imipressed  tne  necessity  for  educa.tion  in  cooperative 
manageiient  and  living,  and  we  are  now  engaged  in  corjpiling  libra^ries  featuring 
material  on  cooperatives,  this  material  to  be  distributed  to  the  projects  and  to 
the  adult  education  cla.sses. 

Literacy  cla„3ses  are  being  conducted  at  Sabine  !Fa.rm.s,  Texas,  by  the 
?/PA  and  some  student  teachers  from  Bishop  College.     Seventy-eight  adult  residents 
of  i:he  project  axe  enrolled,  together  v'ith  a  numoer  of  non-project  residents. 
The  classes  have  aroused  so  much  interest  tnere  is  a  demand  in  nearb;r  communities 
for  simhLar  instruction. 

The  new  commiwnity  building  a.t  Sam  Houston  Farr.is,  Tesis,  was  opened  re- 
cently.   Tlie  building  provides  office  space  for  the  wroject  offices,  an  auditorium- 
which  will  seat  three  hundred  persons,  a  sta.ge,  dressing  rooms,  and  rooms  for 
cooking  an.d  canning  demonstrations.    The  form.a.l  opening  of  the  building  was  marked 
by  p.i\  all-da.y  program  arranged  by  the  homesteaders. 

The  NYA  projects  continue  to  ma.ke  a  fine  showing.    Sixty  youths  are 
assig3ied.  to  the  Woodlake,  Texas,  resident  project,  forty-nine  are  a.t  101  Banch, 
Oklahoma,,  while  ninety- three  negro  youths  are  a.ssigned  to  the  SaJbine  Farir.s  project 

KEG-ION  IX  -  Tiie  wom.en  of  the  Casa  G-rande ,  Arizona,  project  did  all  of  the  vjork  of 
developing  and  testing  the  recipes  '  for  the  cook  book  which  they  published.  The 
money  derived  fromi  the  sa.le  of  the  cook  book  was  used  to  furnish  the  coimnunity 
house. 

At  the  Agua  Fria.,  Arizona,  Migra.tory  Cawip  tiie  cooking  cLasses,  made 
possible  through  the  Extension  Service,  are  proving  very  popular.    In  these 
classes,  the  'Vomien  are  taught  tne  miost  economdcal  practices  in  preparing  and  pur- 
chase of  foods,  and  esoecially  in  the  best  usage  of  s^orplus  comimodities .  There 
are  a.lsc  sev/ing  classes  for  the  p'orpose  of  instructing  the  •■•omen  in  Liaking  house- 
hold articles  and  clothing. 
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T}.io  supervisor  of  the  WA  nursery  school  at  C-?,sa  G-rarid.e  Vallo;,'-  Farms 
has  held  a  series  of  classes  instructing  the  mothers  in  nursery  school  work. 
Due  to  a.  lack  of  personnel,  the  mothers  Im.YC  "been  assisting  in  the  nursery  school. 
This  lias  "been  a  valua.hle  experience  for  the  mothers,  with  the  result  that  no^iy 
are  applying  their  new  ideas  of  child  training  in  their  ov.ti  homes. 

The  lihrary  at  Shaf  tor ,  Calif omira,  Migratory  Coxip  reports  an  increasing 
circulation  each  month.     In  Ja^iuary  the  tot-al  circulation  was  I3I6  "books,  7^1 
c?.dult  Dooks  and  575  juvenile  hooks. 

Tiie  C^u.ip  Co^oncil  at  tlie  Shafter  Ocu:rp  purchased  dress  laaterial  for  the 
tw^enty- three  yo^juig  girls  in  the  sewing  cluh.    Under  the  direction  of  the  sewdng 
supervisor  each  girl  is  making  her  ovrn  dress.    After  the  dresses  are  completed 
it  is  jjlarined  to  hold  a  fashion  show  at  the  camp  center  ajid  award  prizes. 

A  class  in  public  spepiin.g  .and  pa.rliai..entary  lav/  m^eets  once  a  v-eek  at 
the  Kigro.tory  Lsibor  C^v:p  at  Mary svi lie,  California. 

During  Decemroer  1^50  mdgratory  vrorkers  and  l'c  hers  of  their  fa^nilies 
in  FSA  canps  received  miodicol  attention  iromi  the  AgriculturoJ  Workers  Health  and 
Medical  Association. 

EEG-IOH  X  -  A  great  deal  of  tim.e  end  consideration  is  Doing  given  at  this  tim^e  on 
eJ-l  projects  to  the  purpose  of  v:riting  farm,  plans.     G-roup  raectings  for  v:riting 
farmi  plrms  are  proving  more  and  more  satisfactory/  octh  from  the  st?j.idpoint  of 
the  supervisors  ^nid  tlio  clients.     The  client  is  hecom.ing  m^ore  concerned  aoout 
his  farm  xDla:i  tlif^ii  ever  hefore.    Pie  is  beginning  to  realize  that  he  himiself  is 
"becoming  m.ore  and  more  a.  factor  in  the  progress  which  his  project  is  mald.ng.  Bet- 
ter record  hooks  are  now  being  kept  by  the  clients,    imother  very  important  con- 
tribution which  the  group  vrritinj;:  of  farm  plans  is  m.ald.ng  to  tne  client  is  the 
social  contacts  which  he  gets  in  the  group  meetings, 

Bu-ffalo  HT'pids  Fanms,  i-Iontana.    Uiider  the  supervision  of  the  Regional 
Chief  of  Gom:iujiity  rzA  Fo:,dly  Services,  a  staff  m.ember  of  the  State  Rehabilita- 
tion office  is  conducting  a  survey  in  a  county  adjoining  the  nevj  Buffalo  Rapids 
project.    The  imn  purpose  of  this  survey  is  to  determine  the  tj^e  of  families 
now  in  the  are.a,  the  size  of  fo-rmi  "Jinits,  and  the  amic^jnt  of  the  various  t^T)es  of 
subsidies  cmd  benefit  pay::.ents  which  these  frrllies  hjTve  been  receiving  under 
their  present  farming  set  up  during  the  last  five  years.    Consideration  will  be 
given  to  drarlng  some  of  the  faiailies  from  this  rrea  to  the  Buffalo  Rapids  and 
Kinsey  Farms  projects  if  the  survey  indicates  the  necessity  for  re?djustm:ents  in 
the  area..    On  the  other  k-^md  it  is  possible  that  the  siurvey  vlll  reveal  that  a 
proper  relationship  now  exists  bet'ween  the  size  of  franLS  and  the  living  standards 
of  the  families.    Tliis  corinty  survey  is  being  integrated  vlth  the  frirlly  selectioi 
plans  for  both  projects. 

A  local  coi-mitteo  of  the  Fairfield  Bench  Farms,  Montana,  coroanity  met 
v/ith  the  Reclpmation  officials  v'hile  a  dred.50  v:as  wcrld.ng  on  the  main  irrigation 
canal  near  tne  comawjinity  hadl.    As  a  result  the  dredge  w\as  used  to  excavate  a 
IcO.rge  swim^rlng  pool  which  can  be  filled  and  drained  into  the  irrigr.tion  canad. 
No  changes  to  the  coiiT.unity  will  be  Wiaole  for  w/;ter  or  use  of  the  dredge. 

REG-IOH  XII  -  Tlie  coi.miunity  building  at  Ropesville  Farm.s,  Tex^.s,  has  been  completed 

This  year  at  Bosque  Farm.s,  New  Mexico,  it  was  decided  to  celebrate  the 
President's  birthda.y  with  a.  party  instead,  of  the  usuai.1  dance.    Tickets  were  sold 
the  same  as  for  a  dance  and  arrangemicnts  ''^ere  made  for  a.  gam.e  roo::i  for  axlults  and 
another  for  tne  young  people.

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The  3Qsque  Farms  School  ha.s  sponsored  txhree  programs  this  v/inter  to 
raise  funds  for  the  lihrary. 

LU  rarnily  Relocation.    Tn  commenting  on  the  Region  VII  LU  faiiiily  re- 
location report  that  -ve  recently  sent  out  to  all  regions,  Region  XII  writes: 

"We  are  in  some  respects  following  tne  same  procedure  here  in  this 
region,    Eriefly  stated,  our  procedure  in  mndling  the  relocation  problem  lias 
"been  and  will  he  the  following:    As  Iruid  is  optioned  "by  the  SCS  people,  A  and  B 
Statements  are  secur-ed  from  the  faiailies  affected  by  the  option.     In  addition 
to  sectoring  the  A  and  3  Statements,  Form  RI-6-II5O,  Family  Information,  which 
is  a  regional  form  mimeographed  hy  the  SCS  people,  is  completed  on  each  family. 

"In  the  immediate  future,  according  to  tcnta.tive  pla^is  tliat  h^ave  "been 
worked  out  here  in  conference  with  the  SCS  Regional  Office,  a.  committee  will  he 
established  on  ea.ch  project  to  discuss  plans  for  the  relocation  of  the  families 
remaining  on  the  projects  which  need  help  in  their  relocation  ;plans.    A  number 
of  these  families  will  rv^main  in  tne  area,  on  reorganised  units.     Tlie  committee 
that  will  be  set  up  on  these  projects  vdll  consist  of  tne  Regional  Chief  of 
Community  and  Fai'nily  Services,  representing  the  Regional  FSA  Office,  a  repre- 
sentative of  the  Regional  SCS  Office,  the  County  FSA  Supervisor,  ::md  the  LU 
project  t'"ana.ger,  or  someone  representing  his  staff.     In  addition,  the  Public 
Welfare  Director  ano.  PSA  Advisory  Comi"nittee,  and  in  some  instances  the  County 
Agent,  will  be  made  a  part  of  tnis  committee.     It  is  believed  through  this  pro- 
cedure definite  pla^LS  can  be  made  for  a  large  ocrcent  of  the  fa^milies  needing 
help  in  their  relocation  plans." 
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REGION  I 

Between  fifteen  and  twenty  children  at  Jersey  Homesteads >  New  Jersey,  have 
been  busil^^  engaged  in  marionette  making.    A  series  of  penny  admission  shows 
was  planned  for  the  month  of  May  under  the  direction  of  a  V^JPA  recreational 
director. 

Funds  for  suramer  recreational  activities  were  raised  by  a  music  festival,  given 
by  the  entire  elementary  school  at  Jersey''  Homesteads,  assisted  by  several  high 
school  students. 

A  new  store  vjill  open  soon  in  Greenbelt ,  Maryitiiid.     It  will  sell  only  hand  made 
articles.    The  store  will  be  oxraed  and  operated  by  the  children  of  the  primary 
department  of  the  elementary  school.    The  children  have  made  dresses,  sun  suits, 
hot  pads,  and  other  articles  which  the3?"  will  sell  for  just  vrhat  it  cost  them  for 
the  material. 

REGION  II 

Greendale ,  Wisconsin's,  first  kite  tournament  called  forty-five  entries  into 
com.petition.    Of  these  forty-five  boys  three  took  first  place  honors  in  the 
four  events.    The  boys  wh.o  won  first  place  competed  in  the  Kite  Tournament 
held  on  Milwaukee's  lake  front.    A  nine  year  old  Greendale  b 03^  won  first  place 
in  the  design  and  construction  finals.    His  kite  was  covered  with  cellophane, 
was  44  inches  long  and  was  of  military  design, 

REGION  III 

During  the  past  month  a  brief  review  was  made  of  the  relocation  problemi  on  the 
LIT  area  at  Fulton,  Missouri.    There  vjill  be  no  actual  relocation  problem  here 
until  this  fall,  as  the  majority  of  families  have  already  signed  tenure  agree- 
ments with  the  Soil  Conservation  Service  to  reside  on  the  properties  during  the 
sumraer.    Soil  Conservation's  local  personnel  are  interested  in  follov^ring  the 
policy  of  having  as  many  as  possible  of  the  families  rem.ain  on  the  area  to 
carry  out  individual  soil  conservation  dem.onstrations  on  a  long-term  basis. 
Some  suc'^.  agreem.ents  have  already  been  v-rorked  out  between  the  families  and  the 
SCS,  but  regional  FSA  staff  r'iombv..rs  believe  that  the  extension  of  such  a  prograrr. 
vrithin  the  area  will  depend  larg-.-ly  upon  FSA  ability  to  interpret  the  value  of 
caring  for  people  in  this  Planner. 

REGION  IV 

In  cooperation  with  local  and  state  educational  leaders,  members  of  FSA  person- 
nel have  planned  suinmLr  conferences  on  coimnunity  education  at  Cumbei^land  Home- 
steads ,  Tennessee,  Red  House  Farms,  West  Virginia,  and  Penderlea  Hor£ steads , 
North  Carolina.    Those  conferences  are  intended  to  emiphasize  the  need  for  a 
functional  educational  program  in  the  schools.    There  will  be  a  discussion  of 
commiunity  resources  contributing  to  such,  a  progreun  and  the  part  played  by  local 
agencies  in  community  education. 

A  nursery  school  -was  opened  at  Red  House  Farms  on  May  27.    The  toys  and  other 
equipm.ent  were  made  by  so:;ie  of  the  clients. 

REGION  V 

At  the  regional  meeting  for  Project  personnel  held  last  fall  in  Birmingham, 
Alabama,  the  nurses  decided  to  issue  a  news  bulletin  several  times  a  year  with 
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a  different  nurse  assembling  and  editing  each  "bulletin.    Tlie  first  of  these 
^  very  interesting  bulletins  has  reached  the  Vvashington  office.     It  not  only- 

gives  an  excellent  picture  of  the  health  program  on  the  projects  but  shcvjs  the 
difficulties  under  which  the  nurses  work  by  listing  a  variety  of  superstitions 
which  they  must  combat. 

An  Arts  and  Crafts  program  for  young  people  at  Allendale ,  South  Carolina,  has 
been  using  the  shop  equipment  in  making  toys  and  homo  made  games. 

THE  CAIiABA  I-FJB,  community  ^aper  at  Cahaba ,  Alabama,     has  appropriated  its 
treasury  surplus  to  three  phases  of  comi^iunity  activities.    A  surplus  of  t^82.50 
has  accumulated  since  t"ie  HUB  began  publication  eighteen  months  ago.    A  third 
of  this  amount  goes  to  the  Ca^^aba  Community  Association,  a  third  viill  provide 
new  books  for  the  community*  library  and  the  rest  is  to  be  spent  on  plajr  ground 
equipment  at  the  grarrirr.ar  school.     This  equipment  -  ill  be  built  by  NYA  labor 
with  the  HUB  buying  the  material. 

The  Cahaba  Community  Association  is  sponsoring  two  Fiovies  a  week  in  the  auditor- 

The  Health  Association  at  Ashwood  Plantation,  South  Carolina,  has  145  miembers, 
144  out  of  148  clients,  and  tvjo  outside  families  who  are  renting  houses  on  the 
project ,

work  of  the  Farm.  Security  Administration,  and  t  ::.is  Scjction  particularly,  before 
new  groups.

Miss  Kate  Fulton,  Regional  Chief  of  Cor:miunity  ojia  Family  Services,  appeared  on 
the  program  of  the  State  Conference  of  Social  VJork  in  Mississippi  on  April  18 
and  presented  the  subject    Discovering  Corrimiinity  Leadership."    Miss  Mary  Byrd, 
Assistant  Family  Services  Supervisor,  presented  the  subject  "Our  Famiily  Services 
at  Transylvania"  at  the  Louisiana  State  Conference  on  April  19. 

Family  Progress  Review

the  next  few  m.onths  will  be  planned  so  as  to  enable  them  to  m.ake  regular  ad- 

r        visory  visits  to  those  families  needing  the  services  of  a  family  consultant. 

Special  cases  have  received  attention.    During  the  month  of  May,  in  addition  to 

\        providing  services  to  families  who  have  had  adjustment  difficulties  during 
this  period,  progress  studies  were  made  in  several  of  the  commj-init ies . 

Tentative  arrangor.ents  have  been  m.ade  through  the  Drew  County,  Arkansas,  Library 
for  a  branch  library  to  be  located  on  Do sha  Farmis. 

T^;7elve  of  the  resettlement  communities  in  this  region  are  miaking  plans  for  a 
three-day  prograiT.  called  Neighborhood  Training  Days.     Such  programs  were  held 
on  nine  of  the  projects  last  surnmier. 

A  dramatic  club  has  been  form.ed  on  the  Terrebonne ,  Louisiana,  project. 
Special  study  courses  in  cooperatives  have  just  been  co:.,pleted  on  five  of 


the  projects  in  this  region.    Attendance  ranged  frorii  seventeen  in  some  of  the 
classes  to  more  than  two  hundred  in  others.    Further  interest  in  the 
subject  was  evinced  by  the  demand  for  a  monthly  meeting  on  cooperatives  in 
each  of  the  communities  reached  by  the  classes. 

With  the  assistance  of  a  member  of  the  Physical  Education  Department  of  the 
Delta  State  College  Sunflower  Plantation,  Mississippi,  and  the  Little  Yeager 
Tract  held  a  May  Day  Play  Day  on  May  5. 

Eight  women  from  Transylvania  Fa rms ,  Louisiana,  attended  a  health  institute 
in  Lake  Providence,  Louisiana. 

Community  Councils  have  been  formed  at  Clover  Bend  Farm.s,  Arkansas,  and  at 
Hinds  County  Farms,  Mississippi,  and  in  the  Renalara  Conmiunity  in  Mississippi. 

REGION  VII 

Relocation  Activities 

In  an  effort  to  relocate  displaced  LU  families  eligible  to  continue  operations 
on  a  general  agricultural  basis,  the  broader  phases  of  the  relocation  problem 
have  been  further  discussed  vjith  North  and  South  Dakota  State  Directors  for 
the  purpose  of  promoting  a  rather  comprehensive  factual  survey/  of  land  sales, 
unit  expansion,  farm  operations  carried  on  by  persons  living  in  tovm,  tenure 
security?-,  movem.ent  of  farm  people  to  town,  possible  tendencies  of  tho  present 
AAA  program  to  influence  these  trends,  and  other  factors  in  a  number  of  represen- 
tative counties.    This  inf ormxition  if  properly  directed  may  tund  to  reverse 
certain  policies  that  appear  to  be  increasing  relocation  problems. 

REGION  VIII 

The  YJPA  recr'^ational  leader  who  supervised  ijlay  during  the  school  term  has  been 
retained  to  assist  with  the  summer  recreational  program  at  yoodlake ,  Texas. 

The  Athletic  Association  and  the  Civic  Club  netted  approxirriatcly  |100  each  from 
a  community  carnival  at  Houston  Gardens,  Texas. 

Wifehita  Gardens,  Texas,  will  have  a  community-wide  VTPA  recreation  project  this 
Slimmer. 

REGION  IX 

The  children  of  the  nurserj^  school  at  the  Shaft er  Migratory  Labor  C amip ,  Calif o mi.- 
are  excited  about  a  new  outdoor  toy  on  rockers.     One  of  the  men  built  this  ¥\rell- 
constructed  t03^  for  the  children  who  irrmit;diately  christened  it  the  "Rocking 
Teeter-Totter"' . 

The  library;-  at  the  Shafter  Camp  has  received  a  fine  collection  of  books,  the 
gift  of  Miss  Frances  Perkins,  Secretary  of  Labor. 

The  director  of  dramatics  at  the  Visalia  Migrator^^  Camp,  California,  presented 
a  group  of  carap  entertainers  before  the  Moose  Lodgu  at  Visalia.

A  definite 
plan  of  O"oeration  and  su"oervision  was  agreed  to  and  the  fam.il^?"  felt  sure  it 
could  live  by  t\v^  plan.     0?ie  by  one  the  "poor  attitude"  cases  on  this  project 
are  being  successfully  solved.

At 
this  time  the  people  from  the  surroionding  comitry  participa.te  with  the  residents 
of  Ashwood  in  a.  progTajn  of  music,  dajices,  tajiks,  ^:imes  ajid  pla.ys.    One  of  the 
features  of  this  year's  festival  wa^s  the  crowning  of  the  liay  Queen,  who  together 
with  her  a.ttcndajits,  had  been  selected  on  the  basis  of  health  cxajnina^tions.  An 
original  health  play  was  written  and.  presented  by  the  jimior  class. 

In  order  to  observe  other  community  programs  in  action,  residents  of  Skyline 
Farms ,  AlaJDaiua.,  will  liave  an  opportunity  to  visit  several  nearby  commmities. 
Plans  for  a  series  of  trips  are  being  made  by  the  comnwnity  council.    Due  to 
interest  in  the  cooperatives  on  the  FSA  projects  near  Birmingliajn,  tliat  area  v.dll 
be  first  on  the  list.

REGION  VII 

The  Regional  Ed-ucational  Adviser  lias  been  giving  particular  attention  to  the 
following  phases  of  RR  vrark:     (l)  the  development  of  administrative  technique 
and  procedures  which  enlist  the  advice  and  services  of  the  borrowers  in  the 
execution  of  the  FSA  program;     (2)  the  development  of  cooperative  associations 
and  the  possibilities  these  hold  for  so ciavl- educational  activity;     (3)  the  de- 
velopment of  an  effective  social-educational  program  among  RR  borrowers.  The 
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purpose  of  the  study  is  to  learn  what  contributions  this  phase  of  FSA  v/ork  has 
to  malce  to  the  social-educational  program  on  the  EP  projects  and  to  confer  with 
county  ER  supervisors  regarding  plans  and  procedures  for  development  of  a  social- 
educational  progTam, 

Loup  City  Farmstead  Project.    Preliminary  plans  are  "being  laid  for  the  selection 
of  families  for  the  Loup  City  Farmstead  Project.    Tliis  project  will  he  reorganized 
financially  at  a  relatively  early  date  at  which  time  a  family  selection  committee 
will  he  convened  for  the  purpose  of  analyzing  the  suitaoility  of  the  present 
project  clients  for  continued  occupancy.    Tlierea^fter  family  selection  field  work 
will  immediately  be  initiated  for  the  selection  of  new  families  for  whatever 
vacancies  a.re  in  existence. 

Northeastern  Kansas  Farms  Project.    Special  criteria  for  the  Northeastern 
Kajisas  Farms  Project,  designed  to  supersede  those  approved  several  years  ago, 
have  been  submitted  to  the  Administrator's  office  for  approvaJ., 

Red  River  Valley  Farms  Project.    Mr.  Earl  A.  Hendrickson,  Community  Manager  of 
the  Red  River  Valley  Farms  Project,  ha.s  initiated  preliminary  plans  for  the 
selection  of  families  for  project  occupauncy  during  the  19^1  crop  year.  The 
number  of  vacajicies  which  will  be  available  for  occupancy  will  depend  la.rgely 
upon  the  progress  of  the  construction  program  on  the  thirty-six  new  farm  units 
to  be  developed. 

In  connection  with  the  above  preliminary  work,  the  Family  ajid  Comixiunity  Services 
Section  ha.s  emplmsized  the  necessity  of  giving  due  a^id  full  consideration  to 
low-income  farm  faLiilies  from  the  v;estem  part  of  North  Dakota,  primarily  those 
living  in  LU  a.reas.    As  a  result,  the  Commi;inity  K'lana.ger  lias  prepared  project 
narratives  for  distribution  and  ha.s  a^dvised  state  FSA  personnel  to  give  publicity 
to  the  project  and  discuss  its  method  of  operation  with  possibly  interested  and 
eligible  fajnilies. 

LU  Relo caption.    The  Regional  Reloca.tion  Supervisor  is  attem-pting  to  devise  a 
plan  for  the  reloca.tion  of  certain  LU  famlies  by  sec-oring  adequa.te  tenure  on 
publicly  o-vvned  land,  a  large  share  of  which  is  ovnied  by  counties.    Since  a 
great  deal  of  this  land  is  unimproved,  a  plan  is  being  developed  for  the  transfer 
of  surplus  LU  buildings  insofar  as  such  buildings  a^re  suitaJble  for  relocation 
purposes  and  are  located  sufficiently  hea.r  a.vailable  land. 

In  som.e  ca.ses  it  is  apparent  relocation  of  families  on  individual  tracts  will 
be  recoFjmended,  while  in  other  cases  several  families  will  be  reloca.ted  on  a 
large  tra.ct  and  conduct  their  fa.m  activities  on  a  cooperative  basis, 

REGION  VIII 

The  son  of  one  of  the  homes t ea.de rs  a.t  Wichita  Valley  Farms,  Texas,  wa.s  one  of 
forty-eight  boys  in  the  state  to  v.an  a  2000  mile  bus  trip  over  the  state  in  a 
contest  for  the  best  essa^y  on  Texas,  or  Texas  history  and  geography*.    Over  5500 
boys  and  girls  entered  the  contest. 

Family  Services  at  Wichita  Valley  Farms,  Texas,  have  recently  included  special 
attention  to  the  housing  needs  of  tliree  over-crowded  families;  properly  draining 
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the  laiid  on  t\7o  "units;  and  reassigning  acreages  on  other  units  that  arc  too 
smll  in  order  to  meet  the  requirements  for  f^jnily  maintenance.    A  sufficient 
alternate  list  of  satisfactory  families  is  kept  up  to  d-ate  for  filling  rjiy 
vacancies  that  may  occur.    Frjnilies  living  in  the  vicinity  of  the  project  are  very 
friendly  aaid  a  large  number  are  interested  in  the  social,  education?.l  and  co- 
operative affairs  conducted  on  the  project, 

KEC-ION  IX 

The  Library  at  the  Sliaf ter,  California,  Migratory  Lahor  Camp  is  to  receive 
another  set  of  gift  hooks.    The  donor  is  Paul  De  Kruif ,  author  of  HUircER  FIGHT5]IIS, 
who  upon  a  recent  visit  to  the  camp  prcrdsed  to  send  the  library  a  comiplete  set 
of  his  hooks.    Tlie  librarian  reports  that  8,000  books  have  been  checked  out  to 
camp  readers  within  the  past  seven  months. 

THE  HUB,  canip  paper  at  Visalia,  is  now  being  published  by  a  group  of  yoimg  people 
in  the  camp. 

The  motion  picture  operator  at  the  Visalia,  California,  Migratory  Camp  is  holding 
classes  to  train  a  ILmited  number  of  persons  for  junior  or  assistant  motion 
picture  operators,

WPA  leajiership  is  available  for  social,  recroationa.l  and  vocational  activities 
at  San  Luis  Valley  Fairms,  Colorado,  as  soon  as  plans  are  completed  for  form^ing 
a  sponsoring  council, 

REGION  XII 

The  library  at  Bosque  Farms,  Nev/  Mexico,  is  in  chaa-ge  of  an  MA  librarian  during 
the  sumner  months.    ITnen  the  project  residents  v/ere  asked  to  suggest  books  to  be 
requested  in  next  order  from  the  Now  Mexico  Library  Extension  Service,  they 
responded  with  a  long  list.    Until  a  year  or  so  ago  the  people  in  this  community 
ha.d  never  liad  access  to  a  public  library. 

An  advisory  comTiittee  at  Bosque  is  a.ssisting  the  UPk  music  director  in  plajining 
the  summer  program.    Considerable  interest  in  music  and  folk  dancing-  lias  been 
developed.

The  Children' s  swimming  classes  at  Greenbelt,  Maryland,  presented  a  water  pageant 
in  the  Oreenbelt  pool.    The  pageant  told  the  story  of  some  wate^-hating  pirates 
who  were  shipwrecked  in  front  of  King  Neptune.    Neptune's  daughter  saved  the 
pirates,  tauglit  them  to  s\7im  and  to  love  the  water.    King  Neptune  and  his  comic 
divers  entertained  the  pirates,  and  a  group  of  ten  mermaids  did  a  lot  of  fancy 
swimming. 

The  National  Refugee  Service  states  tliat  Greenhelt  is  the  first  community  in  the 
United  States  to  attempt  to  do  something  for  refugee  children  "brought  to  this 
co^antry.    For  two  weeks  tiiis  sijmraor  G-reenoelt  was  host  to  fourteen  of  the  children 
who  came  from  New  York  for  this  vacation  in  the  country.    Some  of  the  children 
have  been  in  the  United  States  a  year,  others  for  only  a  few  weeks.    A  well  "balanced 
recreational  program  was  arranged,  as  v/ell  as  sightseeing  tears  in  and  around 
Washington, 

RSaiQN  IV 

The  Rural  Comm'jnity  Conference  was  held  at  Cumberland  Homesteads,  Tennessee,  on 
August  16-17.    This  conference  of  rjiral  leaders  of  the  Cumberland  Plateau  area 
meets  annually  to  discuss  the  practical  problems  of  the  Upper  Cumberland  Plateau.  • 

Plans  for  a  community  library  at  Chr i s t ian- Tr i gg  Farms ,  Kentucky,  have  been  com- 
pleted.   A  large  well-lighted  room  in  the  Adjnini  strati  on  Building  will  be  equipped 
for  library  use.    'Tlie  books  purchased  for  the  project  are  to  be  processed  by  the 
Kentucky  Library  Commission.    Either  an  NYA  or  T/PA  librarian  will  be  in  charge. 

The  Division  of  School  Libraries  at  Nashville  has  agreed  to  match  funds  for  books 
for  the  Tennessee  Parm  Tenant  Security  Project  at  Bro^jmsville,  Tennessee. 

Family  Selection  for  Scattered  Parms  Projects.    Region  TV  has  proposed  a  new 
approach  to  the  selection  of  families  for  Scattered  Parm.s  units  by  asking  the 
various  county  TP  committeemen  to  serve  as  members  of  the  family  selection  com- 
mittees for  these  farms,

Adjustments  at  Osceola  Migrator;/  Labor  Camp.    Vfith  small  privacy,  considerable 
effort  is  required  on  the  part  of  the  camp  families  in  adjusting  not  only  within 
their  o\m  group,  but  with  the  next  door  neighbors. 

Precedence  is  taken  by  children's  differences  that  require  fair  settlement.  One 
family  was  requested  to  move  for  violating  the  ethics  of  fair  play.  Conferences 
Fith  several  families  have  helped  them  to  view  all  angles  of  their  personal  prob- 
lems fairly. 

The  PSA  nurses  in  Region  V,  folloiving  up  their  first  successf^al  news  bulletin 
(see  GOMwUlTITY  AjaD  IMULY  SERVICES  BULLETIN,  June  29),  issued  a  second  bulletin 
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centered  around  the  May  Day  Child  Health  Program.    The  Kfey  Day  celebration  is  re- 
garded as  the  culmination  of  the  year's  health  program  and  therefore  marks  the 
time  for  taking  inventory  of  accomplishments  of  the  pa.st  year  ^Thile  plaiining  for 
the  year  ahead.    Tlie  manner  in  ?/hich  the  individual  projects  ohserved  Child  Health 
Day  is  descrihed  in  som.e  detail  in  the  new  issue  of  the  nurses'  "bulletin. 

After  the  Comp  Council  at  the  Okeechobee,  Florida,  Migratory  Labor  Camp  voted  to 
buy  the  necessary  equipment  for  the  baseball  team,  tuo  of  the  nearby  farmers 
decided  to  outfit  their  employees  in  the  same  manner.    As  a  result  a.  three  team 
league  has  been  fonned  with  games  played  Thursday  and  Sundcay  ajfternoons. 

One  hundred  thirty-five  children  between  the  ages  of  six  and  twelve  enrolled  for 
the  swimming  classes  at  Pine  Mountain  Valley,  Georgia. 

Eight  boys  from  Gees  Bend,  Ala.bamai,  attended  the  Future  Farmers'  camp  at  'Tuskegee 
in  June.    In  July  the  Bend  also  sent  a  group  of  young  boys  and  girls  to  the 
short  course  at  Tuskegee. 

Following  the  recent  deeding  of  four  school  bmldings  by  the  FSA  to  the  Jefferson 
Co^onty,  Alabama,  board  of  educa.tion,  the  county  superintendent  and  a  local  comm.ittee 
worked  out  a.  very  satisfactory  written  agreement  in  rega.rd  to  the  use  of  the  build- 
ings, janitorial  services  and  expenses  involved  in  operating  the  buildings.    It  is 
hoped  th^.t  such  agreements  will  forestall  complications  over  the  use  of  the  b"aild- 
ings. 

The  Camp  Co'oncil  at  the  Migratory  Camp  in  Osceola,  Florida,  promotes  and  plans 
community  programs  and  even  acts  a.s  a  judicia.l  body  for  the  hearing  of  complaints. 
The  Council  evicted  one  family  in  June  after  a  hearing.    Because  of  the  Council's 
fair  consideration  of  the  va^rious  problems  it  lias  gained  the  highest  respect  of 
the  camp  and  the  surrounding  community. 

REGION  VI 

Family  Adjustments  ajid  Services.    The  use  of  existing  health  and  other  public 
service  fa^cilities  in  relation  to  special  family  problems  ha„s  been  made  the  sub- 
ject of  a  survey-study  involving  between  25  and  30  families  on  Northwest  Arkansas 
Farm.s  and  CentraJ.  and  Western  Arkansas  Valley  Farms.    Individual  f airily  visits 
were  ma.de  and  the  results  of  the  study  vzill  be  used  not  only  in  handling  the 
individual  family  problems  revealed  but  as  a  basis  for  more  extensive  planning 
for  family  services. 

On  July  13  Terrebonne,  Louisiana,  obser\'ed  Settlers  Da.y.    'The  day's  program  in- 
cluded a  panel  discussion  on  the  va.rious  pha.ses  of  project  life,  talks  on  co- 
operatives and  a.gri culture,  a,  baby  contest  and  entertainment  provided  by  the 
dramatic  club.    At  the  community  center  two  fine  displays  had  been  arranged,  one 
an  agric^jltural  exhibit  of  fruits,  vegetaJbles  and  dairy  products  and  the  other  one 
of  arts  and  cra„fts.    An  interesting  feature  of  the  latter  display  was  a.  studio 
couch  covered  with  gTiy  chintz  and  stuffed  with  dried  ca.t talis  from  the  swamp.  One 
thousand  cattails  were  used  for  the  couch  mattress  and  five  hundred  for  the 
pillows.    Tiie  ca.t tails,  stripped  from  the  stalks  form  a  stuffing  softer  than  cotton 
or  Kapalc  and  one  which  does  not  ma^t. 
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At  Lucedale  Farms,  Mississippi,  a  classified  coiimiunity  resoiirces  file  has  "been 
set  up  to  facilitate  the  use  of  existing  local,  state  and  national  resources  in 
planning  for  the  families  and  commiLnities  making  up  the  project. 

BEG-ION  VII 

Program  for  Standard  BR  Families.    In  order  to  determine  the  procediores  to  loe 
followed  in  developing  siz  educational  program  for  FSA  standard  "borrowers,  a  pre- 
liminary stud;^^  hias  "been  made  in  several  counties  of  Kansas  and  South  Daicota. 
'Tills  preliminary-  study  indicates  that  there  are  possi"bilities  for  the  development 
of  such  a  program,  and  some  features  of  the  program  might  "be  sinilar  to  those 
wiiich  have  "been  developed  among  clients  of  the  coEjmunity-t^/pe  -projects. 

The  following  excerpts  from  the  Region  "VII  narrative  report  3ee:ii  to  us  a  good 
illustra,tion  of  "both  the  planning  and  timing  of  family  selectio-ti  activity: 

"A  total  of  at  least  ten  fajnilies  must  he  selected  for  the  Northeastern  Kansas 
Farms  and  the  Ifejisas  Sca.ttered  Farms  projects  prior  to  the  19A1  crop  year.  These 
selections  should  "be  ma.de  in  the  early  fall  since  the  projects  lie  in  the  winter 
wheat  area.    For  this  rea.son,  prelimina.ry  family  investigations  h^,ve  already  been 
completed,  application  dockets  liave  been  prepared  and  a,  preliminaj:,-^  family  selec- 
tion committee  meeting  has  "been  convened  to  consider  the  cases  of  })resent  temporary 
tenants  who  are  interested  in  occupancy  on  the  projects  as  axceptoc'.  clients. 
Since  it  w.as  necess.ary  to  revise  the  specia.!  criteria  for  the  above  projects,  and 
since  such  revisions  ha.ve  only  recently  been  submitted  to  the  Wa.shington  office 
for  a^pproval,  the  five  fajiiilies  who  were  tentatively  approved  by  the  above-mention- 
ed family/  selection  comm-ittee  lnwe  not  been  notified  of  comjnittee  action.    If  the 
special  criteria  ajre  a^pproved  as  submitted  in  the  revised  forms,  the  families 
concerned  will  be  informed  of  the  status  of  their  cases," 

Special  Fa-nily  Selection  Criteria.. 

"'Pne  Chief  of  the  Family  and  Gcmniunity  Seir^aces  Section  ha^s  been  in  discussion 
with  regional  office  farn-i  nruiagement  specialists,  and  is  now  in  correspondence 
with  conimanity  inaaiagers,  with  reference  tc  formulauting  income  level  or  net  worth 
criteria^  for  projects  RE-M)  25  and  HR-SD  2S.    As  soon  as  a  general  agreement  ha-s 
been  rea.ched  on  this  point,  we  siiall  submit  addenda,  to  the  now-existing  special 
criteria  for  the  projects  concerned." 

HEOIO^T  VIII 

In  line  v/ith  the  idea  that  the  MX  resident  training  project  at  Woodlaice,  Texas, 
sho'old  train  farm  youths  for  successfiil  iDajrticipa^tion  in  rural  life,  a.  farm  shop 
is  being  erected  and  equipped  by  the  NYA.    As  soon  as  it  hias  been  equipped  the 
training  course  will  be  reorganized  so  tioa^t  er^-ch  boy  will  spend  two  weeks  in  the 
fa.rm  shop,  two  weeks  in  the  v/ood^rroridng  shop,  ajid  two  weeks  in  agricultural 
training.    Tlie  night  schedule  will  include  classes  in  English,  a.rithmetic, 
citizenship  and  special  courses  such  a.s  first  aid. 

The  WPA  Recrea,tional  Instructor  at  'iifoodlajce  has  sta.rted  a.  clatss  in  folk  dancing, 

Woodlake  sent  one  of  the  FSA  homemakers  tc  the  short  course  at  the  Texas  A  &  M 
College. 


BEQ-ION  IX 

?nien  the  craft  shop  opens  at  Agua  ?ria,  Arizona,  the  WFA  will  furnish  craft  super- 
visors in  copper  work,  leather  work,  woodworking  aPxd  weaving. 

The  Migrator;/  La^bor  Camp  at  Visalia,  California,  has  'become  tournament  conscious. 
Following  the  croquet  tournament  v/hich  was  scheduled  for  July  22-25,  domino  and 
checker  tournaments  were  planned. 

Between  65  and  75  children  have  heen  attending  the  Pre-School  Center  v/iiich  opened 
at  the  Visalia  Camp  in  July.    Five  days  a  week,  children  between  the  ages  of  three 
and  six  are  given  the  "benefit  of  pre-school  training  and  n^Jirsery  care.  Seside 
the  mid-morning  and  mid-aftemoon  fruit  juice  which  is  served  the  children,  a 
well  "balanced  noon  lunch  is  given  them  through  the  cooperation  of  the  Nutritional 
Department  of  the  \7PA.    'The  youngsters  enjoy  a  special  playground  equipped  with 
slides,  sand  "boxes  and  swings. 

A  story  hour  for  children  is  "being  conducted  twice  weeld.y  at  the  li'brary  of  the 
Shaf ter,  California,  Migratory  La"bor  Camp. 

BEGION  X 

O"bservation  of  the  coLTmunity  demonstration  garden  at  San  Luis  Valley  Farms, 
Colorado,  has  improved  the  home  gardens  on  the  project.  W£k  "boys  under  the 
direction  of  the  project  horticultui'ist  have  planted  and  cared  for  the  garden. 

Area  planning  in  relation  to  selection  of  families  for  resettlement  farms  is 
illustrated  in  the  following  quotation  from  Region  X:  "Hew  fam-ilies  for  Kinsey 
Farms ,  Montana,  are  now  "being  considered.    Under  a  recent  sur^^'ey  in  Dawson  Coun.ty, 
we  o.ttempted  to  gather  information  on  a  la.rge  area.    The  purpose  of  the  survey 
wavS  to  determine  how  much  adjustment  might  "be  hrou-ght  a.bout  in  the  area-.    It  is 
possi"ble  thiat  families  for  Kinsey  and  Buffa-lo  5apids  co'old  "be  drawn  from  this 
area.    The  working  ba^sis  on  families  in  this  area  would  "be  as  follows:    The  Family 
Selection  unit  would  ma.ke  a.  survey  of  the  fajnilies  and  give  a  tentative  approval 
of  a  certain  nuinber  who  would  "be  acceptable  as  project  clients,  then  the  Coujity 
Supervisor  would  "be  notified,  and  if  he  could  "bring  about  a  better  use  of  the 
land  held  by  these  families  they  go  to  the  T^roject  and  select  a  unit.    If,  on  the 
other  hand,  no  a.djustment  could  be  brought  aJDout  in  the  area  if  he  were  taken  out, 
the  tentative  approval,  would  be  v;ithdrama  and  another  family  would  be  given  con- 
sideration.   ITo  tentative  a.pprovnl  would  be  given  to  a  family  ^onless  there  were 
prospects  of  some  area  a<.djustment.    "^.Ve  do  not  believe  that  a  ma.terial  varia.tion 
in  the  selection  criteria  will  occur  if  families  are  drawn  from  Dawson  County. 
We  hope,  under  this  program,  to  bring  about  a  needed  adjustment  in  the  dry  land 
a.rea  of  North  Dawson  Coun.ty  without  the  purchase  of  land." 

REGION  XI 

A  child  activity  project  is  being  conducted  by  V>TA  recrea.tional  supervisors  at 
the  YaTiliill ,  Oregon,  MigraJit  Camp.    'The  project  operates  from  6:00  A.  M.  till 
7:00  P.  M.    Hot  lunc"nes  are  served  with  food  stuffs  received  from  surplus  com- 
modities, the  camp  fa.rm,  ajid  dona. t ions  maxle  by  the  Camp  Co'oncil  from  camp  funds. 
There  is  also  VJPA  lea.dersMp  for  a.  program  for  older  children  and  youths.  A 
minimum  ajnount  of  pla.y  equipment,  such  as  horseshoes,  baseball,  and  softball  out- 
fits has  been  secured.    Plans  are  ^onder  waoy  to  inaugura.te  a  similar  recreationa^l 
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program  at  the  Yaldna,  Wasiiington,  Migratory  Labor  Canp.    It  is  also  planned  to 
offer  courses  in  vocational  training,  aniLia.1  husbandry,  farm  n^nagement  and  home- 
making  in  "both  camps. 

Through  the  cooperation  of  the  WA,  nursery  schools  have  "been  established  at  three 
of  the  migratorj^  labor  camps  in  this  region. 

HS&ION  XII 

For  the  purpose  of  platining  community  activities  and  hand-ling  si3ecial  community 
problems  the  people  of  Roposville  Farms,  'Texa.s,  hiave  elected  an.  executive  council 
of  four  members.    Working  coiramittees  have  been  appointed  to  deal  with  matters 
demanding  special  attention.    An  illustration  of  the  functioning  of  this  committee 
system  is  the  ^^7ork  of  the  Committee  on  Youth  Problems.    Eleven  young  people  on 
the  project,  having  completed  high  school,  uish  to  continue  \7lth  their  education. 
After  the  Cormittee  r^^de  a  ca^reful  study  of  the  situation,  it  T:as  suggested  that 
the  several  families  -^^hose  children  were  concerned  secure  a  cooperavtive  loan  \7ith 
which  to  buy  a  small  school  bus  to  transport  the  yo\mg  people  to  Lubbock  Techiiiolog- 
ical  College  or  to  trade  or  business  schools  in  Lubbock.    The  college  lia.s  been 
requested  to  offer  some  voca.tionaJ.  guldajice  to  this  group. 

?ort  Sumner,  New  Mexico.    Tliere  are  still  some  adjustment  problems  among  families 
on  this  project,  but  in  general  the  famlies  aa-e  becoming  more  staJbilized  an.d 
better  adjusted,  due  both  to  the  development  of  cash  crops  which  they  did  not  have 
the  first  two  years  and  the  attention  given  to  social-educational  activities  on 
this  project.

Farms ^  Florida^  enjoyed  a  week  of  cam.ping  at  the  Oalc  Mountain  Recreational  Demon- 
strational  Area^,  near  Biriningham.    The  young  people  themselves ^  acting  tlirough  a 
camp  council  and  coiimittecs ^  detcrmiLned  c^jnp  policies  and  promoted  the  various  ac- 
tivities.   As  an  out  !z;roY.'th  of  this  cxyjurience ,  the  voun!:^  Dcople  from.  Escamibia  Farm.s 
who  attended  the  camip  have  organized  a  Junior  Cominunity  Council  at  Escambia.  The 
Council  has  tvro  Lviir.ediate  objectives;     beautif ication  of  the  comm.unity  and  planning 
of  recreational  activities  for  the  2^outh  group.    As  part  cf  the  latter  programi 
dances  or  parties  will  be  held  twice  a  month. 

Ashwood  Plantation,  South  Carolina,  sent  18  m.embers  of  tlie  Older  Youth  Club  to  the 
Extension  Service  Camp  near  Aiken  for  five  daySc.     It  YJ"as  most  gratifying  to  the  ad- 
visers from  Ashv/ood  to  see  that  the  previous  treaning  in  the  Ashwood  club  made  mem- 
bers  of  their  group  leaders  in  music,  gc^jaes  and  panel  discussions. 

Children  of  Negro  F3A  clients  ivere  also  able  to  profit  by  Ciuriping  .:qDeri.-,nces .  Boys 
fromi  the  Gees  Bend,  Alabama,  project  e.ttended  the  Futmx^  -armors  Ccjiip  at  Tuskegee 
while  a  group  of  both  boys  and  girls  from  the  Bend  werd.  to  Tuskegee  for  the  shoii: 
course.    Young  people  from  Prairie  Farms  ^  Alabaxma,  and  Allendale  Farms ,  South 
Carolina,  md  a  week  of  csjap  lifv.-  at  Camp  John  Hope,  Ft.  Valley,  Georgia. 

The  efforts  of  the  FSa  personnel  to  secure  further  educational  advantajes  for 
Ashwood  youths  have  been  rewarded.    Ten  young  boys  have  gone  to  Clemson  College  for 
the  ten-week  National  Defense  Training  Program.    Six  out  of  eleven  Piigh  school  grad- 
uates v;ill  be  attending  college  this  fell  and  one  vdll  be  at  the  Campbell  Folk 
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School.    Such  a  record  vias  niado  possible  by  scholarships^  KYA  Youth  Aid  and  the 
v/illingness  of  the  young  people  to  v/ork  thej.r  uay. 

REGION  VI 

Tenant  Purchase.     The  ConuTiunity  and  I'luuily  Services  Section  has  boon  represented  at 
all  Tenant  Purchase  Training  Schools  uxcept  one  (16  scnools).    Several  aieniberr  of 
the  Family  Services  staff  were  responsible  for  leading  discussions  covering  selec- 
tion of  families  at  each  of  these  meetings.. 

Family  Ad.justm.ent s .    The  management  staffs  of  the  various  projects  recently  desig- 
nated at  a  regular  staff  m.ceting  those  families  v/hcse  pi'ogress  is  question.ablo  this 
year.     Lem.bers  of  the  Familj'-  Sei'vices  staff  are  nov;  in  the  process  of  making  indi- 
vidual studies  for  each  of  the  families  in  this  group^  as  a  basis  for  further  plan- 
ning with  the  individual  families <,    Linergency  adjustment  problems  have  been  handled 
as  they  have  developed. 

Cod-liver  oil  for  the  nursery  school  children  at  Lake view,  Arkansas^  was  supplied 
through  donations  of  the  home  Demonsti'ation  Club  and  the  Advisory  Council. 

During  the  Neighborhood  Training  Days^,  the  coimTiunity  nurse  at  Cloverbend,  Arkansas ^ 
arranged  a  rest  room  for  m.othex's  '\rith  voinig  chi.ldreno  This  \/as  in  the  nature  of  an 
educational  demonstration  to  keep  the  babies  out  of  the  large  crov/ds.  A  large  play 
pen  was  set  up  in  the  vocatiorual  shop.  Cribs ^  beds^  and  a  sand  box  were  made. 
Floating  toys  in  a  tub^  an  aquarium^  coloring  crayons soap  buDbles^  blocks^  wooden 
beads ^  balls  and  moulding  clay  ":;'ere  provided.  Several  older  girls  assisted  the 
nurse  in  supervising  the  childi'en. 

The  colored  lamilies  on  the  Mound  Bayou ^  Mississippi,,  Tract  attended  a  health  insti- 
tute during  the  third,  ireek  of  July.    As  part  ox  the  institute  a  nutrition  clinic 
demonstrated  cheap  and  balanced  diets «    a  breakfast  consisting  of  fruits^  milk  and 
French  toast  \j"as  prepared  at  a  cost  of  only  t''.-.'o  cents  a  person.    Personal  hygiene 
was  stressed  the  second  day_j  oral  hygieiie  the  third.     On  the  fourth  day  a  medical 
clinic  vTas  held  to  shovf  the  importance  of  a  good  physical  examination  ;and  periodic 
check-ups.    The  last  day  of  the  institute  ■'nes  given  to  discussion  of  health  problems 
and  their  solution. 

REGION  VII 

The  creation  of  two  county  social  comjiiittees  on  the  Red  River  Valley  infiltration 
project  in  North  Dakota^  lias  laid  the  foundation  for  social-educational  activity  on 
that  project.     The  cormTiittees  plan  to  sponsor  four  social  meetings  during  the  year: 
a  harvest  festival,  Christni.as  party^  sprilng  pa,rty  and  sumiaer  picnic  »     It  is  likely 
that  each  m.ember  of  the  county  social  couUiiittees  v/ill  eventually  serve  as  chairm.an 
of  his  ovv'n  local  cormaunity  coiiimd.ttee .

Three  of  the  boys  assigned  to  the  NYA  project  at  'vVoocRake,  Texas ^vv'ere  transferred, 
during  the  summer  m.onths  to  a  recreational  training  project  at  the  Southvrest  Texas 
Teachers'  College.  Upon  completion  of  this  course  they  will  return  to  V«oodlake  as 
re  ere  at  ional  leade  rs » 

REGION'  IX 

Mobile  Camp  #1  -  at  San  Jacinto.    This  csjap  according  to  the  District  Supervisor 
"has  met  v/ith  unprecedented  favorable  reaction  from  the  coiiJuunity. "    Among  numerous 
fa.vorable  gestures  on  tli;  part  of  local  citizens;  the  camp  manager  has  received  the

Under  this  propesa].  a  large  farm  adjacent  to  the  labor  units  at  i.Ial'ba 
is  to  be  Durciiased  by  a  cooperative  aseociaticno     Sevv^n  to  ten  labor  unit  clieirbs 
will  form  a  cooperative  associaticn  and  s^^ek  a  loan  for  trie  purchase^  develop:aent 
and  operation  of  the  farmi.     There  v.ill  be  approximately  60  irrigable  acres  to  each 
m.ember.     The  association  i,>rill  hire  its  own  manager.    Lach  im^mber  'will  be  paid  a 
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montlily  salai'y  rjid  \dll  liavG'  a  share  in  tlu  dividends.     The  lara  vdll  be  a  cor.ibina- 
ticn  farm  aiid  livestock  set-up.     It  is  prcpcs3d  th.at  a  band  of  sheep  7dil  be  -^/v-orked 
into  the  fanning  econcirxV.    Presumably  each  rnoLiber  vail  be  rdvcn  a  year  of  intensive 
training  in  each  of  three  enterprises.    At  the  end  of  ths  third  year  the  member  -vdll 
be  given  an  opportunity  to  take  a  full  time  Milk  River  fi'SA  unit  or  he  "vdll  be  as- 
sisted in  securing  a  3. ea.se  on  a  private  f  arm.

REGION  I  -  The  Greenbelt,  Maiylandj  fo3.k  dance  group  has  added  5  new  records  to  its 
collection  of  the  Victor  Compi\ny's  "Physical-  Education  P'olk  Dances."    This  makes 
about  50  records^  of  the  100  avai3.able  in  this  series^  which  have  been  acquired  by 
the  Green  belt  dance  group.     The  folk  dance  enthusiasts  meet  once  a  week  for  a  tliree 
hour  session.    Their  repertoire  now  includes  the  Virginia  Reel,  various  schottisch- 
es^  BoYm  in  the  Eavz-paw  Patchy  The  Ace  of  Diamonds^  Little  Man  in  a  Fix^  old- 
fashio.ned  .-unerican  and  Viennese  waltz-eG  aad  wadtz  quadrilles.    The  follovving  Ameri- 
can square  dances  are  also  performed  by  the  group;    Pot  the  Oyster^  fled  River  Gal^ 
Sally  Goodmsn,  Chase  the  Squirrel ^  and  Svj'ing  Like  Thunder. 

Family  S el e c ti on .    The  Region  I  office  has  recently  moved  from  IVashington, 
D.C.,  to  Upper  Darby,  Pennsylvaaiia.    One  of  Lhe  first  steps  undertaken  by  Llr.  R.  J. 
Clark,  the  new  assistant  regional  director  in  charge  of  HP,  has  been  to  replan  and 
organize  on  a  state-wide  basiii  the  family  sei'^ices  requii'ed  for  RP  projects. 
Previously  qDproved  special  criteria^  which  viere  adopted  several  years  ago  and 
needed  to  be  revised  and  brought  up  to  date,  have  been  revn^itten,  and  plans  are  be- 
ing carried  out  for  selecting  f -^^u'liilics  for  all  project  vacancies.    First  considiera- 
tion  will  be  given  to  any  remaining  LU  applicants. 

REGION  III  -  Members  of  the  family  services  staff  have  been  taking  an  active  part 
in  working  out  the  plans  for  selecting  500  farm,  labor  fsaidlies  for  the  nei;--  F3A 
Dolmo  Labor  Hones  project  in  Southeastern  Eissouri.     These  small  units  for  farm 
laborers  ri:;present  the  housing  and  hiome  support  phase  of  an  area,  improvement  program 
embracing  seven  counties  and  involving  the  active  cooperation  of  local,  state,  and 
national  agencies.     Carefully  designed  special  family  selection  criteria  have  now 
been  completed  and  other  family  selection  plans  are  ncaring  the  final  stages. 

REGION  IV  -  Small  garden  plots  have  boon  made  availabD-e  for  each  room^  in  the  elemen- 
tary grades  of  the  schools  of  Cumberland  Homesteads,  Tennessee^  Pendei-lea  Hom.esteads, 
North  Carolina,  and  Red  House  I''ormLS ,  '/est  Virginia.     It  is  hoped  that  some  rooms 
vd.ll  have  canning  projects  later  in  the  fall. 

A  commodities  depot  has  t^jen  organized  by  the  sixth  grade  at  Penderloa. 
The  pupils  in  charge  of  this  depot  Woigh  and  appraise  th;  vegetables  and  other  pro- 
duce brought  in  by  the  school  children  and  pay  for  the  produce  in  checks  good  for 
mioals  at  the  school  cafeteria.     The  Penderlec.  P.  To  A.  iias  divided  thu  comiauxnity  into 
eight  districts,    Teachei'S  are  having  a  picnic  with  each  district  in  order  to  becomi.e 
better  acquainted  mth  the  parents. 

The  '»»omen's  Club  at  Cum  be  rla  nd  Hoiae  s  t  e  ad  s  is  sponsoring  a  Civic  Improve- 
ment Day,  for  the  second  Sat-iji^da3r  in  Nover.iber,    Trees  and  shrubbery  '/d-ll  be  collect- 
ed and  planted  on  the  school  campus  by  the  farmtors  3nd  patrons  of  the  school.  The 
hoiTie  economics  classes  at  the  Cumberland  Homesteads  schools  won  forty  dollars  at 
the  county  fair . 

The  community  building  at  Pembroke  Farms ,  North  Cajrolina,  has  been  com- 
pleted recently.    The  families  living  in  this  comiaunity  are  nov/  planning  to  form  a 
c  ommuni  ty  or  ganiz  at  i  on . 

REGION  V  -  Approd-mately  3  "weeks  during  September  v/ere  spent  in  conferences  betv;een 
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regional  and  project  family  servico-s  pGrsonnel.    Realistic  planning  and  calendaring 
work^  "»-vhich  v/as  discussed  '^.t  a  recent  Regional  Conference,  is  being  lollov.red  up  by 
pressure  on  project  persomiel  to  organize  their  work  and  mke  every  effort  to  see 
tiiat  every  client  has  a  practical  and  vrorkable  farm  and  horae  plan  for  1941  •  All 
projects  have  submitted  a  prograin  of  i^ori-c,  on  the  job  analysis  t-asis_,  for  the  period 
July  1  -  Decoiiiber  31  •    These  prograias  indicate  that  a  good  start  has  been  niadea 

Osceola  ki oratory  Labor  Camps ^    As  indicated  by  the  neiv  registration  in 
September^  fairdlies  are  returning  a  little  early  fron  the  North  due  to  lack  of  em- 
ployraent  in  tne  states  -v/hsre  they  liave  tra.veled.    Several  farnilies  appearing  at  the 
Camp  for  entrance  have  teen  er.couraged  to  return  to  their  hones  v.nenever  they  had 
funds  to  mke  the  return  trip  and  after  they  had  received  an  expla.nation  of  the 
shortage  of  v,ork  here.    He/ever,  these  families  have  not  been  encouraged  to  leave  un- 
less they  had  vfork  or  prcnD.se  of  ";v-ork  as  T;ell  a.s  housing  in  the  c  oi-^ronities  where 
they  lived. 

The  Caiip    Co-u-icil  has  taken  action  requiring  all  menibers  of  families  liv- 
ing in  the  CaiTip  and  all  ne.:  persons  entering  the  Camp  to  receive  physical  examina- 
tions.   Blood  tests  are  made  on  all  persons  ovor  the  age  of  sixteen.    No  difficulty 
has  been  met^  except  in  one  iristance;,  in  haviiig  persons  affected  tai<e  treatments. 

The  Community  Council  at  Skyline  i^ariiiSj  Alabama^  and  the  School  Board 
of  Trustees  arranged  for  the  entire  school  enrollment  of  400  children  to  be  taiien 
to  the  county  fair  at  Scottsboro. 

The  yotiiig  people  from  liiscambia  ?ams  ^  Florida,  v/ho  attended  the  crump  s.t 
Oak  Mountain  this  sunimcr,  have  been  leaders  in  the  neTTly  organized  Youth  Council. 
The  Council  has  arranged  Yd.th  the  principal  to  have  a  cooperative  store  in  the 
school  and  have  elected  a  junior  cooperative  board.     In  order  to  create  a  loan  fund 
for  youths  anxious  to  attend  camp  next  sunuaer,  the  Cconcil  has  inaugurated  community 
nights  for  v/hich  a  small  admission  is  charged. 

Adult  education  classes  in  reading,  vnriting,  arithmetic  and  budgeting  are 
being  held  at  the  Okeechobee  I.mgratory  Labor  Camp;  Florida,  on  tl'jree  afternoons  a 
week.    Attendance  has  been  MOod  and  iranv  Dcrsons  vj-ho  have  never  i-.T'itten  a  word  are 
now  becoming  accustomed  to  •/.Titing  theii^  full  names  instead  of  using  the  rather 
anon^mious  "x,"  as  formerly. 

Recreational  activities  are  in  fall  SY;ing  at  this  camp.     The  shufileboard 
court  -vvhich  v^as  painted  on  tn.-  floor  of  the  assembly  building  is  popular  i.lth  child- 
ren and  adults  alike.    A  ping  pong  table  is  oeing  constructed  and  a  fcotbrdl  teari 
organized.    The  dramatic  club  plans  to  produce  a  minstrel  show  and  a  series  of  plays. 

Tvjo  girls  from  Cherry  Lake^  Florida,  have  entered  Georgia  State  women's 
College,  and  one  girl  from  L3Ccu:ibia  Farnis  has  entered  Florida  State  College  for 
Yeomen.    All  throe  h^ve  vsecm-ed  hTA  v;ork.    One  of  the  girls  from  Irv/inville ^  Georgia, 
began  nurse's  training  the  fii''st  of  September,  h^-ving  eaiTiod  the  necessary  ^50 
entrance  fee  by  working  at  the  State  Hospital  for  t'.^o  montlis  this  summer.    Four  other 
Inmnville  youths,  t-./c  boys  arid  two  girls ^  have  entered  ink  resident  trainiPig  caiters. 

REGION  VI  -  The  Rene  Lara  Coimiunity  Council  of  the  llississippi  Farm  Tenant  Security 
project  is  making  its  calendar  of  conmunity  activities  for  the  coniing  year.  The 
community  calendars  vdll  be  printed  in  a  yearbook  for  distribution  to  each  family. 

For  ten  days  the  Louisiana  Hospital  Dental  Trailer  remained  at  Terrebonne 
Farms  to  enable  the  clients  to  receive  dental  service. 

Project  staffs  aru  being  called  upon  to  designate  famili-S  \d:iose  progress 
has  been  lagging.    Progress  studies  are  'oeing  made  of  these  families  by  members  of 
the  field  staff  for  tiie  purpose  of  adapting  the  supervision  to  trie  needs  of  the 
families  as  well  as  to  provide  a  basis  for  mai^iirig  relocation  plans  for  perrauinent 
misfits.     Plaiis  are  goirxg  forward  as  rapidly  as  possible  for  tadcing  care  of  the 
health  needs  discovered  in  the  orcoess  q1  making  thc;Se  familv  orogress  survevs. 

Friends  for  FSA:     A  recent    Region  6  report  says:     "The  best  friends  of 
FSA  are  those  who  live  near  an  Rp  project,  or  other  FSA  activity  large  enougli  to 
coimiand  attention  and  interest,'' 
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REGION  VII  -  Proposals  for  three  NIA-j?SA  projects  are  being  developed  for  Nebraska. 
The  proposals  vifoiLid  locate  one  project  at  Kearney  and  one  at  South  Sioux  City  '.viiile 
the  location  of  the  third  is  undetermined. 

Selection  of  families  for  tlie  reorganized  Loup  City  project  has  'oeen  com- 
pleted. 

Family  Services  Review  of  Separation  Cases:.     On  all  of  the  farm  projects^ 
Y/ith  the  possible  exception  of  Fannin  Farms^,  there  vvill  be  vacancies  this  fall.  Som\v 
of  the  fai'ailies  are  leaving  because  they  feel  they  can  do  better  elsev/here;,  but  in 
some  instances  it  is  the  desire  of  the  project  manager  that  their  contrsccts  with  the 
Farm  Security  Administration  be  terminated.    In  these  instances  the  follovinng  proce- 
dure is  bciing  used*.     The  project  roanager  is  required  to  submit  to  the  regional  office 
a  narrative  statement  explaining  his  reasons  for  requesting  the  termination  of  tiie 
client's  contract.    A  faiiiily  services  ai._.;then  intervier/s  each  of  the  families  so 
listed  by  the  project  manager^  giving  first  attention  to  cases  v;nere  the  recomriienda- 
tion  01  the  m.ans.ger  appears  to  be  questionable  in  any  way. 

REGION  VIII  -  Project  officD-als  of  the  Texas  Fann  Tenant  Security  project  are  greatly 
pleased  Yjlth  the  progress  made  by  the  Negro  clients  and  a  neighboring  gr-oup  of  Kegro 
farmers  to  Yfhom  a  Negro  '^'iiPA  teacher  was  a.s signed  several  months  ago.     The  Negro 
teacher  has  made  tiie  instruction  in  rc^ading^  -vTriting;,  simple  arithmetic  and  citizen- 
ship interesting  by  relating  the  actual  subject  nntter  to  agricultural  conditions  and 
practices,  health  conditions  and  home  raanagemont  practices.    These  classes  have  been 
partly  responsible  for  -tlie  holding  in  September  of  the  first  of  a  series  of  confer- 
ences of  project  officials,  representatives  of  the  Vs'PA,  Soil  Conservation  Service, 
and  the  county  FSA  personnel.    Better  coordination  of  the  sevei'al  agencies  is  antici- 
pated as  a  result  of  the  conferences. 

The  RP  Division  liad  a  special  section  at  the  Texas  State  LxCeting  of  the  FSA 
held  at  College  Station  in  September.     The  program,  which  v.a^s  based  on  suggestions 
made  by  project  and  community  managers  particularly  c^mphasized  the  fcimily  services 
and  educational  and  recreational  prograiiis  for  the  projects.    The  session  Y/as  so  suc- 
cessful it  Y^as  decided  to  hold  five  lollovi'-up  conferences  lor  personnel  of  tiie  RP 
Division.     These  five  sessions,  trie  first  of  which  is  scheduled  for  October  25  and 
the  last  for  May,  19'4l3  Yuill  consider  the  lollculng  subjects:     (1)  Re.;ilistic  Plan- 
ning, (2)  Cooperatives,  (3)  hdi;cational  Activities,  (4)  Recreation  and  Handicrafts, 
(5)  Family  Aojustmicnts o     A  special  session  on  labor  caivip  problems  ^Yas  htld  in  October. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  meetings  at  the  state  conference  and.  the  f olloYr-up  sessions 
Yvill  develop  in  tiie  m.inds  of  the  project  personnel  an  ansT,fer  to  the  tvro  folloYri.ng 
questions,  as  the  questions  apply  to  their  particular  projects: 

1.  How  can  the  project  serve  as  a  labor atcr*3^? 

2.  lidiat  is  a  well  rounded  rural  community? 

The  people  of  B e e.uxar t  Crar de n s ,  Texas,  read  191  bocks  during  tlie  month  of 
September^  118  Yiero  read       adults  and  73  by  the  children. 

Conf erencL-sand  Action  on  P'cimily  Services  and  Adiustm.ents ;    An  increasing 
number  of  conferences  -vj.-e  being  held  with  project  personnel  by  the  regional  Community 
and  Femiily  Services  staff.     In  these  m-^-etings^,  increasing  attention  is  being  given 
to  the  possibilities  of  family  services  and  adjustments,  both  in  the  general  program 
and  in  individual  cases. 

The  story  of  iiov/  one  problem  family  drifted  to  the  verge  of  complete  fail- 
ure and  ^^ras  re-dir^cted  toward  independence  and  success  has  be^n  condensud  into  the 
follaYing  paragraphs  from  the  x^^egion's  full  family  adjusuaent  report  on  this  case. 
How  imich  further  ;J.ong  cou].d  this  family  hav^j  been  now,  if  the  essential  services  or 
adjustments  necessitat.;d  'by  th^;  presence  of  the  ill  sister' iiad  been  worked  out  Yd.th 
FSA  aid  'oefore  this  uxi-planned  for  extrii  load  contributed  to  com.plete  failure?  Here 
is  the  story? 

The  B  family  came  to  the  project  in  193B  vri'tli  an  FSA  debt  of  about 
^400.     Due  to  the  illness  of  a  sister  Y/ho  came  to  live  -^vlth  them,  m.cney  planned 
for  feedln.'  ..  took  '..'as  u:  ed  .^or  o'tlier  piu'-.-^oses  -nd  the  ^enil  -  •.r-.dually  cuit 


using  the  best  reeding  methods  for  the  pcaltry  and  the  dairy  cattle.     They  be- 
gan to  fail.    A  grant  of  ^>90  v^as  paid  them  in  Hay  1939  but  no  direct  supervi- 
sion \\'s.s  given  in  the  spending  of  it*    At  that  time  it  ivas  set  up  for  food^ 
clothing;,  and  medical  care.    Mr.  B  had  always  been  very  honest  and  had  cooper- 
ated with  tlie  project  personnel  in  every  m\y.    Howeverj  this  very  ^filling  atti- 
tude covered  up  for  tne  time  being  his  poor  managerial  ability.    The  3's  made 
their  ov/n  fam  and  home  plan  in  December  1939  and  decided  that  "Uriey  needed  a 
loan  in  the  aracant  of  ;i)136,    a  farm  visit  in  j'ebruary  1940  resulted  in  a  favor- 
able report. 

The  hom.e  econondst  was  absent  from  the  project  for  several  montlis . 
A  fev^  days  after  her  return  she  talked  Yvith  Mr»  B.    He  told  her  that  they  v/ere 
livinj?  on  bread  .md  pravy.    1/^hen  ashed  what  the  trouble  v/as  he  reolied  tiiat 
their  hens  •;;'ere  only  laying  five  or  six  eggs  a  day  and  the  cov-rs  were  all  dry  ex- 
cept oneo    As  a  result  of  th.is  conversation  she  visited  the  hOii^.e.    Lr.  E  stated 
tha.t  he  thought  the  majiageiiient  had  already  done  al..l  they  could  to  help  him^ 
that  he  couldn't  nBke  a  go  of  it  but  would  stick  aroujid  to  the  first  of  the  year 
and  then  m.ove.    ^.vh.en  asked  whv  he  hacai't  discussed  his  problems  before,  he  re- 
plied  that  he  hated  to  complain  and  thought  he'd  get,  along  without  bothering 
anybody. 

Investigation  of  the  B's  records  sh.owed  that  egg  production  had  drop- 
ped to  nothing.    Lr.  E  explained  tha.t  -ohey  had  no  m.oney  to  buy  feed  and  that  he 
was  feeding  the  chici^ens  oats  which  he  had  on  h£:ind.    He  ^/as  feeding  them  no 
milk  vj"ithi  the  oats  since  he  was  onl^^  getting  tliree  gallons  of  milk  a  day  and 
was  giving  half  of  it  to  a  neighbor  i.-ho  didn't  have  a  co"./.    Questioning  also 
brou^xt  out  the  fact  that  the  cov.-s  ivere  not  receiving  cottonseed  meal  and  tliat 
the  hogs  had  been  sold  because  there  was  no  food  for  them.    The  garcien  seemiOd 
to  be  the  only  enterprise  that  was  doing  './ell^  but  upon  inquiry  L.rs.  B  stated 
that  sne  had  canned  nothing  since  the  early  garden  had  frozen  and  they  "lere  ex- 
pecting their  first  mess  of  beans  the  next  week.    Lirs.  B  was  told  that  a  number 
of  their  neighbors  vj-ere  giving  a;:ay  excess  vegetables  to  anyone  viho  i,rould  pick 
them^  and  she  vras  urged  to  take  advantage  of  this  opportunity. 

Tile  case  'i/as  laid  before  the  coinLiunity  manager  and  farm  manager. 
After  considering  the  man  and  his  debt,  idiich  ;;iade  his  net  assets  practic.illy 
nothing^  it  was  agreed  that  he  was  a  man  ";;ho  had  tiie  rigrrb  attitude  and  one  \/ho 
'was  honest  and  v/illing  to  do  vaiatever  -vras  best,    Mr.  B  "./as  in  G;0cd  health  arid 
\fas  a  good  citizen,  and.  even  "bhough  it  ;/a3  evident  that  a  great  deal  of  super- 
vision would  be  necessar^r  for  a  number  of  years,  here  was  an  op;.'ortunity  to 
save  a  project  family  from  failure  as  vjell  as  to  save  another  farm  family  from 
the  city  charity  list,     A  ^100  grant  v;as  considered  sufficient  to  get  the  feed^ 
garden  seed^  and  clothes  that  -j;ere  needed  r^iuil  the  1941  loans  could  be  made. 

Upon  receiving  his  grant  check,,  I.Ir,  B  came  to  the  office  and  stated 
that  he  wanted  to  spend  it  just  as  the  management  had  plcmned.    He  v^as  told  that 
the  home  econcmiist  and  farm  mana.eer  v:ould  be  out  to  help  vrork  out  an  itemized 
list.     This  was  done.    Mr.  and  Mrs.  3  have  subsequently  cooperated  in  carrying 
out  these  plans.    A  visit  during  the  Icst  of  Septeiviber  shio^.-ed  that  the  chiclien 
house  had  been  kept  clean  ■j.nd  plenty  of  feed  and  v rater  was  out  at  all  times. 
The  income  from  eggs  had  increased  from  nothing  in  July  to  ..^6oS5  in  Stjpt ember. 
The  income  from  dairy  products  had  increased  from  ^)3«97  in  July  to  ^13-66  in 
SeptCiLber.     .i  frame  garden  liad  been  built  and  vegetables  of  seven  varieties 
vTore  coming  up.    One  hundred  and  seventy  quarts  of  fooci  had  been  canned. 

Mr.  3  says  that  he  vdll  make  tlie  ,1^100  into  .,;300  in  a  year's  time. 
According  to  tlie  progress  that  has  already  been  mde.  the  project  staff  believe 
that  he  -.rill  do  it, 

REGION  IX  -  The  Shafter^  C:-iif oi-nia^  Migratory  Caimi  added  63  books  to  its  camp  li- 
brary the  first  vreelc  in  Octoijer.     The  IVjro.rj  reports  the  circulation  of  adijit  books 
during  the  m.onth  of  September  as  493  -uid  juvenile  books  340^  making  a  total  circula- 
tion of  S33. 
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REGION  X  -  The  V;averly-Bov;eR  Education  and  Recreation  Council  is  offering  classes  in 
fine  j.nc.  industrial  arts  to  the  people  of  San  Luis  Vjlley  FarifiS ^  Colorado ^  at  tw'o 
centers.    Instruction  is  givun  in  lioodv.'oik,  no  tal  art^  fine  arts^  loom  weaving  and 
furniture  repair.    The  classes  meet  afternoons  and  evenings  on  five  ni^nts  a  vreek. 
In  August  the  enrollment  figures  shaded  1.2  \;omen  and  18  men  in  the  afternoon  classes 
and  4  ■w'om.en  and  26  men  and  bOj'S  in  the  evening  classes.    An  increased  enrollment  "v^as 
expected  during  the  fall. 

Lr.  Bingham  of  the  Liontana  State  College^  in  cooperation  'w-ith  the  project 
staff  at  Kinsey  Farnis  ,  Montana^  '.ras  scheduled  to  put  on  a  special  demonstration  pro- 
gram on  methods  of  irrigation,  during  the  latter  part  of  October. 

A  large  number  of  families  from  Milk  River  Farms ^  Lontana^  enjoyed  the 
annual  sports  day  celc;bration  sponsored  by  the  Phillips  County  American  Legion  Post»- 
Several  clients  'i^on  prizes  in  s".vlmming^  racing  and  diving  contests.

R£]GION  II  -  Greendale,  7/isconsin,  has  a  smoothly  functioning  employment  exchange  for 
toys  and  girls  from  12  to  20,  complete  ?/ith  card-index  systems,  price  schedules  and 
all  the  other  appurtenances  of  modern  business.     A  wide  ran: e  of  services  is  offered. 
Removal  of  screens  and  putting  up  storm,  sashes  costs  10  cents  a  vrindow;  car  washing 
is  50  cents;  errands  bring  from  5  to  13  cents,  depending  on  time,  load,  and  distance. 
House  cleaning  is  25  cents  an  hour,  furnace-tending  20  cents  a  day  and  grass  cutting 
from  25  to  65  cents.    A  nurse  maid  for  the  children  costs  only  10  cents  an  hour  until 
midnight,  after  that  it  is  15  cents  an  hour.    Like  almost  ever^-thing  else  in  Green- 
dale,  the  juvenile  emplo\mient  exchan.>  is  a  cora;nunity  affair.    Greendale  hasn't  had  a 
juv;nile  delinquency  case  among  its  1,005  chilaren. 

RSGIl'N  III  -  DeLmo  Laboi  Homes,  MisLJuri:  A  recent  survey  v:as  made  of  the  area  in 
crdv^r  to  det'^ruine  sourc-v^s  of  reiuri'als  and  to  secure  inforjnation  regarding  families 
who  mil  movu  into  thu  .",rouo  labor  liOmc;S.     Contacts  were  mad^c;  vdth  all  of  the  exist- 
ing  service  agencit;S  in  the  area,  3nd  the  work  of  the  R?  Division  v/as  very  closely 
correlated  vdth  that  of  the  R?  Division.    At  the  same  time,  a  survey/  was  made  of  the 
school  situation  and  the  problems  Y/hich  will  be  created  in  local  school  aistricts  as 
a  rusult  of  the  influ:-c  of  families.    Referrals  vrill  come  throu.^h  th.i  U.  S.  Emplo^-mient 
Service.     Plans  have  been  dtvelop^^d  '-vlth  the  Surplus  GoiTuuodity  Division  and  the 
National  louth  Adinini strati on  in  Missouri  whereby  tables,  benches,  and  furnishings 
such  as  mattresses  and  comforters  will  be;  supplied  the  group  labor  homes. 

Approximately  1200  people  participated  in  the  three-day  Annifair  at  Scioto 
Farms,  Ohio.     The  coiiLTiunity  manager  f-.els  that  this  annual  event  is  invaluable  in 
integrating  the  project  program  Yj"ith  the  coiimiunity  life.    The  homestead?.rs  at  lake 
County  Homesteads ,  Illinois,  held  a  successful  one -day  harvest  festival. 

REGION  IV  -  Teacher  conferences  on  coimriunity  education  were  held  at  Cumberland  Home- 
steads, Tennessee,  Penderlea,  North  Carolina,  and  Red  House  Farms,  'A'ust  Virginia, 
just  prior  to  the  opening  of  school.    The  influence  of  the  conferences  is  quite  dis- 
cernible in  the  school  programis  now  underYvay  in  thv^se  schools. 

Plans  were  made  to  open  the  winter  community  center  at  Red  House  in  Novem- 
ber for  table  games,  handicrs.fts,  and  wood  yrorking.     Red  House  noir  boasts  a  community 
neYj^spaper . 

Roanoke  Farms,  North  Carolina,  holds  a  square  cance  at  the  co:imunity 
building  every  Friday  night . 

Family  Selection  Activities  -  Scuppernong  Farms,  North  Carolina:  Arrange- 
ments mth  the  local  ?[PA  for  referrals  resulted  in  only  a  limited  n-amber  of  clients 
for  the  cooperative  farming  units.    A  more  Lff-..ctive  method  is  being  vrork  :d  out  y.mth 
the  county  RR  supervisors  Y^hereby  the  fajnily  selection  worker  vTill  have  the  coopera- 
tion of  TP  count^'"  committeemen  in  miaking  tentative  selections  from  their  TP  applica- 
tion lists.     These  selections  will  be  passed  upon  by  the  -..-cuppornong  faiaily  selection 
comiiiittee , 

N.  C.  Scattered  Farms;  Temporary  tenants  now  in  occupancy  of  2C  units  \7ill 
be  reviewed  under  family  selection  standards  along  with  applicants  for  additional 
units  recently  developed.    The  present  f2_uilies  were  placed  in  occupancy  ^fi^^-.the  N.  C. 
Corporation  and  their  leases  Yn.ll  expire  December  3i>  1940.     Existing  special  famdly 
selection  criteria  for  this  project,  as  Yrell  as  all  other  projects  in  Region  IV,  are 
being  revieY/ed  for  needed  revisions  in  the  light  of  selection  experience  to  date.  It 
is  planned  that  existing  and  anticipated  vacancies  in  this  region  Y/ill  be  filled 
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during  the  present  season  when  icLmlies  are  completing  arrangements  for  ch.ange  of 
location  for  the  coming  year. 

REGION  V  -  Family'  Selection  Activities ;  A  recent  report  from  Region  V  states,  "A 
year  ago  vie  considered  filling  Cahaba  and  Palmer  dale ,  our  biggest  f^jnily  sclu-ction 
problem,  and  had  begun  to  be  discouraged  at  the  sloYi  progress  v;e  seemed  to  be 
making.    This  problem,  as  the  result  of  a  carefully  thought  out  prograi.i  contributed 
to  -by  the  entire  staff,  has  disappeared.     At  the  present  time  all  houses  in  the 
Birmingham  area  art  either  occupied  or  assigned  vdth  the  ^i-xception  of  four  recent 
vaca.nci^^s  at  Bankhuad. 

Ove-r  100  people  attended  the  second  annual  study  conference  of  all  eSA 
Negro  field  personnel  at  Tuskegee,  Alabama,  Novemb.^r  2-9.    Responsiveness  and 
enthusiasm  '.vere  slioY/n  by  this  group. 

On  many  of  the  projects  in  Region  V,  various  groups  are  making  Christmas 
toys.     A  variety  of  gaines,  dolls,  doll  furniture,  carts,  and  other  toys  are  being 
made  of  scra.p  materials  at  no  cost,     cuch  toys  "dll  help  mske  it  a  Merry  Christmas 
for  the  children  on  the  projects. 

A  community  nev.'-spo.per  is  one  of  the  activiti'^s  planned  by  the  nevjly-f ormed 
Youth  Council  at  Skyline  Farms ,  Alabama, 

The  officers  of  the  Old^r  fouth  Club  at  Ashvfood  Plantation,  South  Carolina, 
went  to  Orangeburg,  South  Carolina,  to  help  mth  the  organization  of  a  similar  club. 
After  the  club  was  formed,  other  iishwood  young  people  vfent  to  Orangeburg  to  teach 
crafts  and  games.    A  number  of  requests  have  already  been  made  for  the  services  of 
these  youthful  leaders  in  camps  and  church  assemblies  next  suimner. 

The  out-of-school  Negro  boys  at  Or;S:ngeburg  havt  organised  a  Help  at  Home 
Club.     The  boys  in  this  club  are  learning  hovf  to  make  and  repair  harness,  to  fix 
pijiiips,  and  p-:;rform  other  hoine  s .,rviC'.:;S,  nt  the  South  C.:ir-olina  State  College. 

REGION  VI  -  A  recent  survey  of  older  youths  whose  parents  are  residents  of  Hinds 
i^'arms,  Kiassissippi,  shovrs  that  th^re  are  27  young  people  in  the  oldt,r  youth  group, 
17  boys  and  19  girls.     Of  this  numb'^a",  5  are  in  college,  A  are  receiving  resident 
lUk  training,  6  havu  private  employment,  6  are  in  the  CCC,  2  are  in  the  Army,  2  in 
the  Nav2A,  and  only  2  are  without  definite  plans  at  this  time. 

The  Joint  Cominunity  Clubs  at  Tr an sylv ania ,  Louisiana,  sponsored  a  "Book 
Party"  for  the  purpose  of  starting  a  community  library.    Each  family  brought  a  used 
book  £s  the  price  of  adiTiission  and  dressed  to  represent  characters  from  the  book. 
Approximately  75  young  people  between  the  agcs  of  14-  ana  21  participated  in  the 
first  Fun  Night  held  at  Transylvania,     Several  of  the  young  people  assisted  in 
directing  the  program  of  organized  games  and  contests.     One  of  the  boys,  recently 
certifi-^d  for  NYA,  has  been  making  games  of  ply-board  and  scrap  material  for  the  use 
of  these  young  people  on  Fun  Night. 

The  PTA  at  Transylvania  has  succeeded  in  raising  funds  for  twenty  band 
instruments  for  the  elementar;;,''  school  children,    Y.Tien  it  was  found  that  many  parents 
Y/ould  be  Y/illing  to  pay  for  their  children's  music  lessons  but  were  unable  to 
finance  instruments,  the  PTA  agreed  to  sponsor  the  band  as  part  ol  their  yearly 
program. 

Under  the  direction  pjid  supervision  of  the  Vocational  Department,  v/ith  the 
officials  of  FSA  cooperating,  the  school  at  Lakeylew,  Arkansas,  is  giving  vocational 
instsuction  to  tha  adult  farmers  and  their  mves.    The  instruction  is  designed  to 
help  this  group  solve  technical  problems  relative  to  making  farm  life  more  pro- 
fitable and  enjoyable. 

Family  Adjustment  Problems;  Family  selection  and  strvices  workers  located 
in  the  field  have  conferred  viith  project  sts.ff  members  concerning  questionable 
families.     Progress  studies  are  being  made  of  all  such  families  ejid  it  is  hoped  that 
some  of  the  difficulties  can  be  adjusted.     The  development  of  units  and  health 
problems  are  creating  the  majority  of  the  difficulties. 

R^-Glui-;  v'll  -  H;a stern  South  Dakota  Farms;  Two  fa;rdly  selection  cOiiimittee  meetings 
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have  rucuntly  been  huld  for  the  purpo£:e  of  considering  eligible  applications  for  the 
fifteen  project  units  not  op^-rated  bj  accepted  clients  durinr^  the  present  crop  year. 
Earlier  preliminary  coinr:iittees  had  pi^riodically  rejected  all  applicants  that  "'■vere 
definitely  ineligible.     This  procedure  had  been  follov/ed  in  oiir...r  to  notify  ineligi- 
ble families  at  the  earliest  possible  date.    Of  the  thirty-four  a;)plications  con- 
sidered ,  the  lolloY/ing  disposals  v^erc  made:  (a)  Six  a-pplicants  i^ere  approved 
pending  the  successful  passage  of  medical  cxajninations  and  the  preparation  and 
approval  of  farm  Cxnd  home  management  plans,     (b)  Five  applicants  v;ere  recommended  to 
the  coiTLnuiiity  manager  to  continue  operating  farms  as  temporary  tenants  dui-ing  the 
1941  crop  year,  after  v/hich  tht.y  \n.Y].  be  considered  further  by  the  s;.lection  com- 
mittee,    (c)     Eleven  applicants  vfure  d^.f erred  for  fin-s.1  action  at  the  close  of  the 
1941  crop  y^ar.     (d)     Tv:elve  applicants  yrere  rejected.     Previous  meetings  of  the 
family  selection  comiTiittee,  the  Regiona].  Chief  of  .family  3ul.;ction  spent  ten  days  at 
the  project  office  assisting  the  community  manager  vrith  field  vfork  and  the  prepara- 
tion of  complete  application  dockets, 

Severa.1  01  the  informal  cooperative  associations  in  this  region  are 
endeavoring  to  develop  a  social--.ducational  program  sjTiong  the  standard  borrowers. 
This  includes  two  types  of  meetings:  (1)  four  large  general  meetings  to  be  held 
sUi:im;';rj  fall,  i/inter,  and  springy   (2)  A  serieJ:  of  t-relve  shialler  local  meetings  to 
bo  held  during  the  winter  months, 

A  co::ii;iunit3^  council  which  viill  Serve  ss  an  official  educational  committee 
has  been  chosen  at  Grand  Islsnd  Faristead ^  Ncbrask?. .  The  co^oncil  v/ill  also  repre- 
sent the  ro  si  dents  of  the  earmsteac  in  dealings  Y.dth  the  cc;.i:iunity  manager. 

REG  1 01;  VIII  -  Tor  the  second  consecutive  year,  a  girl  from  the  Eca^axart  Gardens 
4-H  Club  was  declsired  the  Gold  Star  Girl  of  Jefferson  County,  Texas.     Th^  Yrinncr  is 
not  orily  ?.ble  to  practice  all  the  modern  methods  of  canning  and  gardening  but  also 
can  design  s.nd  make  her  ovai  clothes  end  lead  in  recreational  activities. 

Faviil^^  Services  activities :  On  all  of  th^  farm  projects  in  this  region, 
mth  the  possible  exception  of  one,  there  are  vacancies  this  fall,     3o:.ie  of  the 
fsaiilies  are  leaving  because  they  feel  they  can  do  better  elsevihere  and  others  be- 
cause it  is  the  desire  of  the  project  manager  ths.t  their  contracts  ivith  the  ESA  be 
teriTiinated,     In  the  second  case,  the  follo\d.ng  procedure  is  being  followed:  The 
project  m^ansger  is  required  to  submit  to  the  regional  office  a  narrative  explaining 
his  reasons  for  requesting  th-  termination  of  the  client's  contract.    A  fs.m.ily 
services  worker  is  atte;:ipting  to  intervi;.w  each  of  the  faiiiilies  so  listed  by  the 
project  msnager  and  -will  interview  each  client  if  the  r e c or.imendat ion  01  the  manager 
appears  to  be  questionable  in  any  vvay. 

REGION  IX  -  Arrangements  are  being  made  to  establish  a  EPA  nursery  school  at  the 
Eleven  Llile  Corner,  Arizona,  Eigratory  Labor  Camp. 

In  California,  the  Jacinto  Chamber  of  COiiimerce  set  a  corxaendable  example  to 
other  localities  of  the  region,  vrhen  they  sent  a  letter  of  -welcome  to  members  of  the 
ESA  Mobile  Ca/ip.    Residents  of  San  Jacinto  and  the  surrounding  Hemet  Valley  partici- 
pated frequently  and  extensively  in  camp  activities.     On  numerous  occasions  local 
residents  volunteered  the  information  that  this  year  San  Jacinto  has  b^ en  free  from 
the  nuisances  and  petty  burglaries  formerly  attributed  to  the  migrants. 

Migration  in  Reverse;  A  recent  Region  IX  report  states  that  casual  informa- 
tion gleaned  from  the  field  indicates  that  som.e  faiailieS  who  have  been  mdgratory  in 
this  region  have  returned  to  their  States  of  origin  to  work  in  the  pulp  industry, 
coal  mineS,  and  war  industries.    Some  field  personnel  a].so  express  the  oainion  that 
a  significant  nu.:iber  of  families  returned  to  their  former  residences  to  register 
under  the  Selective  Service  Act.     It  remains  to  be  seen  if  they  vmll  again  migrate 
to  Arizona  and  California,    There  are  also  indications  that  nany  young  men  who  vicvc 
residing  in  ESA  caiaps  have  slready  volunteered  in  the  United  Sta.tes  arm.y. 

The  c^amp  m-saiager  at  Shaft ..r  expresses  the  opinion  that  the  camp  population 
is  doi'^in  because  those  viio  reside  in  the  camp  r.iust  v/ork  for  any  grant  add  received 
while  migrsjits  not  in  the  ESii  camp  obt-dn  aid.  -.rithout  paying  for  it  in  work.  His 
reconE^ended  solution  is  that  all  able-bodied  recipients  of  grants  should  sign  work 
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R':GION  X  -  Labor  Ho:aes:  It  is  expected  that  all  of  the  labor  hoi?ies  Y/ill  be  occupied 
beforo  the  end  of  the  present  crop  year.    The  selection  of  la-.iilies  for  these 
dyvellinfi-E  is  progressing  in  accordance  vdth  expectations.    The  acceptee  fa:.iilies 
conform  to  the  selection  criteria  and  should  be  successful  in  carrying  out  the 
objectives  of  the  prograri.

REGION  I  -  This  region^  which  has  only  scattered  farm  projects  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  regional  office,  none  lias  state  RP  supervisors  to  manage  the  project 
program.     Family  selection  actions  are  initiated  in  the  field  imder  the  direction 
of  the  state  RP  supervisors  and  final  clearance  on  each  case  is  given  by  the 
Washington  office.    At  present  a  number  of  project  vacancies  are  being  filled  in 
anticipation  of  spring  farm.ing  activities.     Selections  are  being  made  under  re- 
cently revised  and  approved  family  selection  criteria  for  each  project. 

Greenbelt .,  Liaryland;     The  v^aiting  list  of  eligible  families  for  every 
t^.'pe  of  dwelling  unit  continues  to  groYJ-j  vjhile  vacancies  provide  only  a  Sx^iall 
fraction  of  the  homes  sought  by  insistent  applicants o    At  present,  -.ashington 
officials  are  negotiating  with  an  association  of  Greenbelt  tencjits  known  as  the 
Greenbelt  HomeoATOers  Cooperative  virith  the  expectation  of  working  out  a  plan  Yihere- 
by  Greenbelt  families  and  others  may  build  their  OY.n  homes  in  the  coniiTanity  on 
land  leased  from  the  Government. 

REGION  II  -  Green  dale  ^  ;,isconsin,  has  an  active  pistol  and  rifle  club  vv^hcse  m-em- 
bership  is  not  liirdted  to  Greendale  residents.     Club  dues  of  ^^2  a  year  entitle 
members  to  use  the  indoor  50-foot  shooting  range.    Every  member  of  the  club  is 
a  member  of  the  team.     In  this  sport  everyone  shoots  in  all  of  the  matches,  and 
only  the  five  highest  scores  co-iont.    The  club  v/as  founded  for  the  purpose  of  in- 
creasing knowledge  in  the  care  and  safe  handling  of  firearms,  improving  marksman- 
ship; and  developing  honesty^  good  fcllov/ship,  self  discipline^  team  play,  and 
self  reliance. 

At  I  r  0  UMO  od  Home  steads,  i.achigan,  tY«ro  boys'  basket- ba.ll  teams  are  play- 
ing regular  schedules.     The  ski  slide  ynd  skating  rink  are  proving  very  popular. 
The  novj-  ski  slide  was  used  for  a  boys'  ski  tournament  recently.     The  dramatic 
club  has  raised  money  to  buy  the  inaterials  necessary  for  improving  the  acoustics 
of  the  communitv  building. 

Thief  River  Fa^ls,  Lannesota;    Assistance  to  clients  in  farm  and  home 
planning  is  being  continued,  and  the  1941  leases  are  being  given  special  attention 
at  this  tirae.    All  leases  require  of  clients  some  type  of  farm  im.prcvement  plan, 
such  as  providing  better  pastures,  eradicating  weeds,  clearing  additional  land; 
and  keeping  complete  farm  records. 

There  continues  to  be  a  number  of  ino,uiries  for  project  farms,  but  be- 
fore any  encouragement  is  given  the  applicant's  present  situation  is  gone  over  in 
order  to  determine  th-^  possibility  of  developing  a  satisfactory  farm  plan  for  the 
coming  year.     This  is  being  done  on  a  conservative  basis  so  that  the  completed 
farm  plan  really  gives  a  good  picture  of  Y,dTat  may  be  expected  in  the  way  of  suc- 
cess.   All  possible  angles  of  improved  farming  methods  and  set-up  are  talvon  into 
consideration  so  that  both  the  applicant  and  the  supervisor  are  satisfied  that 
every  effort  has  been  made  to  give  the  applicant  a  fair  chance  for  any  farm  lie  is 
interested  in  vfhich  is  available. 

REGION  IV  -  A  one-day  educational  conference  v/as  held  at  penderlea  Homesteads ^ 
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REGIOi:  IV  i continued) 

North  Carolina^  on  February  11.     The  purpoce  of  tlu  lac-eting  was  to  discuss  prob- 
Icir.s  which  the  faculty  of  the  Penderlea  school  and  corumnity  leaders  v;erc  en- 
countering in  carrying  out  the  progr.iir.  of  c or,iiiiunity  education  as  out3-ined  at  the 
Penderlea  conference  last  summer.     The  PTA,   school  faculty^  County  Board  of  Edu- 
cation^ State  Department  of  Education j  North  Carolina  State  Collei^;e_^  University 
of  North  Carolina,  and  7Sa  w<jT3  all  represented. 

The  school-coifj-iiunity  library  at  Penderlea  contain  3^ GOO  volumes.  The 
elementary  grades  check  out  an  average  of  90  boohs  a  day  and  the  high  school  30 
books . 

Penderlea  Homesteads ^  North  Carolina,    About  ten  nev;-  families  are  teing 
placed  on  the  new  area  at  this  project.     Six  such  families  have  already  been 
placed  in  occupancyo    The  land  on  this  nev;  arua  is  not  sufficiently  developed  for 
farming.    The  plan  is  designed  to  accomplish  a  t'w'o-fold  purpose^  (1)  afford  an 
opportunity  to  a  limited  number  of  deserving  young  fa>.milies  who  could  not  be 
served  otherwise  through  o^ar  program^  and  (2)  make  possible  the  development  of  the 
land  on  the  nev;  area.     The  pl:ai  is  essentially  as  follovrSo 

1.  Families  s-o-l-^'Cted  from,  recently  displaced  tenant  farmers. 

2.  Preference  given  to  applicants  bet\/een  tiie  ages  of  21  and 
30  —  not  to  exceed  35;  v-ith  not  more  than  C'cui"  children. 

3.  Each  family  to  receive  a  minimura  loan  for  feod^.  seed^  and 
fertilizer. 

4«     Each  family  to  receive  a  loan  in  kind  of  eqiaipment  and 
vvorkstock. 

5.  Each  family  to  be  given  the  r;s.ximum  "*;ork  grant  tlirough 
vrhich  the  land  v.'ill  be  developed  and  the 'family  ^..ill  earn 
it  s  s u  bs  i  st enc  e  on  d  rent . 

6.  No  cash  crops  will  be  planted  the  first  year. 

Pembroke  and  u'olf  Pit  Farms ^  North  Carolina i  Family  selection  has  been 
completed  for  the  crop  year  1941  •  It  ^^as  necessary  to  remove  one  fejnily  from  the 
holf  pit  project  and  fill  the  vacancy  ;.ath  a  ne^.^  family. 

Shenandoah  Homesteads,  Virginia i     Three  families  are  being  required  to 
move.     T\(o  of  these  families  iiE'Ve  employment  off  the  project^,  and  the  third  ^.vlll 
experience  no  dieficulty  in  getting  employment,     ii^very  relocation  effort  iias  been 
made  to  assist  these  fsjailies.    An  extension  of  time  for  moving  has  be^-n  granted 
in  all  three  cas^:;S. 

Withdrairals:    The  Family  Services  Section  is  making  a  compilation  and 
analysis  of  reasons  given  by  applicants  for  .vi thdrav/al  b-jfore  acceptance  at 
Penderlea  Homesteads  and  Scuppernong  Farnis ,  N'orth  Carolina.     This  vdll  be  folloi/ed 
up  .dth  an  analysis  of  causes  of  ";;ithdra".;als  from  these  t't/o  projects  aft^r  occu- 
pancy. 

REGION^  V  -  Lirs.  Olive  Campbell  of  the  Campbell  Folk  School  e.t  Prasstov.Ti^  North 
Carolina,  volunteered  this  information  in  a  recent  letter  to  this  office;  "I 
thought  perhaps  you  v.'ould  be  intc^-rested  to  kno\;  that  \fO  had  last  Vv'eek  a  group  of 
young  people  up  from  three  of  the  projects  in  South  Carolina  and  Florida.  There 

were  six  in  all.    They  cejae  especially  to  learn  something  of  cooperation, 

study  clubs  along  the  Nova  Scotia  plan^.  carving^  and  folk  dances.     I  think  they 
had  a  marvelous  tiirse,  and  I  hope  they  cauglit  some  of  the  spirit  of  the  School 
from  some  of  the  young  people  ■•:ho  have  be^n  here  this  v/iiiter.     It  vras  really  very 
interesting  to  see  themi.  begin  to  tal-:e  hold  of  the  theory  of  cooperation  and  the 
problems  involved  and  to  discuss  them  int'^^lligently. "    Ivlrs.  Campbell  goes  on  to 
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REGION  V  (continued) 

S3.J  that  73k  projects  have  boon  \?3ll  roprcsontud.  by  rull-tiri.;  students  in  tho 
School  this  ;.'intor  "v;ith  t",;o  from  South  Carolina ^  t\io  ±rom  Louisiana;,  one  ironi 
Arkansas^  and  one  frora  Liississippi. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  Recreational  Supei^ioor  and  the  \ipk  'recrea- 
tion leaders^  the  asserably  hall  has  becoiTie  a  true  recrv^ation  center  for  the  resi- 
dents of  the  laigratory  labor  carap  at  Osceola ,  Florida.     In  the  evenings  the^^  have 
craft  and  hobby  nij^hts^  conimunity  play  nights,  community  sings,  movies,  ;jind 
dances.    The  da.ytime  program  includes  social  club  uX'ctings,  drar^Htics,  and  lausic. 
Boy  and  Girl  Scout  troops  have  been  organized  at  both  tliis  cazap  and  a.t  the  camp  at 
Okeechobee,  Florida. 

Since  the  profits  of  the  camp  store  go  to  the  nursery  schocl^  it's  good 
U'S^is  to  the  Okeechobee  cainp  nursery  that  the  store  is  making  a  satisfactory  rec- 
ord. 

Family  case  records  are  being  completed  at  the  Pine  Mountain  Vglleyj, 
Georgia^  project  -jhich  '..■as  recently  tran.sf erred  to  the  FSA.     The  family  records 
being  prepared  v/ill  give  an  adequate  bi-.se  from  v/nich  to  measure  the  further  de- 
velopment of  the  families  under  the  Farm  Security  program.    Region  V  representa- 
tives find  that  '.;hile  pre-occupancy  records  are  not  available,  fairly  complete 
annual  records  hi?.ve  been  maintained  for  each  family  in  occupancy. 

REGIOh'  VI  -  To  date  27  students  have  bori'ov/od  from  the  student  loan  fund  estab- 
lished by  FSA  employees  in  Region  VI  for  the  purpose  of  encouraging  the  young 
people  tc  continue  vrith  their  education. 

A  most  satisfactory  observance  of  IJational  Social  Hygiene  .'/eek  \Tas 
sponsored  by  the  Health  Clubs  and  hothers '  C3-ub  at  Deslia  Farms,  Arkansas. 

Initial  steps  inve  been  talcen  for  the  election  of  a  conimunity  council

REGION  VII  -  For  the  past  fev;  months  Red  River  Valley  Farms ^  North  Dakota,  has 
been  stressing  the  importance  of  safety.    ii,ach  month  a  safety  bulletin^  such  as 
Safety  On  the  Farm,  How'  Tc  Stop  Home  Accidents,  or  Safeguarding  the  Nation  Against 
Fire  j.s  sent  tc  iiie  clients.     The  iOlio-./ing  practices  for  promoting  safety  nave 
been  emphasized;     careful  handling  of  matches,  lighting  protected  fires  only,  day- 
time filling  of  gas  and  kerosene  laimps:  keooing  Icmips  and  lanterns  in  proper 
place ^  storing  gasoline  at  a  safe  distance  from  buildings;  providing  mi.et.al  con- 
tainers for  oily  ra.gs^  using  urr./axed  stairs;  having  handrails  on  stair\7ays>  paint- 
ing taottomi  basomLont  steps  vrhite;  abstaining  from,  smioking  in  barns ^  removing 
boards,  nails,  and  rubbish  from  5''ards,  installing  electric  lights  and  el^-ctric 
fencing.    The  value  of  such  a  car.paign  is  to  be  found  in  the  small  nu.;i)er  of  acci- 
dents  occur ing  in  the  project. 

REGION  VIII  -  The  ComuTLunity  and  Faiaily  Services  Section  is  undertaking  a  study  of 
the  famdliwS  residing  in  the  r.iigratory  labor  caiaps.    T"i:o  -w-eeks  in  January  v;ere 
spent  in  interviov/ing  IOC  faiailies  at  Robstov/n  and  additional  work  wall  be  done 
there  later.     In  Iiarch  appro:;! irately  t".70  ■tooks  i;ill  be  spent  at  the  Sinton  canp 
and  \;-ork  '.Jlll  te  done  at  Neslaco  and  RayiAoncville  as  scon  as  possible.     This  v/ork 
is  intended  to  provide  a  complete  report  of  the  emplo^mient  pcssibilitie s ,  em.ploy- 
ment  background,  present  v/age  rents,  0:1  d  medical  aiid  relief  histories.

savj-3,  a  drinking  fountain,  a  soft  drink  stands  benches ^  first  aid  supplies^  boxing 
gloves horse-shoes^  and  football  and  soft  ball  equipiiient. 

liith  the  cooperation  of  ths  V/PA^  a  nurs«--ry  school  at  the  Sinton ^  Toxas , 
canip  i^"as  opened  early  in  Llarch.    One  "i.ill  be  opened  at  thij  \,eslaco ^  Texas,  caiap 
on  April  1,  and  at  Robstovvii^,  Texas ,  about  Hay  1.     Plans  are  also  boin^-  made  for  a 
nursery  school  at  the  Harlinijen,  Texas cainp  as  soon  as  construction 

is  coapleted  and  the  canp  opened.     The  State  Departr-ient  of  Education  has 
agreed  to  assign  vocational  teachers  in  parent  education  to  the  labor  caiap  nursery 
schools. 

REGION  IX  -  Citizens  of  the  Indio,  Clifornia^  Lligratory  Labor  Cejr.p  are  hard  at 
'..ork  producing  an  elaborate  model  of  the  cenp  ijiiich  v^'ill  be  exliibited  at  the 
Riverside  County  Fair. 

A  former  resident  cf  tlie  Indio  c.-jap  had  this  to  say  upon  his  return  to 
the  caiapi;     "Since  returning  to  c-u:ip  I  have  noticed  favorable   changes  and  additions 
to  the  Indio  camp^.  of  \/hich  "..^e  should  .^1  be  proud.    The  most  obvious  of  these  are 
probably  the  carp  ncw'spaper  and  thi  addition  cf  the  Junior  Caiap  Comic il  to  the 
dei.'ioci'atic  processes,  as  vrell  as  thJ  initiation  cf  a  Camp  Coujrt." 

An  average  of  50  to  60  people  use  tlie  facilities  cf  the  Indio  library 
every  day.    One  neans  cf  increasing  the  circulation  cf  the  library's  2000  books 
ai.iong  the  car:Lp's  residents  has  been  the  crgaiiizaticn  of  the  Happy  Valley  Readers 
Club. 

Apprcxiiiately  40  Wik  enrollees  are  assisting  in  tli3  cliniCj  library^ 
office,  and  inaintenance  v;ork  at  Indie. 

The  ccinp  basket-ball  team  at  A.-nia  Pria^  Arizona,  has  joined  the  Palo 
Verde  City  League.     The  seizing  club  and  the  ladies  canp  aid  corL.aLttue  held  a  joint 
sock  supper  and  dance  in  the  com:iUnity  center  on  ^^j'ebruary  21.     The  girls  filled 
t"..'o  socks  v/ith  food,  kept  one  end  had  tlie  other  auctioned  off.    After  buying  a 
sock  the  purchaser  had  to  locate  the  nate. 

At  their  v;eekly  group  i;ic etin gs  Licthers  cf  the  nursery  school  children 
at  ti'ij  rdgrator;^  labor  canp  at  Yuba  City,  C-J.ifornia,  have  been  making  oil  cloth 
tcys^  band  instruiaents ^>  and  picture  books  for  the  nursery  school »    All  mothers 
are  expected  to  observe  ir.  the  scho^^l  one  morning  each  week.     Later  it  is  e:cpected 
that  the  mothers  will  take  a  more  active  part  in  the  daily  school  prograi'^. 

The  Saturday  boxing  i;Utches  at  Yuba  City  continue  to  attract  fans.  De- 
cisions are  rendered  by  the  apolause  of  the  spectators.     This  eft-.ai  results  in 
some  losers  being  acclaimed  "v.dnners,  through  courtesy  of  their  friends  on  the  side 
lines.     Ho"^:ever,  it's  all  in  fun  and  no  one  protests  the  decisions. 

From  the  Yuma ,  Arizona,  Cc^ip  co:.!es  tlx)  follovdng  report  =     "The  month  cf 
Janurjry  v/as  a  bus^^  one  for  Yuma  Ca:ap.     The  Ca:rp  vras  filled  to  capacity.     Soon  after 
Ciiristmas  the  folks  started  coming  in  and  by  tlio  tenth  of  the  month  ire  had  a  full 
house.

Region  I  -  Jersey  Homesteads,  New  Jersey,  reports  a  highly  successful  Nursery 
School  Fair,  a  "benefit  which  ¥fas  planned  ajid  executed  "by  a  group  of  enthusiastic 
supporters  of  the  school  cooperating  with  the  Wk  recreation  workers.  Booths 
and  side  shows  were  set  up,  food  and  soft  drinks  were  sold,  and  articles  v^ere 
raffled.    Dancing,  contests,  cake  walks,  magician  shows,  end  portrait  sketching 
all  contributed  to  the  evening's  entertainment.    'Tlie  size  of  one's  foot  de- 
termined the  admission  price  paid. 

Under  PIA  sponsorship,  the  women  of  Jersey  Homesteads  are  "busy  collect- 
ing clothing  and  knitting  stockings,  socks,  sweaters,  and  sea  boots  for  Britain, 
The  Hightstown  Rug  Mill  transports  the  bundles  to  New  York  free  of  charge  each 
week,    A  British  War  Relief  Dance  increased  the  community's  contribution  to 
British  Aid. 

Anofner  group  of  children  has  learned  to  construct  and  manipulate 
simplified  puppets,  made  of  wood,  paper,  and  paste.    This  group  presented  tvra 
puppet  shows  before  the  student  assembly  and  a  large  group  of  visiting  students 
from  the  State  Teachers  College  in  Trenton. 

Region  II  -  The  Homestead  Club  at  I r onwo o d  Home s t ead s ,  Michigan,  has  become  the 
clearing  house  and  financial  backer  for  all  the  Homestead  a.ctivities.    From  50 
to  75  fajnilies  are  usually  represented  at  the  m.onthly  meetings  of  the  Club. 
These  meetings  arc  of  the  Town  Hall  type,  and  everyone  ha.s  an  opportunity  to 
express  himself  on  any  subject,  to  make  suggestions  for  the  betterment  of  the 
community,  and  to  ask  questions.    These  monthly  m.eetings  a.lso  servo  as  a  meajis 
of  educating  the  residents  on  the  aims  and  policies  of  the  Administration.  A 
series  of  discussions,  led  by  the  m.aintenance  officer,  ajre  being  held  this 
spring  for  the  purpose  of  educating  the  residents  in  the  best  ways  of  ma.inta.ining 
their  property.    It  is  hoped  tha^t  these  discussions  v/ill  a.id  the  clients  in  low- 
ering operating  and  up-keep  costs,  will  create  a  better  understanding  between 
la.ndlord  and  tenant,  a.nd  will  reduce  mana.goment  costs  for  the  Government, 

The  first  step  in  selecting  new  families  for  Thief  River  FaJls,  Minn- 
esota, is  a  call  a.t  the  a.ppli cant's  home  by  the  Community  Mana.ger  ajid  Home 
Supervisor.    Fa.rm  ajid  hom.e  plajis  are  worked  out  a.t  this  time  and  are  used  as  a 
basis  for  determining  the  family's  suitability  for  the  faxrn  which  tney  are 
ex|)ected  to  occupy.    This  approach  iias  proved  valuable  since  the  fajnily,  when 
accepted,  can  be  told  definitely  what  improvements  will  be  necessary  in  order 
to  be  successful.     It  ha.s  been  foujid  that  if  a  client  iias  aji  equity  of  approxi- 
mately 50  percent  in  his  chattel  property  his  chajices  of  success  are  frequently 
greater  thaui  if  he  is  biordened  with  a  de'bt  loa.d  for  aJl  opera^ting  goods.  Also, 
a  client's  opportunities  a.re  far  grea.ter  when  he  is  jjermitted  to  remain  on  a 
D-1  basis  until  such  time  as  he  ha.s  reduced  his  operating  goods  indebtedness  and 
ha.s  become  acquainted  with  project  requirements  for  operation.

3y  April  11  the  Boy  Scouts  at  G-reendr2c,  Wisconsin,  hr^d  collected  6,615 
pounds  of  newspapers,  1,727  pounds  of  niagazines  and  250  pounds  of  rags.  One 
truck  load  of  this  mr.terial  has  "been  sold  for  §20  which  the  Scouts  intend  to  use 
for  cpjnp  expenses.    The  "boys  are  considering  a  troop  garden  this  spring  from 
wliich  they  can  mrice  some  profit  md  also  have  cji  exhibit  at  the  village  fair 
in  the  fall. 

Region  IV  -  Near  the  close  of  the  19^0-41  school  year,  the  school  faculty  at 
Oumb er land  Home s t eads ,  Tennessee,  held  e2i  Eval"uation  Conference  for  the  purpose 
of  moicing  an  appraisrl  of  the  year's  vrork.    'Tliis  appraisal  was  cased  on  the 
cooperation  of  the  school  with  the  community  in  progrc?jns  of  community- education, 
vocational  guidance,  and  parent  education,  rnd  on  the  comhined  efforts  of  both 
to  find  solutions  for  the  economic  and  health  problem.s  of  the  comm.unity. 

Region  V  -  The  last  meeting  of  the  Coffee  County,  Alabam^a,  Council  of  Workers 
was  attended  by  three  faculty  members  from,  the  Florence  Sta.te  Teachers  College 
■and  thirty  students  who  are  preparing  to  teach,    O21  the  Sr-.turday  morning  after 
the  m.eeting,  a  tour  of  Coffee  County  v/as  ma-do  which  included  visits  to  good 
fcjuilies,  problem!  families,  good  lands,  poor  lj?iids,  and  to  an  area  where  pine 
trees  are  being  set  on  Irnds  which  will  not  produce  row  crops  economic?.lly.  PSA 
v'orkers,  health  workers,  and  vocational  instructors  Y;ent  with  the  group.  This 
group,  being  particularly  interested  in  community  planning,  Ipiid  development, 
health  work,  a:id  comjiiunity  meetings,  found  the  tour  to  provide  a  stim'olating 
background  for  their  study  of  the  social  ph^i.se  of  the  Coffee  Coi^nty  program. 

At  Cherry  Lake  Farms,  Florida,  a  comi::ittee  of  mothers  ha.s  evolved  a 
community  playground  prograj?;  for  the  summer.    Six  area,s  have  been  selected  on 
the  project  where  young  children  m^y  come  together  once  a  7jeek  ruider  the  super- 
vision of      trained  mother.     In  ea.ch  of  these  areas  there  will  be  sim.ple  inex- 
pensive home-m^ade  play  equipment.    Each  a.rea  will  work  out  its  omi  back- yard 
playground  equipment  except  the  one  demons tra^tion  ajrea  on  the  school  gTounds, 
where  a  larger  corjnittee  will  work  out  the  plaai.    This  committee  of  mothers  lias 
been  poring  over  various  goverrm?.ont  bulletins  on  pla.y  ajid  hom.e-m.ade  equipr.ent 
in  order  to  plan  correctly  for  these  areas. 

The  vTPA  ha„s  been  operating  a  n^orsery  school  at  Gees  Bend,  Alaba~ma, 
for  two  Tionths,  v:ith  two  teachers  and  two  helpers. 

Region  VI  -  A  representative  of  the  Coi^cnunity  and  Faxiily  Services  Section  b-as 
sei'ved  on  a  corjmdttee  comiposed  of  representa.tives  of  other  coopera.ting  agencies 
for  the  purpose  of  develoxDing  plains  to  reloca.te  the  fr_milies  being  displa-ced  in 
connection  v:ith  the  Defense  Program  near  Little  Rock  in  the  area  knovjn  as  the 
Camp  Joseph  T.  Robinson  a.rea..    A  central  intake  office  lia-s  been  set  up  by  the 
centra.l  steering  conrnittee  composed  of  three  members  ajid  plajis  are  un.der  way  to 
assist  the  298  residents  in  maJdng  relocation  plan.s.    A  limited  amount  of  fainily 
da.ta  n^^.s  been  taJcen  from,  the  land  a.ppra.isa.l  reports.    On  the  ba.sis  of  this  infor- 
m^.tion  there  appears  to  be  298  residents.    Of  this  number,  I63  are  o^vners,  51 
are  one- third  and  one- fourth  renters,  12  are  sliaire croppers,  35  are  ca^-sh  renters, 
and  there  are  37  other  occupants. 

Arrange.ments  liave  been  ma.de  with  the  Arkansas  Library  Comjnission  for 
esta.blishing  a  loan  library  avt  Biscoe  Farm.s. 
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Region  VI  (corit^d) 

Thomas tov:n,  Louisisjis.,  observed  Kational  rtegro  Health  Week  the  first 
iTeek  in  April  "by  a  general  clean-up  campaign  of  homes,  churches,  school  c?jid 
cenetary.     Child  health  conferences,  ^'vassernnn  surveys  and  imunization  clinics 
vrere  included  in  the  ohservance.    The  adult  hOiHe  hygiene  class  hp.s  conpleted 
its  course  with  eleven  mothers  out  of  fourteen  -neeting  the  reojJ-irernents.  Tlie 
highest  niark  mde  in  the  final  oral  test  uas  98  p.nd  the  lowest  76. 

Region  VII  -  Tae  Women's  Union  V^orkers,  at  T'.vo  Rivers,  Nehrasfe,  are  tr^Ang 
nurierous  money  raising  schemes  to  send  some  of  tho  yoijng  people  from  the  project 
to  one  of  the  summer  caxips  in  eastern  Nehrasl^zi.    As  the  caxips  are  run  on  a  co- 
operative basis  with  a  very  sria21  tuition  charge,  it  is  hoped  th?.t  p.  numoer  of 
the  ycong  people  can  a.ttend. 

Red  River  Valley  Farms,  North  DaJcota,    The  concluding  meetings  for 
writing  farm  end.  home  method  plajis  were  held  in  January  ajid  Fehroary.  After 
reflecting  upon  the  methods  used,  the  project  nvatmgor  is  inclined  to  think  that 
next  year  some  changes  in  method  should  be  worked  out. 

At  first,  with  only  a,ftcrnoon  meetings  sched^oled,  by  the  time  the 
record  books  were  checked,  etc.,  little  tim.e  was  left  for  actual  work  on  the 
farm  ajid  horie  plan.    After  two  such  meetings  an  all-day  meeting  was  decided 
upon.    Latter,  since  the  farms  a.re  scattered  and  it  is  difficult  to  bring  every- 
one to  a  central  point,  small  groups  met  in  the  homes  of  the  clients.  Each 
client  received  no tifi caption  of  the  meeting  he  was  to  attend  and  was  requested 
to  bring  his  completed  record  book  so  tha.t  it  could  be  taicen  to  the  office  for 
suTimaa-ization.    Work  began  at  11  a..m.    Each  individoal  v;a.s  given  a.  work  folder 
containing  last  yea.r' s  farm  plan,  home  plan,  inventory,  diet  sheet  and  year's 
food  requirement,  scratch  pamper,  and  necessary  forms  for  the  current  year. 

The  wom.en  gathered  avt  one  table  ?7ith  the  home  supervisor  and  worked  on 
the  home  plans.    The  19^  record  book  was  used  as  a  standa.rd  to  judge  this 
ye^\r's  homie  plan.    The  farm  managem^ent  specialist  worked  with  the  m.en  on  the 
farm  plans. 

At  the  end  of  the  meeting  record  books  were  checked  and  the  19^0  books 
were  bro'jght  into  the  office  for  further  a.ud.iting  and  summarization.    At  this 
tim.e,  any  help  needed  on  the  new  books  wa.s  given. 

In  favor  of  tMs  method  it  iray  be  sa.id  tlmt  meetings  of  this  type  serve 
not  only  as  a  tool  for  getting  the  v^ork  done  but  as  social  gatherings,  a.ppealin^ 
to  the  women  v/ho  prefer  them  held  in  the  homes.    On  the  other  hand,  the  community 
miaaiacger  thirxl-^s  tha.t  this  miethod  1ms  decidedly  sieved  up  tho  process  of  finishing 
farm  and  home  plans,  which  should  be  in  finished  form  by  January  1,    I>aring  the 
winter  r.onths  a.ttendance  at  the  r.eotings  wa.s  not  too  good.    One  yo^ong  client 
ha.s  suggested  tha.t  many  have  nov;  received  enough  training  to  work  out  their  ov/n 
plans  without  the  necessity  for  gToup  meetings. 

Plans  are  being  ixvde  a.t  this  tirie  at  Red  River  Valley  Farms  to  estab- 
lish a  junior  gairdening  project  amiong  the  youngsters  on  the  project.     The  young 
people  work  individually  until  time  for  showing  their  products.    At  this  tim.e 
we  hope  to  have  a  small  gr.rden  show,  and  if  possible,  to  have  the  group  enter 
an  exhibit  in  the  Red  River  Valle^^  Fair. 

Re.gion  VIII  -  Defense  Area^s.  Only  two  areas  seem,  to  be  affected  at  this  timio  by 
tne  purcha.se  of  I'Uxd  b^-'  the  Armiy.  Those  area.s  are  near  Fort  Sill,  Oklalioma;.,  and 
Fort  Bliss,  Texa.s.  A  prelimina.ry  sur\''ey  at  Fort  Sill  indica.tes  tiia.t  the  problem 
there  will  not  be  so  riuch  one  of  assisting  families  irimed lately  being  displaced, 
but  the  more  intangible  probleri  of  a.ssisting  faxllies  who  will  be  displaced  by 
those  moving  from  the  acquired  area..  A  preliminary  survey  is  also  under  wa.y  a.t 
Fort  Bliss.

The  recent  increase  in  industrial  activity  in  Tex2.s  has  made  the  problem 
of  selecting  good  repla,cenient  fsunilies  at  the  Snm  Houston  F^jias  project  extremely 
difficult,  since  p.  large  nunher  of  farmers  in  that  section  have  given  up  farming 
operations  for  industrial  emiiolo;^/ment.    Young  farmers  in  partic^dlar  are  susceptible 
to  the  high  wage  scs-de  "being  offered  at  this  time.     In  the  fall  of  19^0,  the 
vocational  agriculture  teachers  of  the  State  were  requested  to  refer  a  number  of 
out-of-school  yo'ong  men  who  D.ight  "be  interested  in  resettlement  projects,  or  who 
might  need  assistance  from,  the  rehabilitation  division,    A  nu'.:ber  of  their  refer- 
rals expressed  considerable  interest,  but  before  act^oal  steps  conoid  be  taken  to 
service  their  needs,  several  of  them  obtained  employi'.ent  on  defense  projects  and 
others  took  priva.te  emplo^mient,  preferring  to  earn  present  high  wages  .?jid  delay 
their  entrance  into  faming.    Methods  of  riOoting  this  problem  as  it  affects  FSA 
projects  are  being  studied  in  several  regions, 

'Two  lighted  croquet  courts  ^.re  in  use  at  Yfoodlake,  Texas.    Plans  are 
being  made  for  a  lighted  Softball  field  which  should  be  ready  for  use  soon. 

A  library  hc.s  been  opened  in  the  store  building  at  101  Ranch,  Oklaiioma,. 
The  library,  consisting  of  821  books  and  numerous  newspapers,  ma.gazines,  and 
pamphilets,  ha.s  a  TOI  librarian  in  charge.    The  State  Libra^ry  Commission  is  pro- 
viding 3om.e  of  these  bocks. 

The  NYA  project  o.t  101  Ranch  operates  a.  first-aid  station  which  recently 
ga.ve  first  a.id  to  porsons  in  two  serious  ca.r  accidents  tha.t  occurred  nea.r  the 
ranch. 

Region  IX  -  A  proposal  is  under  considera.tion  providing  for  the  assLgniTient  of 
15  student  internes  to  Faxmi  Workers  Com  .mi ties  for  the  period  from  IMrch  15th 
to  Aug^jLst  15th.    One  interne  will  be  rjlaced  in  each  of  the  larger  Farm.  'Torkers 
Com-:anities  in  the  region.    Tliese  internes  are  being  selected  frou  among  the 
graduating  class  of  the  School  of  Socia.l  Service,  the  University  of  California. 
Such  a  prograj".:  will  provide  vii  opportunity  for  the  traaning  of  future  personnel 
on  the  job,  and  a  mreans  of  securin^  aiiditiona.l  personnel  during  the  suvmer  months 
for  a.ssistance  in  connection  with  comimunity  activities. 

In  March  a.  most  successfijl  Field  Day  V7as  celebrated  a.t  the  Migra^tory 
Caiip  a^t  Agua.  Fria,  Arizona.    From  ten  in  the  :.iorning  -until  six  at  night  the  carp 
haxl  a  continuous  round  of  Field  Day  com.petitions  with  the  residents  of  the 
neighboring  caxps  at  Eleven-ivlile  Corner  and  Yuma..    The  gam.os  and  sports  included 
on  the  day's  prOj-iraiii  were  baseball,  horseshoes,  croquet,  dominoes,  checkers, 
basketball,  volley  ball,  100-yard  da.sh,  50-ya<,rd  dash,  and  boxing.    'The  women  of 
the  caimp  prerjared  lunch  and  dinner  for  the  hungry  visitors. 

Region  X  -  The  fourth  annual  Extension  school  for  the  fa.rm.ers  on  Sun  Rdver  Valley 
Farm.s ,  Montana,  wa.s  well  attended.  Tlie  program  vras  lolanned  in  a  joint  conference 
of  FSA  and  Extension  Service  personnel. 

Tlie  new  comumanity  building  at  Western  Slope  Farms,  at  Lom.a,  Colora.do,  is 
serving  many  different  groups.    Thirty  mieetings,  sponsored  by  thirteen  different 
agencies,  vjere  held  in  January, 

Region  XI  -  Part  of  a  m.otion  picture,  HERI'L^GE  OF  THE  Um,  was  fiLned  at  the 
YarMll  Farm.  Family  Labor  Caxip,  Oregon,  in  IvLarch.    The  m.ovie,  financed  by  the  AAA 
is  intended  to  stress  the  imTJortance  of  conservation  of  both  human  and  nat-oral 
resources.

The  impa.ct  of  the  National  Defense  progTaj;i  in  the  Puget  Sound  area  is 
halving  some  effect  on  tenure  at  Snohomish  Fanms,  Washington.    Several  recent 
withdrawals  are  a.ttributaJDle  to  the  availability  and  relative  attra^ctiveness  of 
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Region  XI  (corxt^d) 

skilled  \7age  opportunities.    A  ccr.ipara'ble,  "but  lirxited,  tendency  of  this  sort  nay 
be  expected  to  continue  to  distract  the  interests  of  famly  heads  with  sone  def- 
inite form  of  Lianual  sld.ll. 

Officials  of  the  agricultural  section  of  the  Oregon  State  College  iiave 
indicated  a  desire  to  st^ady  the  physical  natujre  of  sone  of  the  vacated  ^onits  at 
Yarnliill  Fams,  Oregon,  and  to  make  referrals  of  lovr-incone  families  laio\7n  to 
then,  who,  "because  of  o"b.jective  considerations,  r,ay  be  especially  suited  for 
occupancy.    Such  referrals  will  be  nade  subject  to  the  approved  fandly  selection 
procedjxe  and  criteria,  and,  we  believe,  'will  provide  an  improved  method  for 
enabling  families  to  i-iake  a  more  intelligent  unit  choice. 

Region  XII  -  With  a  view  to  or^^xizing  a  corxiunity  council  at  Bos  que  Fp.rm.s,  New 
Mexico,  the  Comrnunity  Manager  has  for  the  past  two  years  frequently  requested  that 
comrdttees  of  project  residents  assist  him  with  probleris  concerning  the  xjroject. 
In  January  the  organization  of  a  formed  community  council  7.\as  completed.  Tne 
council,  in  the  capacity  of  an  ?„dvisory  and  plazming  body,  has  contributed  much 
to  the  development  of  com^onity  feeling  aiaong  the  people  on  the  project.  The 
council,  in  x:)lanning  the  corjnunity  activities  on  a  yearly  basis,  iia.s  given  partic- 
ular attention  to  the  young  people. 

Mothers  of  the  Bosque  Boy  Scouts  recently  served  a  dinner  to  the  Valencia 
County  Coordina.ting  Council  which  v;as  invited  to  hold  its  meeting  in  the  community 
building.    Funds  from,  this  activity  and  other  money  raising  activities  will  be 
used  to  pay  suruner  camp  fees  for  t'he  Scouts. 

Clients  of  the  FSA  living  on  the  riew  Mexico  Fp-rms,  in  the  Pecos  River 
Valley  near  Ft.  Sumner,  finding  it  inconvenient  to  arrrjige  transx^ortation  to 
Ft.  Sui-iner  to  attend  various  activities,  determdned  to  erect  a  smrdl  conimunity 
building  for  sccial-educationa.l  purposes.    A  local  lumber  company  furnished  the 
ma.teriad  at  cost.    Tlie  b^oilding  is  fra-me,  stuccoed.    Since  the  laJbor  was  furnished 
by  miemDers  of  the  comm^jnity  the  tota.1  cost  of  the  building  wa.s  aground  $700. 
Va.rious  a^gric^ult^oral  a.gencies  in  the  Vadley  cooperated  by  giving  technical  assist- 
ance, contributing  som.e  labor,  and  ha.uling  materials. 

Tiie  coEimunity  budlding  at  Ropesville  Farmis,  Texas,  is  used  frequently 
by  the  high  school  and  other  groups  ajid  orgaJiiza^tions  in  the  county.  Recently 
the  HoclcLey  Co'onty  Teachers  Associa.tion  held  its  a^mual  banquet  there.  Such 
use  of  the  building  iia.s  helped  crea.te  a  favorable  attitude  toward  the  project 
among  the  people  in  the  surrounding  community.

Region  II  -  It  v^ill  be  a  long  time  before  the  residents  of  Greendale ,  W;-sconsin, 
forget  Memory  Lane.    This  is  the  original  and  colorful  G-ay  Nineties  revue  recently 
planned  and  produced  by  the  Ladies  Foruiii.    Tie  story  of  hov7  it  happened  is  that 
one  night  the  members  of  the  Forum  gathered  round  the  piano  for  a  bit  of  singing. 
The  music  sort  of  took  them  back.    First  thing  they  knew,  they  had  planned  a  vjhole 
show  vrith  costumes,  dance  routines,  heart -rend in'?  m.elodrama,  and  old  songs  like 
Merry  VJidov;  Waltz,  Bicycle  Built  for  Two,  Bird  in  a  Gilded  Cage,  and  The  Band 
Played  On.    In  fact,  nothing  essential  to  a  Ga"  Nineties  revue  was  lacking,  and 
the  audience  was  enthusiastic  in  its  approval. 

Region  III  -  In  observance  of  the  third  anniversary  of  Greenhills ,  Ohio,  the 
Greenhills  News  Bulletin  published  an  attractive  anniversary  editioa,-.  v/hich 
traces  the  history  of  the  greenbelt  tovms  and  contains  a  complete  description  of 
the  town  government  of  Greenhills,  its  educational  and  recreational  facilities, 
and  the  activities  of  the  various  clubs  and  other  organizations  of  the  community. 

The  sC'olarship  team  from  the  Greenhills  high  school  placed  third  among  the 
Hamilton  County  teams  and  ninth  among  the  State  teams  that  participated  in  the 
Miami  University  scholarship  tests. 

Tv70  meFibers  of  the  regional  Coirimunity  and  Family  Services  staff  are  assisting  in 
the  medical  appraisal  program  novj  in  operation  in  the  Southeastern  Missouri  area 
development.    They  are  taking  the  necessar^r  medical  histories  on  all  families 
co:'.iing  to  the  clinic.    The^^  are  contributing  to  the  effectiveness  of  the  clinic 
because  of  their  training  an.d  experience  in  interviewing  people.    Likewise,  they 
will  gain  a  fund  of  knowledge  regarding  the  medical  problems  of  the  families  in 
that  area,  which  will ^be  of  value  in  future  work  with  the  individual  families  and 
the  community  staffs. 

Several  regional  conferences  v^ith  Soil  Conservation  personnel  during  the  spring 
have  resulted  in  a  reconsideration  of  the  relocation  problem  presented  by  families 
living  on  the  Crab  Orchard  Creek  project,   in  Illinois.    Tvrelve  families  living 
in  the  area  have  been  selected  jointly  by  SCS  and  FSA  to  remain  in  the  area. 
With  more  families  being  allowed  to  remain,  the  relocation  problem  is  greatly 
simplified  and  a  more  realistic  approach  can  be  taken.    Moreover  the 
individual  relocation  of  approximately  ten  fam.ilies  v/ho  are  to  m_ove  from  the  area 
can  no77  be  more  effectively  handled.     SCS  locally  has  agreed  that  these  families 
may  remain  on  the  area  indefinitely,  at  least  through  this  calendar  year,  V7hich 
gives  a  longer  time  to  effect  sati sf actor:/  relocation. 

Region  lY  -    The  residents  of  Pembroke  Farms,  North  Carolina,  expect  to  enjoy  a 
lot  of  outdoor  activity  at  their  new  recruation  center  this  suRimer.    The  home- 
steaders have  improved  the  road  around  the  community  building,  and  built  a 
brick  barbecue  fireplace  and  picnic  tables.    At  present  they  are  landscaping  the 
grounds  in  front  of  the  building  and  preparing  space  for  Softball  and  a  general 
playground.    Baseball  and  softball  teams  are  being  organized. 
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Region  IV  (continued)  -  The  Social  Building  Comitteo  at  Pcnderlea  Hcmstoads,  N.C. 
has  retained  the  physical  education  teacher  for  the  penderlca  School  to  supervise 
the  summer  recreational  activities. 

The  members  of  the  various  adult  education  classes  at  Shenand oah  Ilome s t e ad 3 ,  Vir- 
ginia, are  planning  a  big  picnic  for  the  middle  of  June.    The  outstanding  f ield 
event  is  expected  to  be  competition  for  the  title  of  best  horseshoe  pitcher  on 
Shenandoah  Homesteads. 

Since  its  organization,  a  year  ago,  the  Lions  Service  Club  at  Tygart  Valley,  West 
Virginia,  has  been  one  of  the  most  active  of  community  enterprises.    Thu  club 
draws  membership  from  the  near  by  tOT/ms  of  Beverly  and  Mill  Creek  as  well  a  s  from 
the  project.    Although  the  organization  is  strictly  a  mvon^s  affair,  the  ladies 
are  admitted  as  guests  every  fifth  Thursday.    One  of  the  club's  most  successful 
ventures  was  a  dramatic  production  v.^hich  netted  ^^225.    Sponsorship  of  the  newly 
organized  homestead  Boy  ^cout  tiroop  is  the  most  recent  responsibility  assumed  by 
the  Lions. 

Miss  Biggs  and  Mr.  Mullins,  of  the  regional  Family  Services  staff,  arc  cooperating 
in  maicing  a  survey  of  all  families  who  are  to  be  displaced  by  the  development  of 
the  Marino  base  in  0nsl07«r  County,  North  Carolina. 

Region  V  -  During  the  month  of  March  the  members  of  the  Family  Services  staff  spent 
most  of  their  time  completing  arrangements  for  families  who  are  to  move  from,  cer- 
tain projects    but  x^^-ho,  for  various  reasons,  were  still  holding  possession  of 
their  houses.    Every  effort  is  being  made  to  make  all  of  these  relocations  vrithout 
resorting  to  legal  procedure,  and  in  most  cases  this  has  boon  accomplished. 

Some  time  has  been  snent  helping  to  relocate  families  fro  ".a  the  Hinesville  Defense 
Area  to  corporation  farms  near  riazlehurst,  G-eorgia. 

A  survey  of  the  families  at  Pine  Mountain  Vallc^^,  Georgia,  has  b^^en  completed. 
This  survey  will  show,  in  addition  to  the  usual  famiily  information,  the  status  of 
the  family  v^hen  it  moved  to  the  project  and  the  accumxUlated  net  worth  of  the  family 
at  the  present  timio. 

Several  indications  point  to  a  renev/al  of  interest  in  cooperatives  and  consumer 
buying  problems  on  a  number  of  projects  in  this  region.    The  staff  of  tne  projects 
near  Birmingham,  Alabaraa,  is  spending  an  hour  each  xve^k  discussing  coopc;rat ives 
and  cooperative  literature. 

Four  classes  in  public  speaking  under  ^'JPA  teachers  have  been  started  on  the  Bir- 
mingham projects.    Two  have  chosen  coopi^ratives  as  the  theme  for  their  talks  and 
one  is  considering  a  study  of  "dollar  stretching.''    At  Greenwood ,  a  committee 
appointed  by  the  Cooperative  Board  of  Directors  is  responsible  for  having  the 
home  management  program,  built  around  studios  in  food  buying  and  planning.  The 
Cooperative  Education  Committee  at  Cahaba  is  concentrating  on  group  vjork  and 
development  of  group  leadership. 

At  Palme rdale ,  the  cooperative  and  ho:iHe stead  associations  have  launched  a  joint 
plan  for  dividing  the  community  into  ten  small  groups,  according  to  geographical 
location,  and  have  appointed  a  leader  for  each  group.    These  leaders  form  a  leaders' 
council  through  which  they  propose  to  develop  adult  study  and  action  on  matters 
of  concern  to  the  cooperative,  the  homestead  association,  or  the  community.  The 
members  of  the  leaders'  council  have  assumed  their  nev;  responsibility  with  enthusi- 
asm.   Consumer  buying  of  foods  will  be  one  of  the  first  subjects  studied. 
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Region  V  (continued)  -    At  Okeechobee  Migratory  Labor  Carap,  Florida,  the  com- 
Liunity  activities  end  recreational  supervisor  conducts  a  class  in  loadors'iip  traini 
Included  in  the  group  taking  the  course  are  all  of  the  nursery  school  staff, 
the  school  teachers,  trainee  supervisors  of  the  Home  Management  Division  who 
are  waiting  for  the  0T)ening  of  the  two  new  camps,  the  1/rpA  recreation  worker,  and 
a  number  of  members  of  the  Okeechobee  social  club.    Dances  and  games  for  both 
children  and  adults  are  taught,  the  material  presented  ranging  from  that  suitable 
for  children  of  nursery  school  age  to  social  recreation  for  adults.    The  members 
of  the  class  take  notes  on  the  m.aterial  covered  so  that  they  can  present  it  another 
day  as  a  forra  of  practice  teaching  in  the  group. 

The  profits  of  the  camp  store  at  Okeechobee,  which  are  donated  to  the  nursery 
school,  have  averaged  about  $50  a  month.    This  monejr  is  spent  for  food  and  new 
equi'oment . 

Tht;  principal  of  the  Okeechobee  cojiip  school  reports  that  the  newly  organized  stu- 
dent council  has  proved  c.  real  help  to  the  teachers  in  im.proving  the  school 
attendance . 

Region  VI  -    One  of  the  boys  from  Region  VI  who  has  attended  the  johin  C.  Campbell 
Folk  School  for  the  past  tvjo  years  is  teaching  one  of  the  defense  training  classes 
at  Mileston  Farms,  Mississippi. 

Two  young  woodcarvers  from  Transylvania  Farms,  Louisiana,  are  busy  filling  orders 
coming  to  them  as  a  result  of  the  recognition  they  won  at  a  recent  hobby  show  at 
the  East  Carroll  Parish. 

The  specialist  in  rural  vfomen^s  organizations  for  the  Extension  Service  conducted 
a  class  in  recreational  training  in  the  community  building  at  Lucedale  Farms, 
Mississippi . 

A  policy  of  having  each  RP  f,amily  recomu'iended  by  the  County  Advisory  Committee  of 
the  county  in  which  the  family  lives  was  adopted  by  Region  VI  several  months  ago. 
This  procedure  was  prompted  by  the  realization  that  it  is  desirable  to  have  the 
people  "back  home"  feel  som.e  responsibility  in  seeing  that  RP  fam.ilies  FLake  gDod. 
Also,  an  KP  family  occasionally  decides  that  they  will  be  happier  if  they 
return"  to  their  form.er  comTiUnity,  and  undur  such  circumstances  Region  VI  of- 
ficials want  to  give  them  the  benefit  of  the  FSA  program,  in  their  home  counter. 
If  these  families  have  not  been  approved  by  the  County  Advisory  Comrriittee  pre- 
viously,  it  is  more  difficult  to  secure  their  accuptance  in  the  county  program.. 
The  Region  VI  staff  feels  that  this  procedure  also  contributes  towards  the 
unification  of  the  various  phases  of  tlTe  regional  progrrj.i. 

Training  Future  Ste.ff  -    Miss  Fulton,  of  tne  ComLmunity  and  F:amily  Services  Section, 
conferred  with  Miss  Elizabeth  Wisner,  Dean  of  the  School  of  Social  Y^ork,  Tulane 
University,  concerning  the  training  of  personnel  to  be  fitted  for  work  with  the 
Community  and  Fajnily  Services  Section.    At  the  request  of  Miss  ''^isner,  plans  are 
being  mxade  for  certain  FSA  representatives  to  talk  to  students  attending  the 
Tulane  School  of  Social  Work  concerning  the  social  aspects  of  the  FSA  program. 

State  Social  V^ork  Conference  -  Plans  developed  in  cooperation  with  the  Informa- 
tion Division  for  setting  up  FSA  exhibits  at  the  Arkansas  State  Conference  of 
Social  Work  and  the  Mississippi  State  Conference  of  Social  Work  vjere  recently 
carried  out.    The  Arkansas  exhibit  was  a  pictorial  display  which  told  how  the 
Farm  Security  Admdni  strati  on  seeks  to  stop  social  problem.s  at  their  source 
by  providing  new  opportunities  for  lovj- income  families.

Region  VI  (continued)  -  Fr.mily  Adjustments  -  FUiiily  Services  vjorkurs  in  the  field 
are  making  visits  to  families  who  liavcT" been  referred  by  local  management  staffs 
because  of  their  failure  to  adjust  themst-lvus  so  as  to  utilize  the  facilities  and 
programs  ^^rovided  by  the  FSA. 

Region  VII  -  Defense  Family  Ru 16 cat ion  -  Through  the  sponsorship  of  t'le  County 
Land  Planning  Committee,  a  f riaily-by-f amily  surve^^  of  approximately  125  families 
has  been  completed  for  t'le  relocation  of  fariii  fam.ili-.s  displaced  by  the  purchase 
of  land  for  'iddition  to  the  present  rest.rvation  at  Ft.  Riley,  Kansas. 

A  meeting  of  the  Riley  Count^^  Land  Use  Planning  Committee  was  called  by  the 
county  agent,  and  representatives  of  FSA,  BAE,  and  Extension  Service,  etc.,  were 
invited  to  attend.    A  five-member  sub-corj;;ittee  of  the  County  Land  Use  Planning 
Committee  was  ap"^;)ointed  to  assist  the  gover  mental  agencies  in  conducting  the 
fai.'iily- by-family  surAroy  and  in  solving  the  relocation  problems.  A  technical 
committee  reT)resenting  various  govermriontal  agencies  was  appointed  to  collaborate 
with  Vie  sub-committee.    Th'.)  two  comimittt.es  met  and  discussed  the  entire  probleFi, 
and  reviewed  a  suggested  inf orraation  schedule  preri'/.red  b^''  the  government  agencies 
and  thu  counter  agent's  office.     Th;^  sub-coiimiittee ,  being  composed  of  farmers 
living  v;ithin  the  purchase  area,  decided  that  none  of  its  owtl  laembers  should 
participate  in  melcing  the  fam.ily  survey.     1:1  lieu  of  this  personal  contact  a 
general  letter,  signed  by  the  five  members  of  thu  sub-committee,  was  sent  to 
each  of  the  fair.ilies  living  in  the  purchase  area.    This  letter  set  forth  the 
general  purpose  of  the  survey  and  statud  that  a  field  worker  would  c  11  on  them 
in  the  near  future.    The  survey  was  made  by  Mans  S.  Hoibcrg,  Chief  of  Community 
and  Family  Services;  E.  H.  G-randfield,  Riley  County  RR  Supervisor;  K.  W.  MilL  r, 
Bureau  of  Agricultural  Econoa.ics;  John  W.  Livingston,  Conmiunity  Manager  of 
RR-KA  4;  and  P.  1.  jehlik,  Junior  Rural  Sociologist  of  the  Amxarillo  Office  of 
the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics.     BAE  tabulated  the  results  in  order  thdb 
the  corrmiittees  might  have  at  their  disposal  not  only  the  individual  fc^^mily  in- 
formo.tion  schedules  but  also  pertinent  sumjnarized  data  with  reference  to  all 
cases.  A  joint  meeting  of  the  two  committees  was  scheduled  for  May  21.  The 
125  families  will  be  classified  according  to  the  tj^po  of  assistance  required. 

Region  IX  -    The  cam.p  council  at  Agua  Fria,  Arizona,  has  rented  a  16-mm  m.ovie 
camera  with  which  to  record  the  comi'mnity  life  at  the  cai^ip.    A  fardly  will  be 
shown  registering,  going  through  the  clinic,  and  setting  up  housekeeping. 
Pictures  will  be  made  of  the  nursery  school,  of  the  health  and  hygiene  class, 
of  various  sports,  and  of  the  people  working  in  the  crops.    When  the  picture  is 
completed,  it  will  be  sho-ivn  at  the  camp. 

Region  X 

Family  replacement  work  has  been  completed  on  all  projects  for  this  season's 
occupancy.    More  replacements  have  been  necessary  this  year  thtm  previously. 
This  can  be  attributed  mainly  to  two  factors  —  jobs  in  the  defense  industry 
and  better  prospects  of  wheat  crops  in  the  drylrmd  areas.    This  turnover  has 
necessitated  extra  work  and  planning,  but  it  has  been  a  means  of  detemining 
t'aose  project  families  seriously  interested  in  the  continuation  of  farming  on 
project  units. 

Forty-three  families  have  been  ap^oroved  for  the  new  units  at  Kinsey  Farm.s, 
Montana.    Many  of  the  families  have  already  moved  into  their  homes.     It  is  ex- 
pected that  a  total  of  77  famdlies  will  be  in  occupancy  this  year.    Farmi  and 
home  plans  are  being  rushed  to  completion  and  the  project  staff  is  trying  to 
obtain  a  better  understanding  of  the  new  faiiiilies  and  their  living  and  manage- 
ment habits.    New  families  are  beginning  their  record  books  as  of  April  1,  to 
coincide  with  the  farm  and  home  Blans.    Among  families  who  have  been  receiving 
FSA  aid  before  coming  to  the  project,  much  us...  is  being  m.ade  of  the  record  books 
which  they  ho.vc  been  keeping  for  the  past  months.     Of  much  gr^- ater  value  than 
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tiiG  books  taemselv&s  is  the  fact  that  these  families  have  been  instructed  re- 
garding the  value  and  inothod  of  keeping  records. 

Region  XI  -  Mr.  Patrick  Hughes,  Regional  Caief  of  Coinmunity  and  Faraily  Services, 
has  returned  to  the  region  and  is  available  for  consultation,  although  he  will 
not  return  to  dut^'-  until  advised  to  do  so  by  his  physician. 

Labor  Ilomes  -    The  continued  turnover  in  occupancy  of  the  labor  homes  has  tended 
to  create  a  substantial  vacancy  situation  for  all  projects.    These  terminations 
have  been  influenced  by  opportunities  whereby  the  faj-iiilies  have  bettered  their 
economic  stetus.    Four  tjrpes  of  relocation  tenure  have  been  involved:  full-time 
farmx  labor  jobs  on  a  monthly  wage  basis  with  cash  income  approximating  the  $60 
range;  farm  and  dairy  managerial  jobs  v/ith  dwellings  furnished;  sharecrop  tenure,- 
and  share  or  crop-rent  tenure,   sup-i^lomentod  b^'  rehabilitation  loans.    The  last- 
m.entioned  opportunities  have  been  the  most  frequent.    Non-farm  opportunities  in 
fields  related  to  national  defense  also  have  continued  to  attract  labor-home 
occupants  who  possess  supplemxontary  industrial-ti^DC  skills.     In  view  of  the  cur- 
rent absence  of  farm  project  opportunities  which  meet  the  settlement  needs  of 
these  families,  this  turnover  represents  a  healthy  situation  in  that  definite 
steps  toward  self -maintenance  and  strLbilit^^  arc  being  made  by  a  group  admitted 
from,  the  stream  of  migrator^"  agricultural  workers.    Moreover,  such  a  trend  re- 
leases facilities  for  the  benefit  of  other  families  to  be  selected  during  the 
ensuing  crop  seasons.    The  RP  Division  does  not  intend  to  lose  touch  with  fami- 
lies leaving  the  labor  hom_es.    They  will  constitute  a  reserve  grouT)  for  future 
resettlement  op-portunities . 

The  labor  homes  Consumers*  Association  at  the  ^tlla  Walla,  I'iashington  migratory 
labor  camp,  previously  active  chiefly  in  the  group  purchasing  of  milk,  has  taken 
steps  to  organize  and  operate  a  cooperative  potato  patch.    Reductions  effected 
in  the  purchase  price  of  milk  have  facilitated  the  provision  of  a  guart  of  milk 
daily  for  each  c'lild  in  the  community.    Most  families  havu  reported  an  improve- 
ment ia  the  health  and  weight  of  their  children  as  a  result  of  the  milk  progr.am. 

Sociology  classes  from  Pacific  university  and  Reed  College  made  field  trips  to 
the  Walla  Walla  camp.  One  of  the  camp  councilman  explained  the  camp  progisun  to 
t'le  group  and  presented  the  vietArpoint  of  the  workers. 

The  physical  facilities  of  the  Walla  YJalla  camj^  arc  to  be  m.r.de  available  for 
the  district  demionstrations  of  the  Agriculture  Extension  Servicu. 

The  Twill  Falls,  Idaho,  m.igrator^^  labor  camp  has  purchased  pov-jer  equipment  for 
the  manual  training  room,  with  coiiLmuiiity  funds.    A  cobbler* s  outfit,  to  be  used 
for  self-repair  of  shoes,  has  also  been  provided  froFi.  the  same  source. 

Region  XII  -  The  young  people  of  high-school  age  at  Bosque  Farms,  New  Me:}^ico, 
have  formed  a  club  to  encourage  a  greater  variety  of  planned  recreational  ac- 
tivities.   A  young  couple  living  on  the  project  has  been  chosen  club  sponsors. 

Yfhen  som.e  Indian  Boy  Scouts  from.  Albuquerque  vrere  invited  to  attend  a  play 
presented  by  the  Bosque  Scouts,  the  Bosque  troop  was  delighted  that  their  guests 
agreed  to  suDplement  the  entertaini'.ient  with  additional  numbers  including  somie 
Indian  dances. 

During  the  period  when  the  home  demonstration  club  is  meeting  at  Rope svi lie 
Farms,  Texas,  the  pre-school  children  enjo^r  an  hour  of  story  telling  and  games 
under  the  direction  of  one  of  the  mothers. 
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Region  XII  (continued)  -  The  Coiiriiunity  Council  at  Bosgug,  New  T-'Iexico,  has  been 
active  and  interested  in  a  nuriber  of  problems  concerning  the  comraunity.  After 
considerable  discussion  and  study  of  the  needs  of  the  individual  families  on  the 
project,  the  council  rccomr=iended  that  dairy  barns  be  constructed  on  all  of  the 
vacant  units  and  on  all  of  the  units  on  which  there  are  no  dairy  barns  at  pres- 
ent, V7here  the  fcjnily  is  int^^rested  in  dairying  as  one  of  its  major  enterprises. 
A  budget  for  this  purr.ose  for  the  next  fiscal  7/ear  is  being  submitted. 

The  Soil  Conservation  Service  is  conducting,  on  project  lands,  an  experiment 
with  various  pasture  grasses.    This  past  month  the  project  maLnager  and  several 
clients  made  a  trip  to  ot'ier  experimental  areas  and  to  the  shrubbery  farm  near 
Bernalillo,  Nuw  Mexico. 

Very  few  adjustment  problems  have  occurred  at  Dona  Ana  Farm.s,  New  Mexico.  This 
project  of  five  Spanish-American  fardlies  has  started  its  plans  for  the  second 
year.    A_ll  these  families  have  a  background  of  sharecro-oping,  farm  labor,  or 
tenancy  on  large  farms  in  comiTiercial  cotton  production.    With  one  exception 
these  families  moved  to  the  project  from  farms  where  housing  conditions  vjere  ycty 
poor  and  there  was  little  or  no  land  for  gardens  or  subsistence  crops  or  livestock. 

Improvements  on  this  project  xvere  not  completed  until  January,  1941.  Th:.  famnlies 
lived  the  first  year  in  sod  buildings  on  the  project.    The  families  and  livestock 
were  crovrdcd  and  hardly  separated.     In  1940,  attention  vjiis  given  to  oroduction 
of  crops  -  both  feed  and  cash  -  the  raising  of  gardens  and  canning  for  winter  use. 
Little  could  be  done  toward  developing  poultry  and  dair^^  enterprises.  These  fami- 
lies were  so'iewhat  discouraged  at  times  but  complained  very  little.    They  had 
never  borrowed  much  mone^^  at  one  time  and  the  size  of  the  debt  vrorried  them  con- 
siderably because  it  w.-.s  not  a  part  of  their  exr)erience  to  borrow  more  in  one 
year  than  could  be  repaid  from  the  cotton. 

Since  these  families  are  few  in  nuinber  and  live  close  together,  group  supervision 
has  been  effective,  especially  in  home  mi.nagement  problems  of  canning  and  child 
care.    The  county  health  nurse  has  buen  especially  helpful.    The  fa.milies  have 
been  cooperative  and,  since  the 3^  are  accustomed  to  group  activity,  group  education 
and  supc rvision  will  be  effective. 

Plans  for  1941  ^jd.11  stress  (1)  providing  fai.iily  needs  from  dairy  and  poultry 
products,  which  was  not  possible  last  year;   (2)  teaching  the  wom.en  by  group 
instructions  how  to  make  rugs,  curtains,  repair  furniture,  can  meats  and  vege- 
tables, and  economize  in  furnishing  their  homes  and  landscaping  their  farmsteads; 
{"c)  educational  ^'jork  in  soil  conservation.     The  Soil  Conservation  representative 
and  the  Project  Manager  have  made  plans  with  the  D_en  on  the  project  about  the 
work  to  be  done  on  each  unit  this  3-ear.    The  plans  call  for  SCS  to  furnish  tech- 
nical as 'i stance,  with  the  clients  contributing  the  labor  and  doing  what  viork 
they  can  with  the  machinery  they  have,  the  CCC  furnishing  labor  and  equipment, 
and  FSA  making  funds  available  for  materials,  fuel,  and  oil. 
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This  issue  of  the  COlAuJIIITY  ANI;  FAAILY  SAR7ICES  AULLETIA  describes  some 
of  the  T^a-vs  in  which  the  FSA  has  been  DarticiDatinr?  in  the  Kational  De- 


fense Training  Program  in  several  of  the  regions. 
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Region  II  -  The  IIYA  resident  training  center  located  at  Ir onrro o d  Home s t ead s ,  Aichi- 
gan^  has  i:::proved  its  facilities  for  defense  training,  A  nei;;  kitchen  and  addition- 
al barracks  have  been  erected^  new  equipment  ordered^  and  more  instructors  added  to 
the  staff . 

The  States  of  ;7i  scon  sin  ^  Llinnesota^  and  Ilichigan  already  had  rTYA  training 
and  Trork  projects  in  areas  v;!!iere  the  YSA  case  load  is  heaviest ^  but  recommendations 
have  been  :.iade  for  expansion  in  other  areas  which  vd-ll  s::rve  ASA  clients.    The  re- 
gional office  has  offered  to  furnish  land  for  agricultural  training  and  has  sug- 
gested that  there  is  a  great  need  for  people  trained  in  farm  construction_j  farm 
sanitation,  conservation,  stream  control ,  forestry,  and  ^ame  managenie-nt , 

The  large  amount  of  money  being  expended  for  National  Defense  operations 
near  Saganaw,  I.iichigan,  has  made  necessary  some  adjustments  in  farm  o^- orations  and 
in  farm  labor  problems.     The  area  contiguous  to  the  project  is  in  the  center  of  an 
expanding  defense  activity.    A  few  of  the  lessees  and  several  sons  of  lessees  are 
now  active  in  National  Defense  work.    Plants  seeking  personnel  for  defense  Yrork 
are  asking  for  semi-skilled  help  miich  can  be  trained  at  a  six  vreeks'  training 
school,    farm  boys  ivlth  mechanical  experience  are  desired.     The  oroj.:ct  has  had  no 
losses  due  to  the  Army  draft,  but  it  anticipates  a  few  this  sijiumer ,    riowcver,  the 
total  number  affected  vdll  bo  less  than  the  number  lost  to  National  Aefense  work 
in  local  industries.    In  order  to  maxvj  up  the  help  shortage  this  sijLXier,  the  more 
skilled  of  the  transient  Llexican  laborers  will  probably  be  used  to  replace  the  lo- 
cal farm  boys. 


Region  III  -  Changes  in  Goimmvnity  and  Family  cervices  personnel  as  a  result  of  the 
needs  of  the  defense  housing  program  in  this  region  have  caused  a  delay  in  report- 
ing of  regional  activities. 

Region  TI  -  Pre-planning  for  Family  Selection  "Fork  -  Tentative  plans  for  family  se- 
lection work  for  the  coming  selection  p.riod  have  been  completed,    A  brief  outline 
of  the  plan  is  given  below: 

I.    Staff  meetings  y/ith  project  personnel  to  (a)  review  criteria  and  pro- 
cedure for  eelectionj  (b)  determine  appro::imate  number  of  vacancies 
to  be  filled,   (c)  plan  for  desired  publicity  to  be  requested  from  In- 
formation Division,  etc.,  (d)  review  pending  applications,   (e)  alan 
acquaintance  meetings  v/ith  r epi'esentatives  of  other  divisions  of  FSA 
:  and  other  agencies.

Gee's  Bend,  Alabama;    A  three-room  vocational  building  is  being  buil!.t  here 
according  to  State  plans  mth  cooperation  01  the  FSA  and  State  IIXA.    I\iIA  is  supoly- 
ing  the  labor  and  supervision  ".vhile  the  project  boys  are  assigned  to  construction 
vrark  on  the  irT'l  work  aid. 

Flint  River,  Georgia;    A  vocational  building,  a  contribution  of  the  I'^TA, 
is  under  construction.    The  BiA  is  also  furnishing  labor  and  supervision  for  the 
erection  of  a  hot  lunch  Icitchen  for  the  school.    Liaterials  for  this  are  being  pro- 
vided by  FSA.    Here  again  the  x^A  offers  training  in  construction  work  to  FSA  youth 
and  others. 

Allendale  Farms.  South  Carolina;    A  three-room,  vocational  building,  ap- 
proved by  the  State  Vocational  Department,  is  to  be  erected  at  St.  Mark's  School. 
Materials  will  be  contributed  by  the  State  iriA  and  FSA,    The  FYA  is  responsible  for 
the  labor  and  supervision,  while  the  boys  at  Allendale  Farms  who  are  enrolled  in  kTA 
will  do  the  construction  work, 

IvBfA  quotas  for  boys  on  practically  every  project  have  been  expanded  under 
the  Defense  progreji.     The  State  Vocational  Departments  ha.ve  placed  cidditional  in- 
structors of  youths  from  17  to  25  on  ever;,;"  project  having  shops.    These  instructors  • 
are  in  a.ddition  to  the  full-time  vocational  teachers.

Division  appraises  and  options  the  land  or  leases  it  on  a  long-tijne 
basis,  folloYv's  through  to  see  that  the  titles  are  cleai-ed  and  the  lane  paid  for,  and 
cooperates  mth  the  Engineering  Division  in  planning,  developing,  and  managing  the 
properties  purchased  or  Icc^sed,    ?"'SA  has  assisted  in  evacuating  families  from  the 
Hinesville  area  in  Georgia;  Fort  licClennan  and  Childersburg  area  in  Aj.abana;  and 
Fort  Jackson,  Santee-Cooper,  and  Cam  Croaft,  in  South  Carolina.    On  the  combjr.cd 
areas,  there  Tj-ere  2o51  families  to  be  evacuated.    Definite  relocation  plans  nave 
been  made  for  23^3  of  them,  arid  214B  faniLlies  have  been  actually  relocated.  Obvious- 
ly many  of  these  families  have  been  relocated  on  temp^:-rary  places  and  7:111  have  to  be 
peimianently  relocated  later.

The  Delmo  Labor  Homes  were  planned  in  1940  Tiien  the  governor  appointed  a 
special  committee  tc  TK)rk  out  some  method  of  ajJ.eviating  the  condition  of  the  share- 
croppers and  farm  laborers  Yiiio  had  been  pushed  off  the  lend  in  the  seven  counties  in 
the  boot-heel  section  of  Lmseouri,    Approximately  500  families  were  provided  mth  - 
homes  erected  in  nine  different  communities,  three  of  vRiich  were  for  Negroes.  Rmth 
individual  garden  tracts  the  families  are  able  to  make  a  subsistence  living  in  off- 
seasors  and  yet  be  available  for  cotton  chopping  and  pic!:ing  wien  there  is  a  doLiand 
for  their  services. 

Region  IV  -  Early  in  I  lay,  t7;o  members  of  the  Community  and  j'amily  Services  staff 
visited  the  13  no":  families  placed  at  Penderlca  Rov^esteadss  North  Carolina,  this 
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year.    The  piii-'poce  of  these  visits  was  to  determine  the  follovdng :

2,  Horr  effective  the  pro-planning,  or  propajration  prior  to  acceptance, 
haw^  been; 

3,  Hov.-  this  pre-planning  has  influenced  each  fainj.lj's  nror-res;:  and  adjust- 
ment J 

4,  HoTT  the  f2JTD.lies  have  progressed  genorallyj 

5,  Ho7r  they  have  reacted  to  community  life; 

6,  How  happy  they  are  in  their  comimmity  life; 

7,  Hovr  the  Community  and  i^'omily  Services  Section  can  further  assist  the 
project  personixcl  in  their  rehabilita^tion. 

The,  fami.lies  appear  to  be  happy  a.nd  are  an>:ious  uo  become  an  integral  part 
of  the  coiamunity.    Their  attitude  towards  s'apervision,  iTliich.  thxcy  have  not  previous- 
ly experienced,  is  good.    They  also  seem  appreciative  of  the  opportunity  to  become 
self-sustaining  farmers,    A  spccicil  effort  vras  made  last  fall,  particularly  for  this 
project,  to  orientate  the  prospective  nevr  families  to  the  program  so  that  they  yrould 
experience  less  shock  upon  changing  homes  and  770 uld.  understand  clearly  what  they  Yrere 
going  into,  what  they  might  expect  of  the  ?SA,  and  -/.diat  their  responsibilities  would, 
be.    It  is  felt  th:;t  this  lack  of  understanding  has  been  one  of  the  causes  of  failure 
among  project  occupants.    In  selecting  future  families  every  effort  will  bo  made  to 
prepare  them  for  occupanc^^. 

Region  V  -  Although  there  are  no  serious  cases  of  mi s^jnder standing  or  lack  of  cooper- 
ation ai:iong  project  families,  some  time  has  recent].y  been  spent  working  with  cases  • 
on  Yoiich  complaints  had  been  received.     In  all  instances,  the  differences  ""ere  ad- 
justed to  the  satisfaction  of  the  project  personnel,  the  regional  office,  and  the 
f  ar'ii  lies  c  one  em  c  d , 

Defense  Relocation  -  Surveys  have  recently  been  coixoleted.  at  the  f lorida 
Migratory  Labor  Canps  and  at  Sujiiter ,  South  Garolana,  Yitiere  faiai-lics  arc  novr  occupying 
land  which  v.dll  be  converted  into  a  basic  flying  school. 

At  Ashwood  Plantation,  South  Carolina,  a  study  is  being  made  for  the  wir- 
Dose  of  determining  anv  changes  Y/hich  mav  be  necessary  in  the  present  famil^'"  selcc- 
tion  criteria.    All  units  at  C^haba,  Alaba^ia^  suburban  community  are  kept  occupied 
and  there  is  an  approved  "i^iting  li.st  at  all  times.    The  nijmber  of  applicants  has 
permitted  the  selection  of  families  from  Y;ell  YsLthin  the  maximum  income  li::iitation. 
At  Grec^nY.'Ood,  Alabama,    Y/iiich  is  now  being  operated  under  a  homestead  association, 
the  community  continues  to  show  progress  in  bejng  able  to  rrn  itself.    The  occupants 
are  vciy  rapidly  becommng  s.blc  to  develop  leaders  and  follow;  them  in  carrying  out  al]. 
phases  of  community  life.    The  100  houses  at  Banldiead  farms,  Alabama,  remain  occupied 
and  the  aeople  seem  Y;ell.l  satisfied.    Cormruaity  life  here  has  blended  Y^ell  into  that 
of  the  surrounding  communities'. 

An  outstanding  exaiaole  of  leadership  development  on  fSA  projects  is  evi-  ■ 
denced  by  the  appormtm.ent  of  sn  Adiwood,  South  Carolina,  girl  as  recreation  director 
of  a  state  NfA  training  center  for  boys  and  girls,  u.t  a  salary  of  sixty  dollars  a 
nonth  and  board.    Formal  schooling  had  little  appeal  for  this  farm  girl  -/rho  has  only 
an  ele:"icntsa"y  scliool  education,  but  she  is  a  natural  leader  a.id  very  gifted  vrith  her 
hands.    She  has  shared  responsibility  for  running  the  farm  with  her  Y/idoY^ed  mother 
and  younger  brothers.     Through  the  efforts  of  the  project  staff  and  the  regional 
educe.tional  adviser  this  girl  Yras  given  t]ie  opportiuiity  of  attending  the  Ccai^.pbcll 
folk  School  at  frasstoYos,  and  the  Pi^nland  School,  both  in  forth  Carolina,  as  well  as 
ohe  national  Recreation  Institute  held  in  Dirmingham,     She  does  beautiful,  vroaving  anc 
has  rrxusual  ability  in  oth.cr  tY^Dos  of  arts  and  crafts.    The  experience  gained  by  con- 
ducting leadership  institutes  for  church  groups  in  and  around  Ashwood,  during  the 
past  year,  has  been  excellent  preliminary  training  for  her  present  Y7ork. 

The  Coffee  County  council  (Alabaim)  has  been  planning  to  expand  the  school 
lujich  progrs^.i  for  the  coaling  term.    Hot  lYuiches  Yrcre  ser-ved  at  seven  of  the  schools 
in  the  county  during  the  past  year  and  it  is  hoped  that  tYrice  that  ni^ber  yo.11  serve 
them  this  year.    A  plan  under  consideration  ••rould  Liake  ^x- critic  the  ourchase  of  sur- 
plus commodities  produced  in  Coffee  County.    These  ^/ould  be  returned  to  the  county 
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in  the  form  of  hot  school  lunches  served  the  children  01  the  comity. 

The  Florida  State  College  for  ITonen  has  been  so  i: pressed  Tdth  the  recrea- 
tional Yfork  that  ?SA  has  prcnoted  at  Escanbia  Fares  and  Cherry  Lake  Fams,  Flor?lda, 
that  they  have  asked  the  FSA  to  coopurate  -..dth  ther.i  in  T.Titiaig  a  bulletin  on  rural 
recrea.tion. 

For  45  yo un^^^  people  rron  the  Negro  projects  in  Region       their  v;oek's  capp- 
ing c:rpericnce  at  Car.ip  Jcliii  Hope,  near, Ft.  Val.ley^  Georgia,  v.-ill  be  the  high  light 
of  thu  sLum.ier.    As  tlie  entire  pro  gran  vfas  planned  vilth  a  veiv:  to  developing  group 
leadership,  the  caiapers  vrere  given  every  oppcrtur.ity  to  v;or]^  and  "olay  togetlicr  in 
groups.    All  of  the  caup  counciloi's  ^/erc  pleased  v.dth  the  results  of  this  systeii, 

Florida  Migratory  Labor  Ca:aps  -  Sui^iirxr  readjustnents  at  the  camps  have  re- 
duced population  and  uneiToloyed  fai:iilios  have  boon  encouraged  to  novo  on  to  r^ork  in 
other  localities.    It  is  likely  that  the  nuaber  vrill  not  be  reduced  Liu.ch  bej.or:  the 
present  level  as  there  is  an  imusual  .aiiiount  of  vrork  of  various  kinds  a.vailablc  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  ca^iips.     There  Tfill,  ho;;ever,  be  so::.e  fanilies  in  the  Okeechobee 
Canp  Tfho  vrill  remain  mionployed  nost  of  thie  s-LL-.i^-ier  and  -^vdll  not  be  able  to  neet 
their  obligations  regialarly.    These  fariilies  arc  being  closely  observed  and  they  ^Til.' 
be  alloyred  to  ronain  if  the  canp  nanager  and  his  corrxLttee  find  it  advisable.  For 
each  famly  renaining,  arrangenents  vd.ll  be  uade  for  sufficient  ^rork  to  svoid  added 
de  linquenc  . 

Region  VI  -  Folk  teans  fror.i  Plui-i  Ba^'ou  and  LakevieiT,  /irkar^sas,  participated  in  the 
State  Folk  Festival  held  in  Little  Roc]-:, 

The  v/right  con:.nmity  at  Plun  Ba3-ou  is  proud  of  the  fact  that  the  PTA  sun- 
ner  round-up  o:C'  school  children  failed  to  find  a  single  child  liio  r-as  under-^7eight  • 
or  T/iiose  vision  iras  defective. 

Training  and  Planning  Activities  -  The  Regional  Chief  of  Connrunity  and  Fam- 
ily Services,  and  t\ro  other  iienbers  of  the  staff  attended  the  national  Conference  of 
Social  Tfork  at  Atlantic  City,  Ucrj  Jersey,  June  1-7.     Plans  are  no\:  being  nade  to 
^out  into  effect  the  "'roject  analvsis  and  coniinmitv  crganizat j.on  recor.ii:iendations  of 
the  staff  conference  in  'Jashington  Tjiiich  -"..-as  attended  subsequent  to  the  Atlantic  Cit^ 
ueeting.     The  first  step  vrill  bo  to  oresent  these  rccov;:n.endations  to  other  r:enbers 
of  the  regional  and  project  staffs, 

i  nenber  of  the  Regional  Corxnonity  and  Fanilv  Services  staff  attended  the 
Southeastern  'Forkshop  in  Coi:rnrLnity  Developnent  at  Furvian  University ^  Greenville, 
South  Carolina,  June  9  -  Jnly  15,  and  assisted  in  assembling  material  and  conpiling 
a  laanual  of  coDmmity  duvelop:;i.ent ,     Thi'ce  of  the  corxiunity  nuxses  have  attended  suli- 
uer  training  in  schools  of  nursing. 

Region  VII  -  Safety  Education 

In  order  to  develop  an  adecuate  prorra:;i  of  safety  education  on  the  projects 
in  this  region  the  educational  advisor  and  the  labor  relations  adviser  have  agreed 
tentatively  to  the  follovring  approach:     (1)  The  responsibility"  for  inspecting  each 
hovie  and  farn  for  hazardous  conditions  is  to  be  shifted  as  :auch  as  possible  to  the  • 
client^  v;ho  idll  be  given  a  safety  questionnaire  designed  to  bring  out  as  dr3.ixitical- 
ly  as  "oossible  tl.G  unnecessary.'"  dangerous  conditions  or  orac':ices  that  orovail: 
(2)  thir  questionnaire  is  to  be  developed  hj  the  tvo  advisers  .Cor  the  purpose  of  aid- 
ing each  client  in  analyzing  his  own  situation;  (3) it  is  to  be  used  further  as  a  ba- 
sis for  action  and  an  educational  progra:n;  (4)  the  Labor  Relations  Adviser  is  to  be 
present  at  a  vieeting  of  the  conrainity  council  to  discuss  t!ie  use  of  the  question-  V 
naire;   (5)  the  t'.:o  advisers  are  to  help  the  co;-i:runity  councils  develop  a  continua- 
tion safety  educational  orogran  to  tie  in  vrith  the  regular  social-educatienal  ''jro- 
s-raia. 


Region  VIII  -  The  Texas  State  Board  oi  Education  has  provided  an  instructor  for  a 
cooking  school  vAiich  v/as  opened  in  connection  vdth  the  boys  I7£i\  resident  cent  or  at 
"Foodlake.    The  course  vdll  continue  fron  eight  to  ten  laonths  aiid  vrill  include  instruc- 
tion in  cooking,  serving,  and  s.anitation.    The  State  Board  has  also  added  a  second 
instructor  in  the  radio  unit  01  the  I^tA  center  to  teach  the  bo^^s  radio  code  vr^rk  and 
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The  Vrichita  7£.lley  TToncn'c  Club  at  I'lichita  Valley  FarrAs,  Toxas^  has  Tinder- 
taken  the  cponsorship  of  recreational  groups  for  young  people  living  on  or  no3.r  the 
project.     Three  groups  have  been  organised:     juiiicr,  jait oriacdiat e ,  and  priLiary. 
Rather  than  cct  rigid  age  groups^  each  child  ^ac  alloTrcd  to  join  the  grom  01  his 
choice. 

It  scene  a  significant  thing  that  dene c racy  at  rrork  has  greater  dramng 
poifcr  at  one  c£  the  Texas  nigratory  labor  ccllIjc  than  the  recreational  activities. 
At  Crystal  Cityj  y/here  dances^  baseball_,  and  novies  are  on  the  recreational  calen- 
dar^ the  regular  Thursdag-  night  meetings  of  the  canp  coimcil  attract  a  larger  atten- 
dance than  any  other  activity, 

Ttto  non  i'lrci  Crystal  City  have  volunteered  their  services  and  are  conduc- 
tinc:-  suniier  classes  in  English  and  arithi:ietic .     Sovontv-t"vVo  children  are  attending 
these  classes_5  including  a  large  nu:;iber  ci  children  v;ho  have  never  attended  school. 
The  school  neets  each  day  frcii  8:00  to  12:00  and  has  had  practically  100^  attendance 

The  regional  conTerence  Tcr  Icegion  VIII  y/as  held  during  the  last  Treel:  in 
June  at  0klaho;na  City.     Section  :ncetings  Y;"ere  hald  by  the  Resettlenent  Eivisicn  at 
Y/iiich  the  organization  of  comumity  councils  and  the  conduct  of  project  analyses 
Tfere  discussed. 

Defense  Pa-iil;^-  nel-:^cation-  -  The  Government  is  purchasing  35,000  acres  of 
land  near  Texarlaina,  Texas,  for  the  erection  oT/> shell-loading  plant  and  aixiunition- 
depot.     It  is  estinated  than  betTreen  350  and  750  fa;:iilies  are  noir  on  the  area. 
Fifteen  assistant  rural  or  hone  supervisors  under  the  supervision  oT  the  Fanily 
Services  staff  ndll  f  12.1  out  a  sui^vey  forr.i  on  each  fsniily.     These  forsis  T.dil  be  tab- 
ulated and  interpretations  "nlll  be  siade  by  a  ccnxdttce  cosiposed  ofjtlanily  Services 
representative,  the  diK:trict  rui-al  rehabilitation  supervisor,  a  representative  of 
the  Labor  Relations  Division,  and  the  assistant  regional  director  in  charge  of  RP. 
Theniianager  01  the  Texas  3'ars:  Tenant  Security  project  and  others  are  engaged  in  an 
intensive  search  for  suitable  land  to  Tsiiich  any  of  the  fasiildes  desiring  relocation 
on  fams  night  be  ncvcd.     Steps  arc  also  being  taken  to  organize  a  defense  reloca- 
tion corporation,  this  organization  to  be  ready  to  act  by  the  tine  the  survey  of  the 
area  has  been  cosipleted. 

Region  IX  -  Sun^^ary  of  Labor  Ca\.ip  Conditions  - 

The  nigrator^"  labor  canes  in  Reaion  IX  had  a  decline  j.n  nooulation  total- 
ing  130  fanilies  during  the  i.ionth  of  Hay  19-41.    There  Tfero  156  less  occupant  fani- 
lies  in  Fay  1941  than  in  Fay  1940.     Prelininary  BAF  estinates^  based  on  an  analysis 
of  one  year's  rC;;_^istration  shov;  that  the  caips  in  Arizona  and  California  "lere  used 
bv  norc  than  10,000  diffei'ent  f:^:iilies  and  tho-t  the  i^iaxinun  nui;iber  living  in  all 
coDiamities  at  any  one  tivie  Tras  approxinately  2,000.    Food  issues  in  Region  IX  divin- 
died  fro::i  427  during  April  to  44  in  Liay.    Sta;ip  issues  decreased  riiarply  fron 
11,330  during  April  to  7,213  in  Fag-.    Progress  of  the  harvest  season  has  reduced  the 
need  for  grants.     It  is  alcj  likely  that  cvaployiicnt  in  defense  industries  is  exert>- 
ing  sooic  e.-fect  on  t:iis  situation.    Fron  nost  of  the  co:munities  ca^e  reports  that 
there  vjas-  su:?Ticient  denand  in  agricultural  occupations  for  every  enployablc  resi- 
dent to  be  ^vorking.     Some  conninitiec  even  reported  that  denand,  ^vas  exceeding  sup- 
ply.   There  seened  to  be  no  general  increase  in  tlie  casual  iTorker's  T:ago.  HoiTever, 
sone  areas  did  report  a  50  P-r  hour  increase.    Fear  of  a  farn  labor  shortage  y/as 
Tddespread  and  caused  nuch  concern  to  local  groirers .     In  sone  areas  actual  short- 
ages have  been  noticed  alreadyj  in  otlier  localities  conionlg-  accustoned  to  an  over- 
supnly  of  labor  the  fear  is  greater  than  the  fact. 

The  Builder's  Club,  an  organization  of  boys  iron  six  to  thirteen  at  the 
Yuba  Cit2'3  California,  Faro:  V;'orkers  Goixmnity  have  been  building  tables  and  benches 
for  the  CcO'Lp.    These  articles  are  useful  in  serving  lunches  to  the  children,  and  fo: 
the  Eible  class.    Also,  gene  board  designs  painted  on  the  table  tops  perndt  their 
use  for  checkers  and  other  ga:;ies.     The  club  is  noo/  busy  naking  toys  for  the  nursery 
school.    These  include  a  doll  house,  ola-g  dish  closet,  and  sooie  oull  to^'s.    A  toy 
check-out  systen,  noTr  operatin^  at  Yuba  City,  started  nith  seventy-eight  check-outs 
in  one  cay.    This  s^^sten  of  toy  lending  is  proving  ver\  noaular  vdth  the  younger 
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generation.    ResponEibility  for  the  actupJ.  checking  out  of  the  toyrj  ic  shared  al- 
ternately by  the  Builder 'o  and  the  Girl-  Caiip  ^Torker'c  Club. 

Since  February  of  thie  year  the  recidents  of  the  Shaffer,  Calif ornia^  farn 
'vJorkerc  Com.runity  have  received  f462  in  dividends  froLi  their  Cooperative  store. 

Region  X  -  One  of  the  outertanding  cxanples  of  C0i.ii.mnity  devclopvAcnt  in  Re::ion  X  is 
the  Lovia  Corxiimity^  a  part  of  Wectern  Slope  I''ariiis,  Colorado.    Lo;.ia  ic  a  villa.'-c 
i",dth  lose  than  50  residents  and  no  high  school.    The  recent  erection  of  the  cor.ou--  . 
nity  building  was  a  true  co;iriunity  enterprise »    The  building  v/cis  conrtrucicd  as  a 
T:PA  project  -v/ith  the  fSA  contributing  approxiuatelj^-  './i^'^^O,    The  Lena  Church  gave 
an  old  concrete  bloc];  iDuilding  and  the  sc'iool  boa3"d  furnished  the  building  sj.te. 
After  the  opening  of  the  coLiiiunity  building;  in  Dece:iber^  the  c oi;iidumty  council  de- 
termined that  a  budget  of  \^60  would  be  necessai'j'"  to  provide  for  the  running  expenses 
of  the  building.    The  school  board  agreed  to  underwrite  half  of  this  sun  and  the 
Lena  Co'i.iunity  Club  agreed  to  carry  the  balance.    After  four  iionth.s  of  activity^ 
the  treasury  nov;  shows  a  reserve  of  ;;70  with  all  bills  paid.    The  coixnunity  council 
is  successfully  nerging  the  project  into  the  surrounding  comunity.    On  t-ie  council 
there  are  fourteen  noi:ibers  representing  eleven  organizations.    One  of  these  organi- 
zations ^  the  fanners'  Union,  has  had  such  an  increase  in  attendance  since  iiaking  the 
co;xrunity  building  its  :,.ieeting  placo^  tiiat  other  far  icrs'  Union  locals  night  con- 
sider a  change  of  rieeting  place  a.  a  possible  neans  of  i::'iproving  attendance. 

F^egion  XI  -  The  superintendent  of  the  Union  Gap,,  "Washington,  grade  school  I'ecently 
nade  the  observation  that  the  parents  of  the  labor  hone  children  at  the  Yakina  Mi- 
rratorv  Labor  Ga.no    diselayed,  greater  interest  and  oartici^:>ation  in  extra-curriculai 
activities  than  have  the  regular  Union  Gap  residents. 

The  Athena,  Oregon,  school  board  has  nade  it  possible  for  the  /.thena  farn 
Fanil^y"  Migratory-  Labor  Canp  to  have  a  canp  paper  by  offering  the  no'-;Gpaper  staff  the 
free  use  of  the  high  school  nineograph. 

The  CorLnunity  and  fanily  Services  Section  is  still  functioning  without  the 
aid  of  a  regional  chief,  although  it  is  expected  that  Mr.  Patricl:  Hughes  vail  soon", 
be  able  to  re  suae  his  duties,    A  representative  of  the  section  was  present  at  the 
YJashington,  D.  C.  conference  in  June. 

Assistant  canp  I'-ianagers  in  charge  of  con^oinity  activities  are  now  on  duty 
in  each  standard  pernanent  and.  each,  standard  nobile  labor  cesxp .    Althour;h  definite 
deternination  has  not  boon  nade,  it  is  Ij.koly  that  the  newly  approved  grant  person-', 
nel  will  function  as  a  unit  of  the  section. 


The  July  1  BULLETIN  described  the  variety  of  National  Defense  activities 
in  Tiliich  Gonaunity  and  I^anily  Services  personnel  have  recently  been  tak- 
ing part.     The  folloYring  concise  statenent  on  defense  activities  under 
the  7SA,  prepared  by  a  nenber  of  the  Washi]:gton  RP  staff  giving  full  tine 
to  this  work,  is  published  to  supplenent  last  nonth's  BULLETIN,     There  is 
also  attached  a  recent  Inxornation  Livision  release  on  ASA  defense  activities.

DEFENSE  ACTIVITIES  UNDER  ?SA  ^- 

Tenporary  Rous ing  -  Recently  Congress  has  appropriated  funds  enabling  t]\e  President, 
through  such  agencies  of  the  Governnent  as  he  nay  designate to  provide  temporary 
shelter,  either  by  the  constiuction  of  buildings  or  otherwise.     These  tenoorary 
shelters  are  to  be  Drovided  in  localities  where  b"'  reixson  of  nafcional  defense  ac- 
tivities  a  shortage  of  housing  exists_,  as  deternined  by  the  President,  and  vjhere  it 
is  not  practicable  under  existing  lavx  or  tlirough  private  entein^rise  to  neet  the 
iniediate  need  for  energency  housing. 

The  Earn  Security  Adninistration,  because  of  its  experience  in  the  fields  \ 
of  construction  and  operation  of  low-cost  housing,  has  been  asked  to  assist  in  the' \ 
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provision  and  operation  of  temporar;/  shelters  for  national  defense  workers,  by  means 
of  trailers  3.nd  dormitories  in  various  localities  throughout  the  country.    As  of 
August  1,  the  Pari"".  Security  Adiidnistration  had  been  allocated  funds  for  the  con- 
struction and  operation  of  the  folDoT.d.ng  trailer  and  dormitory  projects:

It  is  expected  that  this  program  will  be  enlarged  as  the  Division  of  Defense 
Housing  Coordination  determines  need  for  temporary  housing  in  various  localities  •' 
throughoirt  the  Unites  States, 

Permanent  Housing  -  In  addj.tion  to  this  program  the  farm  Security  Administration  has 
been  asked  by  the  Federal  'Torks  Agency  to  carry  out  a  program  of  permanent  housing 
construction  and  operation  for  industrial  defense  workers.    This  progr£.m  includes, 
at  this  time,  projects  in  Radford,  Virginia j  Rilaski,  Virginia;  Greenbelt,  Maryland; 
TJ'eldon  Springs,  iiissouri|  and  Taft,  California.    Projects  constructed  under  this 
pci'manent  program  are  financed  with  funds  appropriated  under  the  Lanham  Act, 

Relocatioxi  of  families  -  The  farm.  Security  Administration  is  also  assisting  in  the 
establislii'aent  of  State  Defense  Relocation  Corporations  in  m.any  states  to  help  farm' 
families  irho  havj  been  displaced  from  their  land  due  to  land  acquisition  activities 
of  the  Army  and  Navy.    Under  this  plan  the  Administration  is  making  loans  to  State 
Defense  Relocation  Corporations  for  v/hatever  assistance  can  be  given  in  relocating 
these  fanilies.

rection  of  the  family  SL;rvicos  staff.    All  families  arc  classified  according  to  need 
of  assistance,  and  cooperative  arrangements  are  developed  with  oth^r  agenci.-.s  for 
the  care  of  those  that  require  other  t^^pes  of  aid  than  are  available  under  farm 
Security.   


All  of  these  programs  are  in  their  first  stages  of  operation  and  it  is  expectec 
that  they  will  be  enlarged  as  the  need  for  these  types  of  assistance  increases. 

Any  family  services  activities  in  ^'our  region  in  connection  with  the  defense 
program  should  be  reported  promptly  in  yx)ur  Monthly  Nai-rative  Report  on  Commmity 
and  faraily  Services, 


FARM  SBCtEITT  ADMINISHIATION  AND'  THE  DEFENSE  mOGRAM 


Since  May  194.0,  the  Farm  Security  Administration  has  undertaken 
three  new  activities  directly  connected  with  the  national  defense 
program.    The  FSA  now  is: 

1.    Taking  the  major  responsibility  for  relocating  farm  families 
displaced  from  their  homes  by  defense  p\irchases  of  land, 

2*    Acting  as  an  agent  of  the  Federal  Works  Administrator  in 
building  permianent  homes  for  industrial  workers  in  crowded 
defense  areas. 

3.    Providing  trailers  and  dormitories  as  "stopgap"  housing  for 
defense  workers,  acting  on  a  direct  allocation  by  the 
President. 

These  activities  are  described  in  detail  in  ihe  following: 


I.    HBLOCATION  OF  FARM  FAMILIES  DI5PUCED  BY  THE  DEFENSE  HIOCSRAM. 

In  the  course  of  a  gigantic  defense  program,  displacement  of 
families  from  their  homes  is  inevitable.    The  Army  needs  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  acres  of  level  land  for  proving  grounds,  maneuver  areas, 
bombing  fields,  anti-aircraft  firing  ranges,  and  the  like.  Decentral- 
ization of  defense  industries — which  so  far  has  meant  placing  "danger 
industries"  (powder  plants,  shell-loading  plants)  in  rural  areas — stakes 
additional  thousands  of  acres.    So  far,  the  Government  has  authorized 
the  purchase  or  lease  of  more  than  4-  million  acres  of  American  land. 

Even  in  the  most  sparsely  settled  areas  these  acquisitions  mean 
that  families  have  to  move  out  of  their  homes  on  short  notice— and  the 
acreage  acquired  is  not  always  in  areas  with  little  population.  At 
least  6,iV09  families,  at  the  most  conservative  estimate,  have  been  dis- 
placed alreadfcr,  and  as  many  more  may  have  to  leave  their  homes  before 
the  end  of  this  calendar  year.    (The  accompanying  table  shows  the 
acreage  of  each  project  and  the  number  of  families  displaced  in  each 
case.    The  table  includes  only  projects  where  some  families  have  already 
been  relocated  with  the  assistance  of  the  Farm  Security  Administration. 
It  does  not  include  a  number  of  large  projects  where  relocation  activities 
are  just  getting  under  way.) 

The  displacement  problem  is  concentrated  largely  in  the  South  and 
the  Middle  West,    In  nearly  every  southern  State  there  is  at  least  one 
large  Army  camp.    One  of  the  largest  is  Camp  Stewart,  near  KLnesville, 
Georgia,  where  about  800  families  are  being  moved  from  360,000  acres  of 
Georgia's  "piney  woods."    Most  of  the  industrial  projects  involving 


displacement  are  in  the  Corn  Belt  States.    In  one  area  near  WLlmihgton, 
Illinois,  a  powder  plant  and  shell -loading  plant  are  being  built  on 
some  of  the  best  farm  land  in  the  United  States. 

"Where  new  defense  industries  are  being  built,  some  temporary  com- 
pensation is  provided  by  the  increased  employment  in  the  area.  The 
most  immediate  displacement  problems,  however,  have  occurred  where  train- 
ing and  maneuver  areas  are  taken  over  and  virtually  no  new  employment 
results.    Most  of  these  areas  are  in  the  South,  where  land  is  already 
overcrowded  and  tenancy  is  higihest.    Displacement  in  such  oases,  except 
for  reHef  and  rehabilitation  aids  that  may  be  provided,  simply  adds  to 
the  landless  farm  people  that  the  Nation  has  already  found  a  national 
problem. 

It  was  apparent  from  the  first  that  the  displaced  families  would 
need  help  in  finding  new  homes  and  getting  started  again.    Because  the 
great  majority  of  the  victims  were  farm  people,  the  relocation  Job 
became  a  matter  of  primary  concern  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 
Within  the  Department,  the  Farm  Security  Administration  became  the 
"defense  relocation"  agency  for  three  main  reasons;    (1)  Because  so 
many  of  the  displaced  families  were  low- income  farm  people,  with  whom 
Farm  Security  is  directly  concemed|  (2)  because  many  of  the  types  of 
help  most  needed  by  the  families  were  already  a  part  of  the  FSA  l€>an  and 
grant  programs;  and  (3)  Farm  Security  had  the  necessary  local  personnel 
trained  in  reestablishing  farm  families  through  five  years  of  resettlement 
and  rehabilitation  work.    In  solving  local  problems,  of  course,  other 
agencies,  both  agricultural  and  welfare,  have  helped  in  the  relocation 
work 5  but  the  chief  responsibility  for  the  national  relocation  problem  is 
squarely  Farm  Security's. 

Following  is  a  sumary  of  the  various  types  of  aid  which  the  Farm 
Security  Administration  has  made  available  to  families  displaced  from 
defense  areas: 

1.  Survey  of  the  defense  area,  to  determine  just  how  many  families 
are  living  there  and  what  assistance  they  will  need. 

2.  Help  in  finding  a  new  home,  through — 

(a)  Collecting  in  a  central  "relocation  office"  a  list  of 
farms  and  homes  available  for  sale  or  roit  in  nearby  counties.  The 
office  brings  together  the  people  who  want  to  rent  or  buy,  and  the 
people  who  have  farms  th^  want  to  lease  or  sell.    In  several  areas 
these  offices  have  been  established  in  cooperation  with  the  State 
Extension  Services. 

(b)  Buying  new  land  to  enable  displaced  families  to  re- 
establish themselves.    This  is  done  through  associations,  incorporated 
under  laws  of  the  individual  States,  which  have  authority  to  borrow 
money  from  the  Farm  Security  Administration  for  the  purchase  or  lease 
of  Ifoid  and  the  making  of  necessary  improvements. 


\ 
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This  activity,  financed  by  loans  to  these  associations,  has 
already  proved  to  be  an  effective  means  of  relocating  farm  people 
from  defense  areas •    In  some  cases  temporary  houses  have  been  erected 
to  provide  shelter  for  families  Tiho  are  without  any  resources  and  who 
are  unable  to  find  a  new  home  by  the  time  they  must  evacuate  the 
defense  areas.    Necessary  houses  and  farm  buildings  are  also  being 
erected  for  other  families  who  e:q3ect  to  stay  on  the  new  land.  The 
association  will  lease  or  se3J.  these  farms  to  the  latter  families  on 
a  reasonable  long-term  basis. 

3.    Help  in  moving  out  of  the  area  through  special  cash  grants. 
Many  farm  people,  even  if  they  find  a  new  home,  cannot  afford  to  move 
from  one  place  to  the  other.    When  a  farmer  moves,  it  is  an  expensive 
undertaking,  especially  if  he  has  a  great  deal  of  farm  equipment  and 
livestock.    To  those  families  who  are  unable  to  finance  their  cnm 
ronoval,  the  Farm  Security  Administration  makes  special  cash  grants. 
The  grants  cover  actual  expenses  of  moving  belongings  from  the 
abandoned  heme  to  the  new  heme  outside  the  purchase  area. 

4-.    Ifelp  in  getting  started  again  after  the  family  has  moved, 
through — 

(a)  Cash  grants  for  subsistence  expenses — food,  clothing, 
rent,  etc., — on  a  month- to-4nonth  basis.    These  grants  are  usually 
necessary  in  cases  where  the  family  was  destitute  before  having  to 
move,  or  where  the  expenses  and  disrupticai  incident  to  finding  a  new 
home  have  drained  the  family's  last  resources.    Grants  are  especially 
necessary  if  a  family  has  been  living  partly  off  the  charity  and  good- 
will of  its  neighbors  and  suddenly  finds  this  means  of  support  swept 
away. 

(b)  Loans  to  owners  to  tide  them  over  until  they  are  paid 
for  their  land.    Since  it  is  usually  several  months, at  least, before 
the  purchase  of  a  farmer's  land  can  go  through  all  the  necessary  legal 
steps,  the  landowner  often  has  to  move  off  the  defense  area  before  he 
receives  his  check  from  the  Government.    In  cases  where  delayed  pay- 
ments are  working  extreme  hardship  on  landowners.  Farm  Security  makes 
loans  to  bridge  the  gap  between  appraisal  and  payment.    These  loans 
involve  practically  no  risk,  since  each  is  secured  by  a  Government 
promise  to  peer. 

(c)  Loans  to  purchase  and  develop  land.    These  are  long-term, 
low-interest  loans  to  individuals,  similar  to  the  loans  made  under  the 
Bankhead- Jones  Farm  Tenant  Act.    Families  displaced  from  defense  areas, 
who  are  unable  to  get  adequate  credit  at  reasonable  rates  from  any 
other  source,  are  eligible  for  these  special  land-purchase  loans. 

(d)  Operating  loans  for  families  who  wish  to  continue  farming 
on  a  new  place — that  is,  the  regular  rehabilitation  loans  c£  the  Farm 
Security  Administration,  which  may  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  tools. 


seed,  fertilizer,  and  any  other  equipment  needed  to  carry  on  modem, 
balanced-farming  operations.    In  many  of  the  defense  areas,  the  FSJl 
standard  loan  program  has  been  considerably  expanded  to  take  care  of 
the  increased  case  load  resulting  frcm  displacement. 

(e)  Full  use  of  FSA*s  voluntary  farm  debt  adjustment  pro- 
cedure,  through  Ti»hich  deb1>-burdened  farmers  and  their  creditors  are 
brought  together  in  a  friendly  atmosphere  and  a  voluntary  adjustment 
of  the  debts  is  worked  out. 

5.  Help  with  livestock  and  equ3.pment>    For  -families  y&io  will 
continue  farming,  FSA  supervisors  arrange  to  board  livestock  and  store 
equipment,  if  there  is  an  interval  between  the  evacuation  and  the  time 
the  family  finds  a  new  farm.    For  families  ydio  want  to  get  rid  of  their 
livestock  and  equipment,  supervisors  arrange  public  sales  Jointly  with 
others  who  wish  to  sell,  thus  drawing  patronage  from  an  area  large 
enough  to  assure  fair  prices,  and  allowing  the  control  necessaiy  to 
keep  the  market  from  being  flooded. 

6.  Information  to  farmers  on  a  variety  of  subjects.    In  each 
defense  area,  a  central  office  is  set  up,  often  in  cooperation  with 
other  agencies  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.    Fanners  can  come  to 

this  office  to  get  information  and  help.    In  the  case  of  displaced  families, 
information  about  employment  in  new  defense  industries  is  made  available. 
"Where  there  seems  to  be  danger  of  temporary  industrial  employment  sucking 
needed  farm  people  off  the  land,  no  opportunity  is  missed  to  point  out  the 
long-term  advantages  of  continuing  efficient  operation  of  the  family's 
farm.    This,  however,  is  not  aimed  to  discourage  the  earning  of  supple- 
mentary income  in  industry  by  members  of  the  family  whose  services  are 
not  needed  to  run  the  farm,    FSA  supervisors  try  to  show  all  farmers  in 
the  vicinity  of  a  defense  project  how  best  to  take  advantage  of  the 
temporary  prosperity  resulting  from  the  sudden  increase  in  demand  for 
truck  crops,  dairy,  and  livestock  products,    "Wherever  possible,  this 

k  latter  type  of  informational  work  is  being  followed  up  by  the  formation 

of  cooperative  associations  to  finance  curb  markets  for  vegetables  and 
other  produce,  to  set  up  new  milk  routes,  or  to  maintain  cold  storage 

r  units . 

Progress  of  relocation  is  now  rapid  in  most  of  the  areas  where 
land  acquisition  began  during  the  calendar  year  194-0.    All  of  the  4-03 
families  iiho  have  been  forced  off  the  expansion  area  around  Fort 
McClellan,  near  Anniston,  Alabama,  have  been  interviewed  by  FSA  re- 
location supervisors  and  329  have  already  moved  out  of  the  area.  Re- 
location work  went  so  fast  at  Anniston  that  for  a  time  people  were  moving 
off  the  land  faster  than  the  land  could  be  opticned.    However,  only  87 
families  at  Anniston  have  been  able  to  move  under  their  own  power.  All 
the  others  have  been  helped  with  grants  and  loans,  and  have  been  given 
advice  in  seeking  new  homes. 

Spartanburg,  South  Carolina,  was  a  "trouble  spot"  at  first.  Local 
real  estate  agents  had  been  commissicned  to  acquire  the  land  for  the 


infantry  replacement  center  at  Camp  Croft,  and  the  situation  -was 
further  complicated  when  the  War  Department  had  to  take  possession 
of  some  of  the  laid  in  December — a  month  before  condemnation  pro- 
ceedings had  been  started.    One  hundred  and  four  families  were  pushed 
off  the  land  by  this  action,  which  made  them  difficult  to  find  later, 
and  doubly  difficult  to  relocate  on  a  permanent  basis,  since  they  had 
usually  exhausted  their  resources  in  mov±ng  the  first  time.    The  Farm 
Security  Administration  was  not  asked  to  help  in  relocating  the 
Spartarburg  families  untU.  the  middle  of  February  1941^  yet  by  April 
228  of  the  263  families  displaced  had  mcved  to  their  new  homes.  How- 
ever, only  21  families  have  been  able  to  purchase  farms,  and  132 
families  so  far  have  needed  cash  grants  before  they  could  afford  to 
move. 

In  the  industrial  defense  areas  of  the  Middle  West,  much  of  the 
real  relocation  problem  is  postponed  by  the  availability  of  defense 
jobs  at  good  wages.    Where  farm  people  can  get  common  construction 
labor  jobs  paying  as  nnioh  as  $20  a  week,  and  carpentry  and  other 
iikilled  jobs  at  $1  an  hour  or  more,  they  are  bound  to  become  less 
interested  in  farming,  and  therefore  less  interested  in  finding  a 
new  home  somewhere  else.    Theiy  main  wish  is  to  stay  near  their 
temporary  jobs.    At' WilmingtOTi ,  Illinois,  for  example,  a  powder  plant 
and  a  shell-loading  plant  are  taking  up  4-1,000  acres  of  good  farm  land 
on  which  approximately  300  feniilies  were  living.    More  than  sixty 
families  from  this  area  have  inembers  employed  in  defense  industry,  and 
the  Farm  Security  Administration's  main  functicns  so  far  have  been  to 
furnish  information  abcait  farms  available  for  rent  or  sale,  and  to 
arrange  about  houses  for  temporary  shelter.    But  temporary  shelter  is 
not  permanent  relocation,  and  the  defense  jobs  will  not  last  forever. 
When  jobs  for  which  these  people  can  qualify  are  no  longer  plentiful, 
when  Wilmington  families  become  anxious  to  go  back  to  the  land  once 
more,  the  most  difficult  phase  of  relocation  will  begin. 

It  is  in  the  Middle  West  that  secondary  displacement  is  especially 
noticeable.    Often  a  family  moving  out  of  a  defense  area  is  able  to 
buy  a  farm  somewhere  else.    But  more  often  than  not,  that  family  will 
displace  one  or  more  other  families.    A  tenant  many  miles  from  a  powder 
factory  may  find  that  his  landlord  has  sold  his  house  and  land  to  a 
displaced  family.    The  tenant,  displaced  secondarily  by  the  defense 
program,  is  just  as  surely  homeless  as  if  the  powder  plant  were  built 
on  his  home  site.    At  Ravenna,  Ohio,  95  families  had  to  move  to  make 
way. for  the  new  Atlas  powder  plant  being  constructed  there,  and  FSA 
supervis  ors  at  Ravenna  have  traced  a  total  of  4-1  secondary  displace- 
ments ^o  far.    It  is  by  no  means  certain  that  all  the  secondary 
effects  have  been  tracked  down,  as  some  of  the  families  made  their 
own  arrangements  and  never  came  to  the  relocation  office  at  all. 


All  the  relocation  activities  carried  on  by  the  Farm  Security 
Administration  have  been  financed  by  diverting  money  from  regulsr 
rural  rehabilitation  loan  and  grant  programs.    To  date,  no  extra 
funds  of  any  kind  have  been  made  available  to  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  for  relocation  work. 


11.   PmiaNENT  DEFENSE  HOUSING 

tinder  the  Lanham  Defense  Housing  Act,  approved  by  the  President 
October  14-,  19^0,  Congress  appropriated  $150,000,000  to  initiate  a 
program  of  public  housing  for  -workers  in  defense  industries.  Under 
the  Act,  recommendations  as  to  need  for  housing  in  defense  areas  are 
made  by  the  Defense  Housing  Coordinator.    After  the  President  has 
found  a  need  for  defense  housing  in  accordance  -with  the  Coordinator's 
report,  the  Federal  Works  Administrator  allocates  the  necessary  funds 
to  the  Government  agency  which  is  to  be  responsible  for  building  the 
houses. 

In  the  course  of  five  years  of  resettlement  activity  and  three 
years  of  operating  the  Bankhead-Jones  tenant  purchase  program,  FSA 
has  constructed  a  total  of  20,211  new  houses.    The  5^063  new  houses 
built  for  Bankhead-Jones  borrowers  have  cost  an  average  of  only  $1,34-9 
apiece.    Because  of  this  experience  in  the  construction  of  low-cost 
homes,  the  Farm  Security  Administration  has  become  one  of  the  con- 
struction agencies  under  the  Lanham  Act  procedure. 

To  date,  three  projects  have  been  allocated  to  Farm  Secsurity  by 
the  Federal  Works  Administrator: 

200  family  units  in  and  near  Radford,  Virginia; 
150  family  units  at  Pulaski,  Virginia;  and 
1,000  family  units  at  Greenbelt,  Maryland. 

On  January  16,  194-1,  the  President  approved  the  construction  of 
200  houses  in  the  Radford  area,  100  of  them  to  be  built  in  the  city 
of  Radford  and  the  other  100  to  be  constructed  on  farms  within 
commuting  distance  of  the  plant.    The  influx  of  workers  into  the 
Radford  area,  where  a  ^^2 5,000,000  powder  plant  is  being  built  for  the 
Hercules  Company,  had  made  far  worse  an  already  acute  housing  shortage. 
In  194-0  there  were  no  vacancies  at  all  among  the  1,800  family  units 
listed  in  Radford  City,  and  300  of  these  units  were  termed  "inadequate" 
by  Radford's  city  manager  in  his  report  to  the  Defense  Housing 
Coordinator  in  November  1940.    Eventually  the  Hercules  plant  will  employ 
between  4-,  500  and  6,500  men  on  production.    The  steadily  increasing  flow 
of  men  into  the  town  had  made  the  local  housing  shortage  a  matter  for 
national  concern. 

Construction  of  the  100  town  houses  is  alreadfcr  well  under  way  on 
a  single  4.0-acre  tract  within  the  corporate  limits  of  Radford,  where 


/ 


sanitary  sewers,  water  and  electric  power  are  already  available. 
Hoijse  construction,  utilities,  and  site  grading  are  being  done  for  a 
total  cost  of  ^324., 800  under  private  contract.    The  houses  themselves, 
some  with  two  bedrooms  and  some  with  three,  range  in  cost  from  jl2,660 
to  $3,190.    All  are  of  frame  construction  with  asbestos  exteriors  and 
roofs  of  can  position  shingle.    Rents  will  range  from,  about  $21  to  $35 
a  month. 

The  plan  to  place  sane  of  the  defense  workers'  hones  on  farms 
within  easy  driving  distance  from  the  plant  was  based  on  a  recommenda- 
tion worked  out  by  the  County  Farm  and  Home  Boards  of  Montgomery, 
Giles,  Pulaski,  and  Floyd  Counties,  cooperating  with  the  Bureau  of 
Agricultural  Economics,  the  Farm  Security  Administration,  the  Esctension 
Service,  and  other  Federal  and  local  agricultural  agencies.    More  than 
400  farmers  affiliated  with  the  County  Boards  (usually  known  in  other 
States  as  Land-Use  Planning  Committees)  made  a  survey  of  farms  within 
the  four  counties  in  the  area  fron  whicn  the  plant  will  draw  workers, 
to  determine  which  fams  now  have  substandard  housing. 

The  long-range  idea  behind  this  survey  and  the  resulting  recommen- 
dation was  this !    Houses  would  be  built  on  farms  which  now  have  sub- 
standard housing,  and  which  are  on  all-weather  roads  within  20  minutes' 
driving  distance  of  the  Hercules  plant.    "When  the  defense  emergency 
has  passed,  and  these  houses  are  no  longer  needed  for  employees  of  the 
powder  plant,  th^  could  be  sold  at  a  depreciated  rate  to  the  families 
on  whose  farms  they  are  located.    The  latter  could  then  tear  down 
their  substandard  houses  and  mo-ve  into  the  newer  homes. 

The  Tladford  plan"  is  designed  to  further  three  objectives: 

1.  To  avoid  the  constructioi  of  a  housing  development  in 
Radford  itself  which  might  become  a  ••ghost"  development 
when  the  defense  emergency  has  passed. 

2.  To  provide  for  the  eventual  improvement  of  substandard 
housing  con<M.tions  on  farms  in  the  surrounding  area — a 
kind  of  rural  slum  clearance. 

3.  To  enable  the  Government  to  get  a  substantial  return  on 
its  investment  by  eventual  sale  of  the  houses  to  farmers, 
in  addition  to  the  rent  paid  ty  defense  workers  while  the 
plant  is  in  operation. 

Houses  are  alreadfer  being  built  under  this  plan  on  some  farms  in 
the  Radford  area.    An  acre  of  a  fanner's  land  is  leased  for  a  maximum 
of  25  years,  and  a  house,  just  as  complete  as  the  houses  in  Radford 
City,  is  built  on  the  leased  tract.    In  the  contract  by  which  the 
Government  leases  his  land,  the  farmer  agrees  to  purchase  the  house  at 
the  end  of  the  emergency;  in  return  the  Government,  through  the  Farm 
Security  Administration,  agrees  that  the  house  will  depreciate  20 
percent  the  first  year,  I5  percent  the  next,  and  15  percent  the  third 


year,  or  a  total  of  50  percent  during  the  first  three  years*  If  the 
emergency  lasts  3»onger  than  three  years,  the  subsequent  depreciation 
beccmes  a  matter  for  friendly  arbitration  between  the  farmer  and  the 
Government. 

The  Radford  rural  housing  has  proved  an  interesting  experiment 
in  combining  immediate  necessities  with  long-range  planning.  However, 
the  construction  of  houses  for  defense  workers  under  the  rural  scheme 
is  considerably  slower  than  building  hoU36?  in  the  city,  since 
separate  negotiations  have  to  be  carried  on  with  each  individual  land- 
owner.   Tfhere  houses  must  be  built  at  top  speed,  rural  housing  is  not 
as  practicable  as  building  an  equal  number  of  houses  in  the  city. 
Where  delays  of  a  few  weeks  are  not  all-important,  houses  may  still  be 
constructed  on  farms  close  to  defense  industries. 

One  hundred  and  fifty  additional  units  will  be  built  in  the  toim 
of  Pulaski,  Virginia,  where  a  bag-loading  plant  is  being  constructed 
to  serve  the  Radford  powder  factory.    Working  plans  are  now  being 
developed  for  the  Pulaski  houses,  which  will  be  similar  to  the  houses  . 
going  up  in  Radf  ord  Cily. 

Greenbelt  is  a  suburban  project  started  by  the  Resettlement 
Administration,  to  provide  housing  for  moderate-income  workers  in 
Washington,  D.  C*    It  is  one  of  three  similar  communities,  the  other 
two  being  near  Cincinnati  and  Milwaukee.    They  were  built  as  both  low- 
rental  housing  projects  for  families  working  in  the  neighboring  cities > 
and  as  demonstrations  of  model  suburban  planning  and  development. 

Provisions  of  1,000  additional  family  units  at  Greenbelt  will  more 
than  double  the  size  of  the  present  town,  which  now  has  885  dwellings. 
Selection  of  Greenbelt  will  make  possible  considerable  savings  to  the 
Government,  since  the  town  was  originally  designed  for  three  times  its 
present  population.    There  will  therefore  be  no  cost  for  land  acquisi- 
tion, and  basic  community  and  recreational  facilities  are  already 
available. 

Working  plans  for  Greenbelt  are  now  being  developed  and  will  soon 
be  completed.    In  building  the  1,000  houses,  the  Fann  Security  Adminis- 
tration will  follow  its  policy  of  having  all  construction  work  done  by 
contract  under  the  competitive  bidding  system. 

Expansion  of  Greenbelt  will  make  no  change  in  the  operation  of  the 
present  community.    The  Farm  Security  Administration  will  continue  with 
plais  it  has  had  under  consideration  for  eventual  conveyance  of  the 
town  from  Federal  to  local  operaticti  and  control. 

III.    TEMPCRARY  SHELTER  PROCIIAM 

In  the  Urgent  Deficiency  Appropriation  Bill  for  19/J.,  approved 
March  1,  Congress  included  an  item  of  ^5,000, 000  for  temporary  shelter 


for  defense  workers.    The  need  for  housing  was  growing  faster  than  new 
houses  could  be  built  for  workers  in  crowded  defense  areas,  and  the 
Defense  Housing  Coordinator  had  requested  this  appropriation  in  order 
to  fill  the  gap  between  need  and  construction,  which  was  becoming 
serious  in  a  number  of  industrial  cities. 

The  plans  for  the  new  program,  popularly  known  as  "stopgap 
defense  housing,"  contemplated  a  "flying  squadron"  "type  of  shelter- 
mobile  housing  units  which  could  be  placed  in  a  crowded  area  until 
permanent  housing  already  approved  had  been  completed,  then  moved  to 
another  area  where  homes  were  under  construction  but  where  defense 
workers  were  still  Hving  in  substandard  houses  or  commuting  from 
cities  many  miles  from  their  jobs. 

Only  one  agency  of  the  Govemmoit  had  ever  explored  the  possi- 
bilities of  mobile  housing.    The  Farm  Security  Administration,  as  part 
of  its  program  to  provide  a  minimum  of  shelter  and  sanitary  facilities 
fcr  migrant  agricultural  workers,  had  built  and  managed  16  mobile 
camps.    These  camps  can  accommodate  3^200  families  at  any  one  time, 
and  because  of  the  rapid  turnover  of  families  moving  from  place  to 
place,  they  provide  shelter  for  about  12,800  migrant  families  during 
a  single  year. 

Because  FSA  had  this  experience  in  providing  sanitary  mobile 
accommodations  for  transient  workers,  the  Defense  Housing  Coordinator 
reconmended  that  Farm  Security  be  responsible  for  the  "stopgap" 
porogram.    For  families  of  defense  workers,  modern  trailers  were  to  be 
provided.    For  single  men,  and  for  married  men  who  came  into  the 
defense  area  without  their  families,  because  there  was  no  place  for 
the  families  to  stay,  demountable  dormitories  would  be  built. 

In  accordance  with  the  Coordinator's  recommendations,  the 
President  on  March  18  allocated  i^3j617,A39  to  the  Farm  Security  Admin- 
istration for  "stopgap"  housing  in  nine  designated  localities.  On 
April  21  the  President  allocated  the  rest  of  the  $5,000,000  appropria- 
tion and  designated  five  more  localities.    The  defense  areas  listed 
in  these  two  allocations,  and  the  number  of  trailers  and  capacity  of 
dormitories  to  be  provided  in  each,  are  as  follows:

♦Two  hundred  prefabricated  houses  will  be  built  at  Hartford,  Instead  of 
the  trailers  originally  programmed  for  that  area. 

Sites  are  being  leased  for  one  year  in  each  of  these  localities. 
In  seven  cities  construction  of  dormitories  and  utility  buildings  is 
well  under  way.    All  construction  is  being  done  by  private  contractors 
on  the  basis  of  competitive  bids. 

Two  types  of  dormitories  are  being  built,  the  size  and  shape 
depending  largely  on  the  topography  of  the  available  land.    On  the 
West  Coast  and  at  Orange,  Texas,  dormitories  are  being  built  in  the 
form  of  an  H.    Single  and  double  rooms  open  off  long  corridors,  while 
utilities — including  toilets,  showers,  laundry,  storage  space^  and  a 
community  lounge  room — are  located  in  the  connecting  short  corridor. 
Dormitories  for  the  projects  in  the  East  are  generally  using  a 
T-type  plan.    Whatever  plan  is  used,  the  dormitories  are  of  "demounta- 
ble" construction,  which  increases  their  salvage  value  and  makes  it 
possible'  to  rebuild  them  in  another  locality,  if  necessary.    All  the 
dormitories  are  furnished  with  simple  steel  furniture. 

The  trailer  camps  are  being  equipped  with  one  central  utility 
building  for  each  group  of  60  to  75  trailers.    These  buildings, 
similar  to  those  used  in  Farm  Security  migrant  camps,  contain  toilets, 
showers,  wash  basins,  laundry,  and  ironing  facilities. 


The  trailers  themselves  are  being  built  on  contract  -with  trailer 
manufacturers  all  over  the  country.    The  average  cost  per  trailer 
ranges  between  3^729  and  i980.    All  trailer  manufacturers  who  offered 
to  deliver  50  trailers  or  more  Tdthin  thirty  days  at  a  cost  of  less 
than  $1,000  each  were  invited  to  participate  in  the  contracts  for 
the  eastern  and  southern  camps.    These  conditions  did  not  apply  to 
the  West  Coast.    Requirements  there  have  taken  up  the  entire  output 
offered  by  West  Coast  manufacturers  for  several  months,  including 
even  those  with  relatively  small  capacity  and  high  unit  costs. 

Trailers  have  been  delivered  to  the  sites  as  fast  as  they  could 
be  produced  in  the  factories.    They  are  transported  (under  contract) 
by  trailer  transport  companies,  which  in  turn  engage  individuals 
with  cars  to  tow  the  trailers  to  the  designated  localities. 

When  the  trailer  camps  and  dormitories  are  ready  for  families  to 
live  in,  an  FSA  camp  manager  will  be  in  charge  at  each  site,  and  will 
handle  selection  of  the  fanilies.    Generally  speaking,  family  selection 
will  be  based  on  referrals  from  the  personnel  offices  of  the  defense 
industries  for  whose  workers  the  "stopgap"  housing  program  was  started.

A  regional  staff  bulletin  providing  an  exchange  of.  practical  ideas  and 
significant  developments  in  the  field  of  com^aunity  and  f ami c e's . 


Region  I  -  By  accepting  jurisdiction  over  the  two  social  center  buildings^  the  Ac- 
tivities Council  at  YJestmoreland  Homesteads,  Pennsylvania,  took  the  first  step  in 
becoming  a  coordinating  body  for  social  activities..  All  organizations  desiring  to 
use  tlie  buildings  must  arrange  mth  the  Council  for  assignment  of  space. 

Greenbelt ,  Maryland, entertained  a  group  of  U,  S.  Army  selectees  from  Fort 
Meade  on  August  24.    Dinner  for  the  men  was  provided  in  individual  homes.  Recrea- 
tional activities,  which  included  svriimning,  base  ball,  movies,  a  toijir  of  Greenbelt, 
and  a  picnic  supper,  were  scheduled  for  the  remainder  of  the  day. 

Region  II  -  Simultaneously  i-rith  an  announcement  by  the  Office  of  Production  Manage- 
ment that  there  is  an  acute  shortage  of  waste  paper,  Grcendale,  Wisconsin,  turned 
its  first  batch  of  old  papers  and  rags,  3^'  tons  of  paper  and  $60  pomids  of  rags, 
back  into  comiiercial  channels  for  roclam.ation.    This  is  the  second  time  this  sumraer 
that  Greendale  has  led  the  nation  in  a  drive  for  materials  of  which  there  is  a  scar- 
city because  of  the  demand  of  national  defense.    Early  in  June  the  citizens  led  in 
the  nation-wide  campaign  for  aluminum.    Unlike  the  al^'uminum  drive,  the  ro"und-up  of 
paper  and  rags  will  be  a  continuous  effort. 

Region  III  -  The  staff  at  Wabash  Farms,  Indiana,  is  working  clo ?'3lj  Vifith  the  local 
RR  FariTi  Supervisor  in  establishing  neighborhood  discussion  groups.    Such  groups  have 
functioned  at  Wabash  Farms  for  the  past  three  years.    Members  of  the  project  staff 
and  the  CourFoy  RR.  Supervisor  feel  that  the  participants  in  the  project  discussion 
groups  Yrill  be  able  to  offer  valuable  leadership  to  the  new  discussion  groups  being 
formed  for  FSA  clients,  Y\Ei'ierc  both  FcR  and  RP  faiTiilics  Y.all  be  represented. 

At  Scioto  Farms,  Ohio,  a  defense  training  course  in  Yrclding  and  ii'on  work 
has  been  started  mth  the  cooperation  of  the  local  school.  Forty-seven  boys  of  the 
neighborhood,  including  several  from  Scioto  Farms  fainilies,  have  enrolled. 

During  J'oly  a  considerable  amount  of  time  ims  spent  YilVa  the  staff  members 
of  LaForge  Farms  and  Securit'r  Farms,    Staff  meetings  were  held  for  the  purpose  of 
discussing  the  classification  of  fainilios,  methods  of  working  r.ith  problem  families, 
and  the  responsibility  of  both  the  sta.ff  and  board  of  directors  in  helping  to  solve 
problem  situations.    Further  vrork  is  planned  along  this  line  "vi'ith  the  various  com-, 
munity  cconcils  of  Security  Farms, 

Special  family  selection  criteria  for  Wabash  Farms  were  revised  during 
Ju-ly.    All  mcm.bers  of  the  staff  participated  in  this  revision. 

Personal  letters  written  by  the  community  manager  to  individuals  absent 
from  meetings  or  demonstrations  have  proved  very  effective  in  insuring  better  atten- 
d.ance  at  such  functions.    Except  in  cr.ses  of  illness,  100  percent  attendance  at  Se- 
curity Farms  meetings  is  now  the  rule  instead  of  the  exception. 

During  June,  all  coniiU'onity  mrnagers  attended  the  regional  FSA  conference, 
where  definite  policies  and  plans  for  the  corJ.ng  year  were  made.  The  efforts  being 
made  to  bring  the  PlR  and  RP  Divisions  closer  together  were  particularly  appreciated 
hj  all  managers,  and  everj^hing  mil  be  done  during  the  coming  year  to  more  closely 
coordinate  the  work  of  the  tvro  Divisions, 

Region  I\^  -  During  the  past  tvro  months,  recreation  and  health  conferences  have  been 
held  at  Red  House  Farms ^  West  Virginia,  Q-umborland  Homesteads,  Tennessee,  and  Pender- 
lea  Homesteads,  North  Carolina,    A  comiaunity  life  conference  was  held  on  the  Tenne- 
sse  Farm  Tengnt  Securit;/  project  at  EroYTiSville  and  another  is  scheduled  for  Septem- 
ber at  Pembroke  Farms,  North  Carolina, 
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xiefi'ion  IV  (Continued)  -  At  the  Radford  D  oxen  so  Housing  Project,  Ra^diord^  Vir;r;;inia, 
128  of  the  129  available  units  are  novr  occupied.    The  project  has  a  total  population 
of  520  people^  of  rrhoni  261  are  children.     In  selecting  these  families  the  major  fac- 
tors considered  ivere:     Proper  certification  by  an  official  of  the  defense  industry; 
incone*  separation  of  faoiilies  by  reason  of  defense  enployiiient  and  lack  of  housing 
fa-cilitiec;  coiiL^uiting  distance  from  industry;  unsatisfactory  housing  conditions;  and 
exorbitant  rentals.    Couples  vrithout  children  iiere  not  usually  accepted  since  it  T;as 
felt  that  fa.milies  vrith  children  could  use  the  space  to  better  advantage  and  that 
famlies  Y/ithout  children  could  be  housed,  in  many  cases,  in  the  space  vacated  by 
families  T.Q.th  children.     In  selecting  occupants  for  the  rural  houses  being  built  in 
the  .surrounding  farming  area,  consideration  vrill  be  given  to  families  ■'v/ith  a  r^jiral 
background, 

Region  V  -  Ninety  young  people  from  rural  projects  in  South  Carolina,  Florida,  Geor- 
gir.,  and  Alabama  enjoyed  a  Treek's  cai'iip  experience  at  Oak  liountain  Park,  Alabama,  in 
August.     The  cai'ip  program  ms  siiailar  to  the  one  provided  youths  frorj.  fSA  Ilegro  fam- 
ilies at  Camp  John  Hope  earlier  in  the  suiiimer.    A  c:^j;rp  comxil,  made  up  of  a  boy  and 
girl  representative  from  each  project,  furnished  an  excellent  opportunity  for  leader- 
ship training.    The  3^0 ung  people  coming  from  i^rojects  Trhere  there  vrere  no  community 
youth  couxicils  iTcre  encouraged  to  form  sucli  organizations  upon  thcii'  return  home. 
The  young  campers  felt  there  ':ro.D  also  a  need  for  a  regional  youth  council  v/hich  Yfould 
meet  approxinately  tv.dce  a  year. 

Region  VI  -  A  health  class,  conducted  by  the  project  nurse,  has  been  part  of  the  sum- 
mer school  at  Lakeyiew,  Arkansas,  The  class,  meeting  45  iviinutes  each  day,  has  had  an 
enrolliiient  of  23  teen-age  girls. 

Project  reports  indicaoc  that  families  are  beginning  to  place  their  appli- 
c3.tions    fo!r  assignment  to  resettlement  projects  for  another  year.    Plans  were  devel- 
oped to  begin  selection  during  August  and  September  to  fil3L  new  and  existing  vacan-' 
cies.     Plans  are  also  under  Yfaj-  for  annual  family  progress  studies. 

Region  VII  -  A  tentative  plan  of  comi-iunity  organization  is  being  considered  by  the 
residents  of  Red  River  Valley  farms,  Perth  Dale  eta.    For  this  scattered  farm  project 
of  ^goproximatel3^  14-0  units,  located  in  two  corinties,  it  is  proposed  to  divide  the 
project  geographically  to  provide  for  10  comi.iunity  clubs,  ranging  in  family  member- 
ship from  11  to  16.    The  comm-unity  clubs  are  liixlted  to  this  mem.bership  in  order  to 
facilitate  their  meeting  in  private  homos  and  to  encourage  the  group  discussion  m_e— 
thod  of  conducting  m.eetings,    Eacxi  cor.mrjjiity  club  T-dll  have  a  complete  set  of  offi- 
cers and  comjrd.ttee  organization.     The  ten  club  presidents  will  compose  the  project 
council.    The  project  council's  function  Tm.ll  be  that  of  a  coordinating  group  for  all 
the  community  clubs  and  the  com::iittees  "vrLll  be  the  same  as  those  set  up  by  the  com- 
miunity  clubs. 

The  community  m.anager  at  Red  River  Valley  Farris  has  distributed  to  clients 
a  copy  of  31  c,uestions  bearing  upon  the  futm'-e  plans  for  the  project.     It  is  hoped 
that  they  thLII  cause  ea.ch  client  to  think  clearly  about  the  future  and  to  realize 
what  the  project's  problems  are. 

In  selecting  new  fammlies  for  the  LeTm_s  and  Clark  Project^  ITorth  DaJ'ota, 
preference  mil  be  given  to  interested  and  eligible  faiailies  from  a  list  of  250 
low-income  farm  families  submitted  by  the  Denver  office  of  the  'mter  Conservation 
and  Utilization  Prograin.    These  farm  fa:.iilics  are  residing  in  the  so-called  "problem 
a>,reas"  of  idcKcnzie  County.    It  is  hoped  that  by  removing  some  of  them,  a  sound  land 
adjustment  program  can  be  effected  in  the  dry-land  areas  concerned,  primo.rily  by 
consur.Tiiating  a,greerients  Ydth  loud  oij-mcrs  giving  assurance  that  the  vacated  farm  units 
v.dl3-  be  added  to  adjacent  farm  mits  which  sxc  too  si.iall  so  that  o.dcau;"'.tel3'"  sized 
farms  or  r:'..nchcs  mil  result.    In  short,  an  atte::ipt  will  be  made  to  rehabilitate  one 
family  in  place  of  ever^^  one  moved  to  the  irrigated  project.    This  selection  process 
is  slower,  but  it  should  prove  t-.'  have  permanent  value  in  the  creation  of  fundamental 
units  and  area  readjustm.ents. 
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Region  VIII  -  In  June  the  conr.imity  center  buildings  at  Sabine  Farns,  Texas^  vicre 
formally  opened.    The  buildings 12  in  niinber^  were  erected  bj  the  IITA  as  a  vrork 
training  project.    Since  construction  began  tiio  years  ago  it  has  furnished  vrork  ex- 
perience to  an  average  of  100  Negro  lT£k  youths.    Included  in  the  buildings  are  a 
vforkshop  ".There  "."woodworking,  black s]:u.thing  and  loath ercraft  arc  taught  ^  a  clinic  5  a 
nen's  doriiiitoryj  and  a    vronen's  building^  used  for  instruction  in  cooking^  craining, 
serving,  Yieaving  and  spinning.    The  wonen's  building  also  has  conplete  facilities 
for  a  day  nurser^.^  yrhero  chilc'ren  of  project  families  may  be  cared  for  by  l^JYA  girls. 

The  radio  shop  at  the  KYA  resident  center  at  Vfoodlake  has  groyjn  from  a 
bench^  a  table,  and  meager  equipment  in  November  1940,  to  one  of  tho  best -equipped 
and  housed  units  in  Texas.    The  shop,  novr  part  of  the  national  defcn:-e  tra>.ining  pro— 
gram^  has  included  in  its  prograi.i  for  the  coming  year  the  construction  and  installa- 
tion of  an  inter-comuQication  system  for  h?Lgh  schools  3r.d  public  offices,  repairs  to 
electrical  eo^uipm.ent  T/ithin  this  area,  the  construction  of  6  miles  of  telephone  line, 
and  assistance  to  the 'Y'ooklake  Cor.uimity  in  setting  up  a  local  broadcasting  station. 

Sixty  3^ouths  have  completed  the  training  in  elementary  T.^codTj"orking,  metal 
iTorking,  and  elementary  electricity  offered  as  part  of  the  national  defense  traii.iing 
program  at  './oodlake .    Upon  completion  of  the  coursus,  each  of  ■'.■iliich  ran  for  eight 
iTeoks,  the  young  men  were  av.'ardcd  certificates  which  have  proved  helpfiu.  iii  finding 
private  employment. 

Region  IX  -  In  the  interest  of  uniformity"  of  social  organization  on  projects  through- 
out the  region,  steps  have  been  taken  to  see  that  self -government al^  recreational, 
and  educational  activities  are  of  a  sii:iilar  pattern  on  all  projects.    At  the  present 
tii'ie,  TJith  one  or  two  exceptions,  a  farm  i/orker  can  go  from  one  end  of  the  region  to 
the  other  and  find  the  sar.e  governing  bodies,  the  saiTie  fui-cti:>nal  committees,  and 
the  same  study  groups,  relatively  speol:ing,  wherever  he  goes.    This  "uriiformity  has 
not  only'  encouraged  rapid  integration  on  a  given  project  of  families  constantly  mov- 
ing from  one  iDroject  to  another,  but  has  also  increased  the  quality  ,and  cohesiveness 
of  the  entire  program. 

The  yjeekly  project  staff  meeting  has  tended  to  accomplish  the  same  res"alt. 
These  meetings  enable  the  key  project  personnel  'bo  discuss  the  problem.s  of  the  past 
week  and  send  recomi-iendations  to  the  resident  comziittees  accoiuitable  for  the  various 
phases  of  the  ccjrxiunitv  ^rof-:ro.m.  Plans  for  the  future  are  considered,  and  each  oer- 
son  present  is  ..lade  responsible  for  a  particulcsx  comTonity  activity.  :ill  uviport.ant 
actions  planned  by  the  staff  members  either  on  the  project  or  in  the  outlying  comma— 
nity  are  cleared  mth  the  comiaunity  manager. 

The  fifteen  internes  assigned  to  the  l^arm  'Vorkers  Com-aunities  on  March  15 
completed  their  service  on  August  15.    The  purpose  of  the  introduction  of  the  in- 
terne system  in  this  region  was  to  explore  its  possibilities  as  a  method  of  training 
future  personnel  a?,id  also  to  provide  additional  persomiel  druring  the  suriUier  to  assist 
Yjith  com.imity  activities.     u±th  this  in  mind  each  interne  was  given  relatively  com- 
prehensive training  in  all  phases  of  project  operation.    In  addition  to  this  each 
interne  was  given  the  responsibility  for  developing  a  particular  part  of  the  com- 
munitv  oro^-.ram.    At  tho  conclusion  of  the  'oeriod  of  service,  each  trainee  was  asked 
to  submit  a  report  covering  his  experiences  on  the  project  and  maJcing  r ocOxXuendationL 
for  consider?.tion. 

Annual  j'amily  Progress  Su-iiiary  -  Region  IX  has  the  distinction  of  making 
the  first  project  report  on  the  nevr  Annual  fam.ily  Progress  Sumiary'  forms.  Saoplc 
1940  reports  sxc  novr  in  preparo.tion  in  all  regions  for  selected  projects.  Region 
IX 's  first  sumiary  vras  for  Co-sa  Grande  Valley  farms. 

Region  X  -  A  familyr  record  book  contest,  sponsored  by  the  Pairfield  Lions  Club,  is 
now  being  conducted  in  the  Sun  River  Cooioiimity.

The  records  nust  be  in  the  prescribed  '.J'Sk  record 
books  and  in  the  client's  ov/n  handTTiting,    Many  prises  are  being  offered  in  cash 
and  nerchandise  by  local  business  firi:is,    Tfiile  it  is  too  eai'ly  to  predict  the 
ai'jount  of  success  that  vd-ll  attend  this  enterprise^  tlie  contest  mil  doubtless  stia- 
ulate  interest  in  record  keeping  anong  xarr.i  fai:iilies.    This  kind  of  endeavor  also 
indicates  a  real  interest  on  the  part  of  the  local  business  nen  in  the  vrork  and  aims 
of  the  Fari:i  Security  Adnini  strati  on. 

On  July  2,  the  Hiles  City  Chanber  of  Coninerce  toured  the  Kin  soy  ^-''ams.  Lion- 
tana^  project.    A  chicken  dinner  v/as  served  to  the  caravan  at  the  project  v/areliouse 
b^-  the  Kinsey  Yfonen's  Club.    The  entire  hot  dinner  was  served  froa  pressure  cookers 
in  Yrhich  the  food  had  been  cooked  and  brought  from  the  homes  to  the  i;arehouse.  Girls 
from  the  J^-ll  Club  assisted  in  serving.    Mr.  Stack^  Coij^iunrty  lianager,.  and  Llr,  Ilaun, 
a  project  fai^ner^  explained  briefly  the  FSA  program.    Mr.  Haun  emphasized  the  point 
that  oroject  lai-iilies  are  not  Y^ards  of  the  Government,  as  they  have  som-etimes  been 
called;  that  Y;hen  a  family  takes  over  a  larn  unit  and  burrov^s  money  for  its  opera- 
tion they  si'""n  a  note  to  repavc    He  stated  that  the  fa::iilies  fully  intend  meeting 
their  obligations  ond  realise  that  this  idll  require  a  great  deal  of  hard  ivork  and 
careful  management. 

Heart  Mountain  Homesteads 9  Wyoming  -  The  Com...im'iity  and  rai-rily  Services  Sec- 
tion has  been  malcing  preliminary  preparations  for  its  family  selection  v.;ork  to  be 
sta,rted  liien  this  project  is  j-pencd  for  homesteading.    About  100  homestead  units  are 
to  be  availol)le  on  the  Heart  Mountain  Division  of  the  Shoshone  Irrigation  project. 
This  Heart  Mountain  area  is  situated  north  of  the  toijn  of  Cody^  a3j;iost  to  the  toTui  of 
PoTjell.    The  original  idea  for  this  irrigation  project  v^as  conceived  by  Buffalo  Bill 
(Colonel  w'illiam  F.  Codj)  who  so  ranching  claii.is  0D.braced  most  of  this  section  of  the 
country.    Development  of  the  project  v;as  actually  started  by  Colonel  Cody  m.ore  than 
forty  years  ago,  but  the  enterprise,  even  as  then  planned  by  Cody,  proved  to  be  far 
be^'ond  his  means  and  his  interests  and  water  rights  were  finally  relinquished  to  the 
Government.    The  idea  was  later  taken  over  and  revamped  on  a  r^ore  extensive  scale  by 
the  Bureau  of  Reclamation, 

Farm  wiveo  frori.  Milk  River  Farms  have  joined  Ydtb.  other  local  farm  wyaon  to 
establish  a  cooperative  market  for  their  home  and  farmi  produce  at  Malta,  Montana, 
The  T70i:ien  bring  tlieir  OYm  produce  to  rtarket  where  it  is  sold  Linder  the  direction  of  a 
manager.    The  m.anager  opens  and  closes  the  market,  candies  the  eggs,  arranges  and 
keeps  the  merchandise,  rejects  all  foods  not  up  to  standard  quality,  o.ssemibles  and 
tags  all  produce  and  assists  the  farm  mves  mth  their  selling.    For  these  services 
she  is  paid  t^2,00  each  market  day.    Vegetables,  poultry,  bakerjr  a.nd  dairy  products 
are  the  principal  articles  offered  for  sale  and  all  business  is  strictly  cash  and 
carry.    Equipment,  such  as  a  refrigerated  showcase,  egg  candler,  and  scales,  is  sup- 
plied by  local  merchants.    A  similar  riarket  is  operating  at  Glasgow,  Montana, 

Region  XI  -  Thirteen  assistant  camp  mana.gers  are  noiT  wDrking  in  the  migrator^'-  labor 
camps  in  this  region.    Although  the  assistant  managers  a.re  techuiically  responsible  to 
the  Cor.miunity  and  Fa::iily  Services  Section,  they  are  adi.iinistratively  responsible  to 
the  camp  managers,  their  assigniment  being  the  developing  and  supervising  of  recrea- 
tional, social,  and  educo,tional  activities  for  the  camp  foj-.ii3.ies. 
Seven  cai.ips  are  now  publishing  cai".ip  nei-rs papers. 

Region  XII  -  Rn.ien  the  fo.i'mers  of  Bosque  Farms ^  He?:  Mexico,  expressed  a  need  for  a 
commu-nity  building,  project  officials  offered  an  unused  building  if  the  farmers  would 
arrange  for  its  removal  to  a  desirable  site.    The  fo.rmers  agreed  to  m.ove  the  building 
and  planned  the  installation  ef  tables  .and  cabinets  Yiiich  Yd.ll  make  po ssibl.e  the 
serving  of  hot  school  lunches. 
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RcF^ion  XII  (Continued)  -  Thirty-three  ?foi.ien  iron  Ropcsvillc  Farr.ig^  Texac,  attended 
the  open  house  at  Texas  Tochnclop-ical  College  at  Lubbock,    The  group  visited  the 
clothing  laboratory  to  cxar.iine  exhibits  of  inexpensive  drapes,  table  cloths,  and 
slip  covers.    A  r.ieniber  of  the  College  faculty  gave  a  discussion  on  the  repc.ir  and 
upholstery  of  furniture,    L'onch  was  served  in  the  grove,  after  vdiich  they  visited  the 
nursery  to  discuss  the  building  of  play  equipnent  for  children  on  the  project.

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A  re'3ional  staff  bulletin  providing  an  exchan;3e  of  practical  ideas  and 
significant  developments  in  the  field  of  corrjiiunity  and  family  services. 
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iiiLGIOr  I  -  Follovring  the  5  to  1  victory  of  the  Jersey  homesteads,  hei;  Jersey,  ;'iinior 
baseball  teai-^.  over  the  Pine  Grove  teai.i  a  carnival  "Vvliich  netted  ,,-6,86  for  the  U.3.0. 
was  held  in  the  school  g^rTnnasium.     It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  idea  originated 
vdth  a  feiv  children  who  wanted  to  help  the  U,  S.  0.  and  planned  a  cai'nival  in  their 
back  yard,    "..hen  permission  to  use  the  g^m  was  granted  the  children's  enthusiasm^  was 
contagious  enough  to  interest  everyone  in  working  with  them. 

REGION  II  -  The  new  Regional  Chief  of  CoiLmunity  and  ram.il-f  Services,  I.Irs.  L.  5.  Givan_. 
has  taken  up  her  duties  in  Region  II.     Family  selection  for  fall  vacancies,  a  general 
reviev;  of  special  criteria  and  case  recording,  and  comipletion  of  the  Family  Progress 
Sumjnary  for  several  projects  are  araong  the  first  itemis  of  business  receiving  her 
attention. 

The  climaj'C  of  sumjner  playground  activities  at  Greendale,  F/isconsin,  was 
the  presentation,  by  the  children,  of  "A  Day  of  Pla;/""  to  a  crowd  of  about  four  hui'id.re' 
mothers,  fathers,  friends,  and  relatives.     The  children  engaged  in  play  activities 
typical  of  a  day  at  the  playground.     There  was  also  an  interesting  display  of  handi- 
craft completed  at  the  playground  this  sumraer, 

RFGION  III  -  During  August  a  fai^dly  survey  ^ms  made  in  the  Cedar  Cr-ek  Soil  Conser- 
vation Service  area,  in  Pis s our i.     This  survey  was  miade  at  the  request  of  the  SCS  and 
followed  a  number  of  conferences  held  between  SCS  and  the  Community  and  Family  Ser- 
vices staff.    As  a  result,  a  relocation  plan  has  been  set  up  •iPnereby  county  PJl  super- 
visors close  to  the  iU'ea  have  been  given  a  definite  quota  of  fam.ilies  for  whom,  they 
mil  have  relocation  responsibility. 

A  review  of  all  families  living  at  the  LaF or gu  F cirms ,  Liissouri,  project 
is  being  made  under  the  guidance  of  the  Coi.miunity  and  F'ardly  uervices  Section.  An 
analysis  of  the  progress  made  by  each  family  and  a  com.parison  of  thuir  present  and 
past  situc-tions  T.dll  serve  as  a  basis  for  classifying  so-called  pi'obleri  famdlies.  Thie 
I'e suits  of  this  survey  irill  be  used  in  planning  the  supervision  of  thes^;  families  for 
the  r^st  of  the  year. 

Two  Ga.m.ps  of  the  Delmo  Labor  hom.es,  Rissouri,  project  held  open  house 
during  the  rionth  of  August.  These  't«re  all-day  affairs  v.dth  basket  dinners  served  at 
noon.  In  both  cases  the  surrounding  comjiunities  responded  well  to  the  invitation  to 
be  present.  R'any  professional  as  w'ell  as  lay  members  of  the  communities  attended  and 
seemed  to  get  a  clearer  understanding  of  the  project.  Local  Irjid  ovjners  app::ar  to  be 
taking  more  interest  in  securing  labor  from  the  camps.  In  several  insto.nces  trucks  ■ 
have  been  sent  to  the  camps  iraen  cotton  choppers  ^^eru  needed. 

The  FSA,  assisted  by  the  Rilliam.son  County  Farm  ad^dser,  has  held  two 
meetings  in  country  school  districts  in  an  effort  to  disseminate  informr.tion  as  to  th^ 
help  that  can  be  offered  dui'ing  the  cm^r .lency  to  families  vrho  vrill  be  affected  by  the 
purchase  of  land  in  the  Rdlliai.ison  County  ordnance  plant  area  in  Illinois.     Some  of 
the  items  m:entioned  i/ere  the  listing  of  farms  for  sale  or  rent,   storage  space  for 
mLachinery,  and  caretakers  for  livestock;  and  the  ext<:;nsion  of  credit  for  mioving 
expenses,  operation  of  farms,  etc.    A  survey  of  trie  farms  wj.thin  the  area  has  been 
started  in  order  to  determine  what  problems  are  being  confronted  by  the  families  and 
to  see  hoii  manj^  of  the  fam.ilies  i/ill  need  assistance  in  their  efforts  to  relocate , 
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hZGIOiJ  III  (continued)  -  At  the  army  camp  in  Ib'uton  and  licDonald  Counties,  n^ar 
Keosho^  j-issouri,  very  little  progress  is  being  riade  in  evacuating  the  ai'ea.  Approxi- 
mately 40  per  cent  of  the  residents  are  tenants,  and  there  are  yqj^tv  fc\.  farms  for 
rent  in  these  and  adjoining-  counties.    Ev^-ry  effort  is  being  made  by  the  local  FSA 
offices  to  find  suitable  places  for  the  evacuated  fomilies.     a  personal  contact  is 
being  made  with  each  family  by  representatives  of  the  FSA,  and  proper  st:. ps  ar^..  being 
taken  to  aid  them. 

A  local  planning  cor>mittee,  co^iposed  of  interested  people  in  bejiduslo,^, 
Ohio,  has  buen  or.-:anized  and  !ieets  i.'eeklv  in  order  to  discuss  developi\ients  at  the 
Plum,  Brook  ordnance  plant,  in  Erie  County.     The  discussions  at  thuse  me;jtin;';s  have 
dealt  primarily  irith  housing.    An  aj,ricultural  defense  board,  made  up  of  all  agri- 
cultural a_;encies,  has  also  been  organized  in  the  county.     Thui'e  is  no  dc.finite 
plan  as  to  the  vrork  that  ^i,/ill  be  done  by  this  board,  but  in  an  effort  to  increase 
defense  production  they  have  considered  and  are  preparing  a  form  letter  th.-t  irill 
be  sent  to  all  farm,  families  in  the  county,  furnishing  themi  mth  inform.ation  as  to 
better  housing  and  feeding  practices  for  their  poultry  and  dairy  cattle.     The  board

RRalOIJ  VII  -  Staff  mcmJDers  in  Aegion  VII  feel  that,  although  it  is  extremelv  diffi- 
cult  for  anyone  to  determine  beforehraid  iThothor  a  family  villi  be  capable  of  adapting 
itself  successfully  to  a  coope]/ative-typc  proj;„ct,  since  Iiuman  nature  is  at  times 
quite  unpredictable,  the  applic:ition  of  certain  basic  principles  and  a  regard  for 
pertinent  family  characteristics  reduces  t^ie  margin  of  error  by  a  considerable  degree, 
/i-fter  the  application  list  for  a  given  project  has  been  narro\red  do\ir'.  because  of  cer- 
tain definite  requirements,  the  four  most  important  considerations,  as  anailyzed  by 
t hi s  re gi on ,  are: 

1 .  Present  rx-mbership  end  pexticipation  in  existing  cooperatives. 
Present  participation  in  some  t^y'pe  of  cooperative  activity  is  an  indication  that  the 
applying  family  probably  has  somiC  knoudedge  of  the  cooperative  movement  and  is  in 
general  accord  vrith  basic  coopcrrative  principles.     This  assumption  is,  of  course,  not 
an  infallible  but  miercly  a  general  selection  guide.     At  present,  only  a  relatively 
small  percentage  of  resettlement  applications  in  Region  VII  have  been  received  from 
families  Tiho  have  participated  in  cooperative  activities,  and,  in  vieiw'  of  this  fact, 
the  region  has  found  that  it  is  especially  im.portcnt  to  discuss  the  nature  and  method 
of  project  operation  very  fra.nkly  and  in  great  detail  \;ith.  reasonably  eligible  appli- 
cants.    Information  concerning  the  nature  and  method  of  operation  can  very  success- 
fully be  cr;^stalized  during  project  visitation  days.    V.henever  possible  such  days  a.re 
designa.ted  and  the  first  fc\:  hours  are  devoted  to  discussing  tlie  project  and  its 
general  natui^e.    Participating  in  the  group  meeting  are  the  applicants  th..;mselves, 
representative  miem.bers  of  the  cooperative,  and  regional  and  project  pei'sonnel. 

2.  Cooperative  attitude  and  ability  to  e"ork  v.ath  others.     The  selec- 
tion 01  aggressively  individualistic  families  for  cooperative-t^npe  projects  leads  to 
disruption.    Families  selected  sliould  not  lack  initiative  and  pl^^ming  aaility,  but 
it  has  been  found  that  extreine  individualists  do  not  adc.pt  themselves  readily  and 
usually  cause  discention  by  attempting  to  dorvinatc  and  direct  project  e.ctivities .  Th-. 
extent  to  vhich  a  coiApreliensivc;  cooperative  and  adult  education  pi-ogram  on  rescttlener 
projects  might  modify  this  situation  is  problem.atic. 

3.  general  econom.ic  and  social  phxilosophy.     The  applicant  idth  a 
get-rich-quick  attitude  does  not  becom.e  a  good  member  of  a  resettlem.ent  pi-oject;  he  is 
not  interested  so  much  in  security  and  a  reasonable  standard  of  liviri'-  lor  himself  and 
ills  fardly  as  in  rapid  speculative  economic  success.     If  peridtted  project  occupancy, 
he  is  prone  to  leave  cls  soon  as  he  finds  irhat  appears  to  him.  to  be  a  good  !)ossibility 
for  sudden  economic  success  and  as  soon  as  he  becom.es  fully  cuiivinced  that  the  co-

The  '.TA  teacher  was  the  judge,  and 
he  conscripted  the  jury  fromi  the  audience.    The  purpose  of  this  trial,  as  explained  ■ 
the  instructor,  i,;as  to  demonstrate,  by  actual  practice,  court  procedure  and,  by  so 
doing,  to  teach  the  people  the  rights  which  our  democracy  affords  each  citizen  in  a 
fair  trial  by  jury. 

The  migratory  labor  camp  at  ^, "eslaco,  Texas,  has  been  allotted  a  ten 
minute  radio  period  each  l:onday  morning  on  the  local  radio  station. 

Daring  the  months  of  July,  August,  and  September,  the  Regional  Chief 
of  Community  and  Family  Services  spent  a  Ifjrge  portion  of  his  tir;e  in  the  preparation 
of  plans  for  the  relocation  of  fa,rm  fardlies  from  various  defense  areas  in  Texas  and 
Oklahoma,    The  first  area  in  irhich  action  was  necessary  iras  near  Tex  ark  an  a,  Texas, 
v/here  approximately  500  far.dlies  have  been  r.oved.    Under  the  supervision  of  the  Com- 
munity and  Family  Services  Section  and  in  cooperation  i,;ith  the  Rural  I:ehabilitation 
Division,  fifteen  assistant  rural  supervisors  and  assistant  home  supervisors  inter- 
viewed 377  of  the  families.    /:fter  the  factual  data  had  been  obtained,  it  vj-as  ana- 
lyzed by  staff  members  of  the  Gomraunity  and  Family  services  and  Real  i  roperty  dontroj 
Sections,  the  district  RR  supervisoi',  and  the  assistant  regional  director  in  charge 
of  RP.     The  Texas  Defense  Relocation  Corporaoion  was  orgarized  and  a  budget  for  the 
Corporation  was  prepared,    T^wo  tracts  ox  land  adjacent  to  the  relocation  area  w^ere 
leased,  temporary  shelters  were  erected,  and  pasturage  for  livestock  was  provided. 
Tents  wrere  also  provided  for  faiailies  who  could  I'ent  or  lease  land  on  Tfhich  there 
were  no  housing  facilities,     ■'oveable  houses  ha^'-e  also  been  used,  and  r-.ore  than  200 
grants  have  been  made  to  families  having  to  move  from  the  area.     In  th.e  n.eantime, the 
Corporation  is  optionLng  land  for  permanent  resettlement  projects.     It  i?  conter:plat' 
that  a  200-unit  project  idll  be  established. 

RIX- ION  IX  -  The  supervisor  of  the  TJPA  recreation  program  for  Fresno  County,  Cali- 
fornia, asked  the  Firebaugh  camp  council  for  authority  to  conduct  his  training 
school  at  the  Firebaugh  Farm,  workers  Corrmunity.     Persons  in  the  community  interested 
in  receiving  this  free  training  vrere  urged  to  attend  the  classes  for  RTA  -v/orkers. 

TtC'  in-service    training  conferences  are  scheduled  to  be  held  in  tliis 
region  during  the  month  of  October 5  one  at  Visalia,  California,  on  October  6,  and  the 
other  at  Stockton,  California,  October  9. 

REGION  X  -    A  three-day  confei-ence  of  m.embers  of  the  regional  staff  and  the  community 
managers  yms  held  at  I'.Iiles  City,  Hontana,  in  September,    One  of  the  chief  subjects 
for  consideration  by  the  conference  was  the  plan  for  ^making  project  analyses.  The 
group  review^ed  a  report  of  a  siiailar  conference  held  in  Region  VII.    All  phases  of 
the  report  w-ere  discussed  at  som.e  length  after  ifhich.it  vras  decided  to  take  the 
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REGIQ].!  X  (continued)  -  Re^^ion  VII  pro  gran  for  project  Laialvsis  back  to  tlie  Denver 
office  \vhere  it  v;ould  be  adi-.pted  to  the  needs  of  Region  X  and  revised  according  to 
suggestions  made  at  i  iles  City,     The  conference  also   ;,cvg  considerable  tii.e  to  the 
subject  of  organizing  cormiunity  councils.     It  y/as  brought  out  in  the  discussion  that 
no  set  pattern  for  such  organizations  should  be  adopted  in  tliis  region,  but  rather 
that  each  project  should  forn  a  council  suited  to  the  needs  of  that  particular  coi.i- 
munitj.     This  r/as  to  be  the  responsibility  of  each  comaunity  manager.      liere  sone 
form  of  comnijinity  organization  already  exists,  j.ts  nodification  in  such  a  i^bat  that 
it  can  better  serve  the  interests  Os.  the  entire  cormunity  'iiras  sugjasted. 

At  Rinsey  Farms,  i.ontana,  i/here  fe\7  project  lanilies,  if  an^/, 
had  taken  part  in  fairs,  a  very  successful  coiTiunity  lair  :."as  held  the  1^  tter  part 
of  ..ugust.    i-ilthou;^i  a  fair  corn.iittee  i.-as  responsible  for  directing  the  enterprise, 
assistance  ^jith  the  or,_,anizing  and  arranging  of  exhibits  ijas  given  by  coi-:nittees 
appointed  by  the  T;onen's  clubs  and  4--R  clubs.     Jenerosit^.''  of   -iles  City  nerchants 
made  possible  the  avrarding  of  a  large  number  of  prizes. 

One  iiundred  and  f ort^.^-tifo  applications  for  construction  a;id 
real  estate  loans  have  been  received  from  homesteaders  in  tiie  -^iverton,  Ryoring,  area 
The  Rone  R'anagement  Supervisor  has  spent  considerable  ti:-ie  in  thie  field  visiting  the 
hom_es  of  the  applicants  in  order  to  become  acquainted  irlth  the  f;i] lilies,  to  explain 
the  nature  of  the  FSA  program,  and  to  detemine  the  housing  need  of  each  family.  iRie 
project  engineer  has  accom.panied  the  hoLie  mianagement  supervisor  on  r.any  of  these  hoi;ie 
visits. 

A  study  is  V)eing  made  as  to  the  cost  and  advisability  of  using 
adobe  on  this  project  for  construction  of  hories  and  barns.     A  coTimunit;/  service  is 
being  considered  uhereby  adobe  bricks  can  be  made  by  the  clients  cooperatively.  By 
this  proposed  arrangement  each  homesteader  expecting  to  use  adobe  construction  can 
participate  in  the  cooperative  and  perhaps  borroiJ"  around  ,i.$0  for  this  ";;urpose.  This 
cooperative  loan  could  then  be  liquidated,  by  paying  for  the  adobe  used  on  each  home- 
stead from  the  clients'  construction  loan..     The  advantages  of  this  cooperative  method 
would  be  that  the  adooe  bricks  could  be  made  before  freezing  :;eather  sets  in.  The 
cost  of  making  the  bricks  would  be  materially  reduced,  and  a  much  better  quality  of 
material  could  be  produced  by  making  the  adobe  under  competent  direction. 

RRGION  XI  -  The  lan.i  families  living  near  the  caiips  for  migrant  farm_ 

T.orkers  have  been  very  friendly  with  the  camp  residents  in  tl.is  region.     The  dances 
at  the  c^ir.ip  at  Granger,     ashin.gton,  have  been  enlivened  b^^  the  neighboring  farmi  peopl- 
Ti'lic  have  brought  their  callers,  fiddlers,   guitar  and  accordian  players  to  the  dances. 
These  people  were  impressed  and  deliglited  with  the  assembly  building  and  h- ve  asked 
q'jestions  concerning  the  FSA  and  its  prograi^;,     Sor.e  of  tlien  have  even  applied  for 
mer'i'oershix)  in  the  cooperative  association. 

In  one  of  the  Oregon  camips  a  boxing  miatch  lie  Id  once  a  ij"eek  has 
an  attendance  o.   300  to  RCO  campers  and  residents  of  the  neai-by  tovjn  wlio  enjoy  this 
sport.     The  City  Council,  in  return,  opened  the  sirimj.iing  pool  to  the  cai'p  children 
and  authorized  the  camp  recreation  leader  to  supervise  the  pool  duriiig  the  period. 
Thj.s  sharing  of  recreational  facilities  find  social  experiences  is  an  Lm.po.rtant  step 
toTrard  more  complete  co7Tt:iunity  integration, 

-■:in  insect  collectors  club  bias  been  organized  at  the    .alia,  .all. 
Rashiiigton,  Rigratory  Labor  Camp.     Interest  in  collecting  specim.ens  is  not  lim.ited  to 
bona  fide  club  members,  three  and  f our-year-olds  are  iust  as  enthusiastic  over 
discovering  strange  bugs  as  their  older  brothers  and  sisters,  a.nd  even  the  adults  are 
cooperating. 

The  camp  float  of  the  Ca.ldirell,  Idaho,  I  .igratory  Labor  Camp 
^j-on  second  place  in  the  Ivural  Communities  Division  of  the  Rodeo  Rarade  at  Caldwell, 

The  ijadies  Club  a^t  the  Caldwell  camp,  i-^ith  the  help  of  the 
librarian,  is  planning  a  program^  of  club  work  which,  i/ill  include  current  events, 
reading,  and  story  telling. 
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KEG-ION  I  -  One  of  the  FSA  defense  housing  im.it s  at  Middle  River,  liaryland,  provides 
dormitories  for  single  men  who  are  em.ployed.  at  the  Glen  Iviaroin  plant.  Seventy-five 
percent  of  these  m.en  are  also  purs^oing  various  co'orses  of  study.    l.:ost  of  them  are 
enrolled  in  defense  vocational  training  courses  at  one  of  the  nearby  higxi  schools. 

One  of  the  women  residents  of  Jersey  Homesteads,  Hew  Jersey,  was  recently 
admitted  to  a  vocational  school  at  Uew  Brunswick  for  instruction  in  sheet  metal 
layout  work. 

REG-ION  II  -  Many  of  the  flowers  which  beautify  the  desks  and.  shelves  in  the  class- 
rooms of  the  Greendale,  Wisconsin,  school  are  placed  there  as  a  flov/er  service  by 
the  third  graders.     Ihe  service  was  established  this  fall  for  two  reasons:  to  ma.ke 
money  and  to  enable  the  children  to  learn  flower  arrangement.    Each  subscriber  pays 
a  small  fee  for  the  ser\'"ice  and  the  boys  and  girls  supply  tno  flowers  and.  loan  the 
vases. 

Twenty- five  of  the  students  attending  the  Greendalo  high  school  have 
secured  pa.rt-time  emplO'Tnent  this  fall. 

The  Greendale  Library  is  read.y  for  a  busy  winter  season.    In  anticipation 
of  the  heavier  derijands  for  winter  reading,  the  library  took  care  of  the  necessary 
bookbinding  and  repairs  during  the  sujinmer  months.     The  library  ha.s  grov,Ti  rapidly 
since  its  opening  in  the  fall  of  1938  when  there  ttgt el ^'.ss  thaji  3000  books  on  the 
shelves.    There  are  now  5210  volumes. 

REGION  III  -  At  the  Nava^l  Ammunition  Depot,  near  Bums  City,  Indiana,  publicity 
gained  through  newspapers  and  farm  m.eetings  enabled  the  local  ESA  office  to  list 
between  700  and  800  farms  for  sale  or  rent.    These  lists  are  in  the  FSA  office  and 
are  available  for  the  use  of  farmers  at  any  time.    The  mrtin  County  welfare  office 
as  well  as  the  Faval  officials  ha,ve  been  included  in  working  out  relocation  plans. 
The  ESA  office  is  knov/n  to  be  the  clearing  house  for  all  information  pertaining  to 
relocation. 

Cooperation  With  Maintenance  Staff.    All  comm.unity  managers  and  fa..rm 
managem.ent  supervisors  as  well  as  mem.bers  of  the  Community  ajid  Family  Services 
Section  recently  attended  budget  hearings  at  which  a  n^umber  of  problem.s  frequently 
arising  in  the  field  were  taken  up.    Following  the  plan  outlined  at  these  hearings, 
the  community  majia.ger  and  the  maintenance  supervisor  of  Wabash  Farms,  Indiana, 
planned  a  series  of  letters  on  maintenance  to  bo  sent  to  all  clients  oh  the  project. 

Fajnily  Adjustments.    A  new  plan  of  farmi  ajid  home  visits  lia.s  res^olted 
from  a  recent  resurvey  of  all  families  on  the  Lc\Eorge  Farms,  Missouri,  project. 
Problem  fanilies  were  selected  by  the  LaEorge  3i:rff  to  be  visited  jointly  by  farm 
and  home  sux')er\'i3ors  and.  given  special  consideration  this  fa^ll.    Results  of  the  / 
physical  examinations  held  during  May  at  LaEorge  a.re  being  used  by  the  home  super- 
visor in  helping  families  to  plan  more  adequate  diets  to  correct  the  ca..use  of  theiir 
most  common  disease,  nutritional  anemia,  -  .  / 
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At  G-reenhills,  Ohio,  a  boys'  club  has  been  orgc^nized  under  the  leadership 
of  the  acting  coriini'aiii ty  apjiager  and  the  police  chief.    The  membership  oonsis-ts  of 
about  40  boys  bet^^een  l4  and  16  years  of  age.    An  old  barn  on  the  project  has  been 
turned  over  to  the  boys  who,  v:ith  the  a.ssi stance  of  some  of  the  men'  residents,  are 
rapidly  converting  it  into  a  clubhouse. 

Defense  Housing. ,  .Dormitory units  for  430  'vomen  are  nearing  com.pletion 
at  Ravenna.,  Ohio.     Tlie  K^ent  Chapter  of  the  A.  A.  U.  17,  at  Ha<,venna.  has  agreed  to  act 
a.s  a  big  sister  oTganization  for  the  occuppjits,  v:ho  are  expected  to  a.verage  twenty 
years  in  a,ge.    Arrajigem.ents  have  been  micade  for  the  pro'ject  to  be  served  reg'ola.rly 
by  the  new  bool<mobile  furnished  to  Hiram  College  "by  the  State  of  Ohio. 

 ]>:/o  o.f.  the  ten  nursery  schools  planned  for  the  De]jno  Lnbor.  Homes  in, 

Missouri  have  been  opened.    One  is  for  Negro  ch'lc.reii  and  one  ior'~"^itG.     ^iic  two 
mmntenajice  m.en.  on  the  projocc  designed  aiiid  built  (accordixig  to  approved  nursery 
■school  specif ica,tions)  all  of  the  furniture  and  play  cquipr.:.;nt  for  the  schools. 
The  m.en  v/ere  assisted  by  project  residents  and  by  the  nine  cajnp  managers,  Sa.ch 
camp  imnager  ^?.ve  up  his  routine  tasks  for  one  day  in  order  to  learn  soi-iething  of 
the  needs  of  the  youngest  project  residents, 

-,  ..Members  of  the  Missouri  State  HR  staff  recently  held  a.  two-day  conference 
a.t  the  Osage  FarLiS  Project.    In  t'le  opinion  of  the  Missouri  State.  Director,  this 
conference  and  tne  contributions  ma,de  to  it  by  r.embers  of  the  Osage  Fa.n;;S  staff 
have  given  the-SR  State-  staff  a  miuch  clea.rer  understanding  and  appreciation  of  the 
work  of  the  .RP  "Division..    A^iother  such  meeting  in  Misso'ori  for  local  co'jnty  personnt 
may  be  : arranged,  .  ■ 

Tv70  young  .  people  fromx  the  Laice  Co^onty  Homesteads  in  Illinois  attended 
the  Rural-Urban  Youth  Cajnp  in  Indiana..    Tliis  is  the  second  time  tiiat  project  youths 
have  participated  in  these  activities.    A  project  boy  and  girl  aJso  a.ttended  the 
sumner  Rural-Urban  Youth  Coxiference. 

The  South  Lilbourn  comminity  of  the  Delmo  Labor  Hom.es,  Missouri,  expects 
to  have  a  library  soon.    Representatives  of  the  project,  assisted  by  the  loca.l 
comimunity,  the  school  board,  and  the  Missouri  Library  Comjnission  are  perfecting 
plans  for  its  opening,  ; 

REG-ION  IV  -  Following  a.  plan  outlined  to  the  comjnunity  miana.gers  at  a.  conference 
in  August  19^1,  staff  m.eetings  were  held  with  project  personnel  to  discuss  famnly 
selection  plans  for  194-2,  designed  to  m^eet  the  needs  of  each  individual-  project, 
Fajnily  Services  representatives  led  the  discussions.  By  group  discussion  m.ethods 
it  was  possible  to  have  the  project  personnel  m^ap  out  their  o'-jh  plan  of  work  for 
family  selection,  analyze  their. pr obi er.s,  and  suggest  possible  solutions.  It  is 
hoped- tha.t  these  m.eetings  h^.ve  served  the  following  purposes: 

1.  To  familiarize  project  personnel  with  procedure  to  be  follo^-^ed  in 
the  selection  of  fanilies  and  to  develop  and  understanding  of  the 
necessity  for  such  procedLire. 

2.  To  ennoble  project  personnel  to  participants  miore  effectively  in  the 
work  of  selection. 

3.  To  plaxe  responsibility  on  the  local  family/  selection  comimittee, 
not  on  the  comximunity  mianavgers  alone. 

4.  To  stim^alate  the  flow  of  applications,  where  needed,  by  the  right 
kind  of  publicity. 

■  5.    To  result  in  better  -pTe'--plDDii±ng  for  occujpancy,  better  orientation, 
and  long-time  planning  with  the  fairllies. 

In  October  two  of  the  North  Carolina  projects,  Pembroke  Farms,  and 
Penderlea  Homesteads,  held  group  mieetings  to  consider  comiimonity  problems  and 
discuss  the  development  of  commiunity  resources.    At  Pevnbroke,  the  fac^olty  of  the

Pembroke  State  College  for  Indians,  ner:bers  of  the  Penbroke  5'an:.s  Conxn-unity 
Council,  the  project  staff,  and  nenhers  of  the  PSA  field .personnel  participated 
in  the  meetings.    The  interest  aroused  is  evidenced  hy  the  fact  tiia.t  25  people 
from  Pembroke  also  attended  the  meetings  at  Fenderlea.    Other  groups  represented 
at  Penderlea  were  the  school  faculty,  project  personnel,  Pcndorlea  CommiJini ty 
Council,  local  school  corxuttee,  Countj^  Board  of  Education,  the  County  Council  of 
Agricultural  \7orkers,  j?Jid  PSA  staff  members  fror^  the  regional  office.    Dr.  Morris 
Mitchell  of  the  State  Teachers  College  at  Florence,  Alahama,  mtide  important 
contrihutions  to  the  conference. 

All  project  personnel  and  representatives  of  the  regional  P?-mily  Services 
Section  .attended  the  district  meetings  held  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  comimunity 
and  family  services  oiid  debt  adJustPient.  It  is  planned  thc\t  project  pe;^'-orjiel  Mill 
attend  the  district  r-oeting  held  nes.rest  ther:  in  the  future.  They  are  finding 
tMs  very  helprul  and  a::e  developing  a  splendid  spirit  of  fellovrship  \7ith  other  PSA 
workers, 

EEG-ION  V  -  In  ep.ch  of  the  Birmnngham.,  Alahai-ja,  suhuroan  commities,  there  are 
individual  families  cn.rrying  on  a  higlily  developed  subsistence  program  as  regards 
a.gri cultural  production  as  vjell  as  food  preservation.    Tnese  families  are  making  a 
rea.l  educational  contribution  to  the  comjnmity  in  showing  other  famdlies  Just  what 
the  possibilities  of  their  subsistence  homesteads  a,re, 

Tarletcn  Collier,  the  Regional  Infomation  Specialist,  is  the  author  of 
a  recently  published  first  novel,  PIRS  HI  THE  SKY.    This  book  should  be  of  special 
interest  to  PSA  personnel  since  it  presents  the  problem  of  Southern  tenaait- farmers 
ajid  sha.recroppers  ajid  exmbodies  mxuch  of  the  PSA  philosophy. 

A  new  co'orse,  Cooperatives  and  Consumer  Education,  is  being  offered  at 
the  high  school  in  Escambia  Pa^rrxS,  Plorida„.    The  class  will  be  taught  by  the  home 
economics  teacher  who  will  be  assisted  in  certaoin  phia.ses  of  the  course  by  m^embers 
of  the  PSA  project  staff. 

I>aring  the  hurricajie  ernxorgency  in  Plorida,  Camp  Okeechobee  sheltered 
2500  people.    Ev^ery  miember  of  the  car^p  sta.ff  remiained  on  duty  throughout  the  night. 
This  pemitted  skillful  liandling  of  a  situation  which  miight  have  becom.e  very  serious. 

Tlie  Older  Youth  Club  at  Ashwood  Plantation,  S.  C.  ,  sponsored  a.  training 
course  in  folk  dancing  which  was  open  to  both,  yo'jaig  people  and  a.dults.    Mr.  and 
Mrs.  G-eorge  Bidstrup  of  the  Camxobell  Polk  School  served  a^s  instructors.     Tae  club 
raised  mxOney  to  pay  their  expenses.    One  lesson  each  da^y  wa.s  given  over  to  training 
of  teaxhers  and  personnel. 

Red  Cross  work  is  increasing  in  importance  on  the  projects  in  this  region. 
The  women  and  older  girls  at  both  Osceola^  and  Okeechobee  Migra.tory  Labor  Camps  in 
Florida  have  been  knitting  for  the  local  chapter.    At  Camp  Okeechobee  a  group  of 
high  school  girls  liave  requested  instruction  in  ]:mitting.    Eighty  garments,  includ- 
ing operating  shirts,  hospital  go'^ns,  boy's  shirts,  and  women's  dresses  vjere  comr- 
pleted  by  the  vjomen  of  Escambia.  Parms. 

REG-ION  VI  -  Prior  to  the  opening  of  school  tv/o  conferences  were  a.rranged  in  this 
region  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  an  effective  conixmunity  school  program.  Repre- 
sentatives fromi  the  State  Department  of  Ed.ucaotion,  local  school  teachers,  m.embers 
of  PSA  personnel,  comimunitj/  lea.ders,  and  interested  local  citizens  attended. 
Em.pha.sis  v/as  pla.ced  on  the  developm-ent  of  comimmity  type  programs  which  would  include 
adult  educa.tion,  comxmunity  health  activities,  and  recrealion,  and,  in  a.ddition, 
would  deal  with  specific  problemxS  directly  connected  with  the  school.

Approximately  75  project  yoijng  people  in  tliis  region  are  recoiving  some 
type  of  voca.tion?2  tra,ining  off  the  projects.     In  this  .group  are  college  students, ^ 
student  nurses,  pjid  those  enrolled  in  secretarirl  courses,  in  ITYA  training  csnters, 
CCC  camps,  and  in  special  defense  training  3chc.\\s. 

A  study  of  commity  orgTuiization  ^Till  be  included  in  the  civics  co^orse  ■ 
of  the  school  at  Terrehonne,  La.    Tlie  principal  of  the  school  licas  vjorked  v/ith  a 
memher  of  the  FSA  staff  in  plsjming  a  course  which  -"."ill  he  adapted  to  the  local 
cornnunity  situation. 

A  training  confersa.ce  for  corriunity  an.d  f?jnily  ser\'ices  rrorkers  ;md 
coDHiunity  nurses,  held  on  Septonher  10,  11,  rnd  12,  was  the  first  conference  of 
this  tj^e  ever  scheduled  in  Region  VI.    Menihers  of  the  Coni^ijuiity  aid  Fardly  Service^ 
Section  in  ITashington  attended  rnd  took  part  in  the  discussions.    Dr.  C.  M.  Pearce, 
Area  MecUcad  Officer,  Dallas,  Texa.s,  participated  in  the  sectional  meetings  arrajngec 
for  the  comunity  nurses,    Tnis  conference  was  devoted  to  reviewing  commuaiity  and 
family  services  procedures  ajid  developing  plans  for  the  expansion  of  existing 
programs  ^ander  the  inmedia.te  direction  of  family  services  workers  aiid  commimity 
nurses. 

During  a  training  conference  for  project  secretaries  a^id  stenographers 
the  Regional  Chief  of  Community  aiid  Far/dly  Ser^/ices  discussed  with  the  tra-inees 
their  responsihility  for  a^ssisting  in  the  development  of  a  well-rounded  commuiiity 
and  family/  services  program, 

REG-ION  VII  -  One  of  the  most  popular  e:^±Libits  at  the  fall  fadr  held  at  ?>Bd  River 
Valley  Fa^rms,  North  Daikota,  was  the  one  on  accident  prevention. 

A  la^rge  survey  is  "being  mia>d.e  of  the  families  living  in  the  a^rea.  west  of 
Two  Rivers,  Nehra^ska,,  where  100  to  125  fajrllies  will  he  displaced  hy  the  erection 
of  a  large  pov/der  plant  a^t  WaJhoo. 


Recently  a.  num^)er  of  accepted  families  v;ho  liave  oeen  in  occupajicy  on  the 
RP  projects  in  Region  VII  for  a  period  of  yea.rs,  indicated  their  desire  to  move  for 
the  puipose  of  entering  defense  work.    As  a  mialter  of  fa.ct,  some  families  ha.ve  al- 
ready withdraam  from;  the  projects  for  tiiat  purpose,    ^nose  who  are  rem.aining,  ac- 
cording to  reports  from.  comm;anity  m.ana.gers,  are  on  the  whole  the  somewhat  older 
families  who  feel  that  their  imjnediate  azid  long-time  problem  is  tiial  of  a.sS'Jiring 
themselves  of  security,     xliese  families  are  of  the  opinion  th^.t  the  younger  families 
can  more  easily  risk  long  time  secLurity  for  imj-iediaote  emxploj^/ient  al  a  relatively 
high  wage. 

For  som.e  tim.e  Region  VII  h^..s  been  contemplaling  the  necessity  of  re- 
writing the  special  family  selection  req'oirem.ents  ar.d  plajis  for  the  projects  in 
this  region.    It  was  hoped,  however,  that  such  revisions  wO'XLd  be  able  to  await 
the  completion  of  the  project  analyses  which  lia.d  been  sched-oled  for  the  fall  of 
19^1.     In  view  of  the  delay  in  the  completion  of  these  analyses,  ajid  the  necessity 
of  rewriting  some  of  the  selection  req;jlremients  at  an  ea^rly  dale,  many  of  the 
comjnunity  m.ana.gers  have  been  requested  to  give  imjm.ediate  altention  to  possible 
revision. 
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REG-ION  VIII  -  The  Latin-Ar.ericaTx  people  living  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Crystal  City, 
Texas,  Migratory  Lahor  Car.ip  were' recently  invited  to  the  cai.ip  for  an  evening  of 
entertainnent  and  sociability. 

The  Christinas  committee  and  the  handicraft  comittees  at  the  Rohstom, 
Texa.s,  Fara  V/orkers  CoiTiin'anity  have  conljined  their  efforts  to  conpleto  pli?jis  and 
niake  toys  for  the  comimity  Christna.3  progrrjn.    Over  75  sttiffed  animals  have  heen 
completed.    The  toys  are  so  attractive  aiid  'Tell  made  that  the  peoxjle  from  Robstomi 
have  purchased  some  of  the  toys  for  their  ovni  childjren.    Since  som.e  of  the  men  have  . 
asked  to  r^ke  wooden  toys  for  the  community  Christmas,  the  co:.ra-uni ty  manager  lias 
arranged  to  liave  the  v:oodv;orking  shop  completed  and  n?.de  pvailahle  to  these  men. 
Christmas  toys  are  also  "being  made  at  t^:70  other  Texa.s  caups,  Sintcn  £ind  Cr^.'-stril  City. 

REG-ION  DC  -  Due  to  the  dempjids  of  the  National  Defense  program  on  semi-skilled 
agTi cu]. tura.l  workers  for  industrial  vjork  in  defense  projects,  Eireb;:iugh,-  'Tulare , 
ajid  Arvin  labor  home  projects,  in  California,  lipve  had  an  occupancy  turnover  of 
33,  27,  dtA  22  percent  respectively  dijring  the  past  eight  months. 

Faiuily  Selection  for  La,bor  Homes.    Tlie  Regional  family  selection  staff 
recently  conducted  a  field  s^JjTvey  in  c.n  effort  to  discover  weaknesses  in  the  present 
procedure  of  family  selection  in  Region  IX.    It  was  discovered  tliat  whereas  the  homes 
are  being  filled  rather  rapidly,  it  would  be  better  to  devise  some  means  whereby 
families  in  need  of  labor  homie  housing  could  be  directly  supplied  with  all  of  the 
important  facts  re^^^rding  the  homes.    With  thn.s  in  mind,  paxiphlet  ma.teria.l  has  been  : 
prepared  and  circ^olated  to  all  ESA  field  offices. 

In-service  training  conferences  for  all  RP  rr.ersonnel  were  held  in  the 
region  during  October.    With  the  anno"ancerient  of  the  conference  date,  a  list  of 
questions  on  the  grant,  cam.p,  ajid  farm  prograjis  were  sent  to  the  field  iDersonnel 
in  prepara.tion  for  the  discussion  sessions.    The  conference  discussions  were  con- 
ducted by  meribers  of  the  field  staff  and  v:ere  characterized  by  the  active  partici- 
pation of  all  personnel.    A  very  interesting  session  in  ea^ch  conference  was  a 
dcnonstration  sta;,ff  meeting  sta^ged  by  the  personnel  from  the  Tulare ,  California, 
Earm.  Workers  Community  and  the  Visalia,  California,  Grant  Office  at  the  first  con- 
ference, and  by  the  personnel  of  the  Yuba.  City,  Ca.lifornia,  Earm  Workers  Corumunity 
and  the  Mar^^rsville,  California,  Grant  Office  at  the  second  conference. 

D-Qxing  the  Visalia  conference,  famlies  at  Kineral  King,  California., 
entertained  the  m.embers  of  the  regional  office  aaid  the  Washington  staff  at  a.  com- 
mranity  dinner.    Tlie  diimer  was  prei^ared  by  the  v/omen  of  the  com£iunity,  entirely  from 
products  produced  on  the  Mineral  King  Coopera.tive  Farm. 

An  eight  weeks ^  course  in  health  education  has  recently  been  completed 
a.t  four  of  the  Earn  Workers  Comunities  in  Calif oir^ia.    Mrs.  Ruth  Coe  of  the 
regional  sta^ff  met  once  with  each  of  the  discussion  groups  v;hich  :7ere  ma.de  up  of 
the  nen  ajid  women  residents  in  the  corxiunity.    Mrs.  Coe  also  conducted  hygiene 
classes  for  higii  school  boys  and  girls  d'oring  school  hoLirs.     The  co^orses,  both  for 
a>.du]-ts  and  youth,  were  very  successf^jl.    A  similar  prograjn  is  nov/  being  initia.ted 
in  four  of  the  fam  workers  co'omunities  in  Arizona.. 

At  the  Yuma  Ea^n.!  Workers  Coixiimity  in  Arizona,  the  m.en  liave__roriOdeled  a 
douole  shelter  to  provide     library  for  the  residents.    ITfA  ha.s  supplied  a  libra.rian 
and  the  library  comjnittee  is  responsible  for  maintenance  and  OT)era.tion.    The  read- 
ing room  ha.s  been  m-ade  attractive,     Tlie  books  a^re  not  generally  loaned  outside  of 
the  library  except  to  those  people  in  Cc^j.rp  who  are  ill.

REGION  I  -  A  nu^iber  of  the  Defense  housing  projects  have  reported  successfijl 
Christmas  parties.     T/vent^v^-five  children  and  their  mothers  from  the  trailer  cs/m^ 

at  Bethlehem^  Pennsylvania,  were  the  guests  of  the  Y."'.C.A..  and  the  'business  a.nd 
Professional  '■'om-en  on  December  22.    A  mem.ber  of  the  Y."".C.A.  dressed  in  the 
traditional  Moravian  costume,  addressed  the  mothers  on  the  histor^,^  of  "ethlehem.^ 
which  was  founded  by  the  i'oravians  on  Christm.as  ''ve.    At  Hartford,  Connecticut, 
the  project  Commiunity  Club  sponsored  a  Christmas  party  for  the  children  and  a 
prize  contest  for  the  three  m.ost  attractively  decorated  houses.    At  "aterloo. 
New  York,  the  Finger  Lakes  State  Park  Commiission  furnished  tv/o  trees  for  the 
Christmas  festivities. 

Community  Clubs  are  verj'-  active.    At  '^^ew  London,  Connecticut,  a  Dor^ni- 
tory  Defense  Council,  composed  of  four  mem.bers  from:  each  of  the  dormtories  mioets 
once  a  week  in  the  administration  buildin..     The  Hartford,  Connecticut,  club  was 
busy  dLiring  January  establishing  by-lav/s  and  preparing  for  a  uermanent  election. 
i/;hen  the  club  vfas  organized  the  election  of  officers  was  post^ooned  until  the 
occupants  of  the  oroject  became  better  acquainted. 

The  third  and  fourth  greders  at  Greenbelt ,  Maryland,  have  demiOnstrated 
that  the  very  young  are  as  adept  in  group  discussion  as  their  elders.    At  a  tea 
v^hich  they  gave  for  their  mothers,  the  children  oresented  an  outline  oi  their 
social  studies  by  m.eans  of  a  rouna-table  discussion,  conducted  entirely  by  the 
children  themselves,  which  stressed  the  advantages  that  individuals  ana  iamiiies 
are  able  to  secure  by  living  in  groups. 


R^GIOh  II  -  m  enthusiastic  crowd  of  liiDC  persons  attended  the  dedication  of  the 
btemer  Uomimunity  Club's  nevi  com^piunity  hall  at  Thief  River  Falls,  Minnesota.  An 

interesting  part  of  the  program  vfas  a  round-table  discussion  of  citizensiiio  and 
demiocracy.  v/hich  was  led' by  the  county  agent.  The  ncv:  hall  vras  financed  by  the 
club  and  the  tovm  board  of'^Txccl. 

R^GIO"  III  -  CommunitjT-  managers  and  their  staffs,  assisted  by  mem.bers  of  the 
Community  and  Family  Services  Section  from,  the  regional  office,  hc^ve  -:orkcd  to- 
gether to  select  ne-YiT  families  for  occuopjicy  in  advance  of  the  active  .^ara?ng 
season.     Project  staffs  have  given  SDccial  attention  to  -oroblLm  famili-_.s  snd  have 
cooperated  in  outlining  a  plan  for  assisting  them.    Liuch  interest  has  been  stimu- 
lated in  analyzing  problems  and  in  deciding  i\hat  can  be  done  to  help  families  fit 
into  comiTiunity  life.

The  sixth-grade  teacher 
is  sponsoring  the  club.     Tnrougn  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Carths^e  7air^  the 
club  sponsor  and  the  far.a  .nanager  financed  the  purchase  of  the  calves  v-rithout  in- 
terest charges  to  the  boys  or  the  club.

Interesting  ;rrom  the  standpoint  of  pUL.lic  relations  vras  the  recent 
ao>earance  of  two  members  of  the  Ashwood,  South  Carolina,  Youth  Club  on  a  pro- 
gram, of  the  Kiwanis  Club  of  a  nearby  toimi.    An  in-school  ana  an  o^.it-of -school 
youth  Yfere  selectee  instead  of      member  O-  the  project  staff.    The  tv;p  were 
swamped  with  qu::;Stions  and  com:nents  but  were  cuitc  equal  to  the  occasion.  One 
aiscussed  the  school  and  how  its  program  had  helpec  make  country  life;  more  attrac- 
tive.    The  other  described  the  type  of  life  she  and  her  family  had  led  before 
moving  to  Ashv-pod  and  showed  hoT;'  the  :.shv:ood  program  had  changed  the  wliole  course 
of  life  for  them.    As  many  of  the  men  had  never  been  to  Ashwooa,  th^:  club  was  in- 
vited to  have  supper  and  an  evening  :rieeting  tliere.     The  invitation  ".ras  acce  nted 
Y.dth  alacrity  and  enthusiasm.. 

Staff  members  at  the  Floriaa  IJigratory  Labor  Caiips  r-i  jort  thst 
employers  are  no'.r  linaing  that  the  ca^ips  have  helped  materially  in  improving 
housing  conaitions  and  that  the  total  number  of  v.;orkers  in  the  com-.iunities  is 
probabl^r  gr^^ater  than  in  previous  years,    a  committee  from  lo^'^r  Iroward  County 
recently  requested  that  consiaeration  be  given  to  the  establishment  of  a ^ camp  in 
their  vicinity.    Grov/ers  in  the  i^ahokee-Canal  Point  area  hela  a  m^etin^.  in 
November  which  staff  members  were  requested  to  attend.     This  meeting  provided  an 
excoDtional  opportunity  to  explain  thu  advantages  of  mi^;rator---  ca.ips  to  employers. 
One  of  the  largest  growers  in  the  telle  Glaae  area  assertea  th?t  labor  fro;:i  the 
camo  7;as  at  least  U0%  more  efficient  than  from  the  ''run  of  the  co.nmunity . "  This 
statement  was  accepted  without  question  cnc  actually  a^reec  to  ey  a  nu-iiber  of  the 
groY^ers  present.     The  meeting  v-as  also  attended  by  the  Countg  Arricultural  Agent 
and  the  State  Amaloym.ent  -rea  Director.     The  county  agent  offered  to  aal<e  his 
entire  mailing  list  for  the  county  available  to  the  caap  staff  and  to  mail  out 
information  describing  the  progra,.!  to  about  900  iiidividual  farmers. 

The  comiTiunity  of  Gee's  fend,  Alaba;:ia,  is  ver-  proud  of  the  new  libmry 
consistin::  of  300  books.    This  is  the  first  tiie  any  kind  of  library  service  has

Of  late,  I  have  had  a 
sort  of  breathing  spell  aiid  liave  been  able  to  survey  some  of  our  faiTiilies  from 
an  angle  other  than  purely  economical,    I  7.1  sh  I  coulci  take  you  into  some  of  our 
homes  aiid  let  you  see  tme  humsri  coopemtion  and  everyday  livin^  that  I  hive  seen, 
LoSS  ana  less  the  families  of  the  Reci  River_Valley  project  h-ve  been  clients  to 
me  and  more  and  more  tmey  ?.re  my  friends.    '7s  argue  and  discuss  in  a  friendly 
-my  the  cuestionc  of  the  times.    V/c  come  out  not  alivavs  igreeinrr  but  alt/ays 
friends  and  respecting  each  other's  point  of  vieiT.

Besides  the  principles  of  building, 
pliribing,  ana  ilring,  the  boys  are  lea.rning  tlie  use  of  tools  raid  --^  lot  of 
m.echanical  tricks  that  every  handy  m.an  should  knovf.     In  order  to  learn  by  actual 
experience,  the  boys  tIU  renovate  ana  rebuild  a  cottage  v;hich  T/as  recently 
■fioved  to  the  school  grounes.    After  they  have  rebuilt,  ref inis.  ed,  retired,  -mid 
rcplui'ibed  the  house,  it  mill  Le  tiarnee  over  to  the  girls  for  home  econo:iics 
classes, 

AjT'ter  community  councils  had  been  organized  at  mineral  ^^ing,  Cali- 
fornia, and  at  Casa  Grande,  Arizona,  the  following  observation  -mis  maeer  "It 
is  rather  significant  that  not  more  than  60  days  after  the  ebove  changes 
(organization  of  the  councils)  r/ere  made  on  these  tiro  projects,  the  attitudes 
of  the  residents  becsmie  consicerably  moie  social  snc  cooperative"  and,  as  a 
result,  the  projects  themselves  are  no^:  functioning  much  more  smootnly  than  at

education.    Consequently,  fara  Properties  requested  the  Community  and  ?a  lilv 
Services  Section  to  assist  the  1:1  in  setting  up  zy.ie  tyoe  of  social  organization 
for  cooperative  fanis  in  this  region.     In  response  to  thi..^  project  residents  jn 

the  cooperative  far:.is  v.ere  encour-aged  by  lao.abers  of  the  :i;ection  to  initiate 
various  simple  recreational  and  hoi,ie-:is.king  activities  as  a  orelir.'dnary  to  a 
-;;iore  conplex  pattern  of  social  organization.    Fro..i  their  inceotion^  ir/bership 
response  to  these  activities  v'as  se  enthusiastic  and  continuous  that  three  ..lonths 
ago  the  scope  of  thuse  activities  \;as  broadenee  to  include  the  aaciinL^ry  for 
eaucation  anc  self-governoient . 

R5GI0N  X  -  At  Ri  vert  on  Farns,  "l^yo.iing,  the  F:ti  and  Koi.ie  Supervisors  recently 
:.iade  joint  \d.Eits  to  tne  h.  .es  of  all  Rp  clients  for  the  purpose  of  setting  up 
ho:vie  files.    Previous  visits  had  disclosed  the  fact  thj^t  the  project  families 
were  n^t  very  fai.d-liar  iTith  their  loan  papers  anc  did  not  appreciate  their 
inportance.     Consequently  these  psooers  v/ere  ioimd  to  oe  scattered  in  various 
places  in  the  house  and  sone  of  the  lori.is  T.-ere  lost.    All  papers  -.Tere  assenbled 
and  properly  arranged^  the  nissin^  doccLients  \iero  supplied,  'ind  a  definite  plz.ce 
Tfas  selected  in  vnich  they  are  nov.  to  be  kept.    The  fa..iilies  see.icd  highly  pleased 
to  have  their  papers  properly  asser.ibled  and  agreed  to  keep  the::  in  good  order  in 
the  future.

vdthout  having-  a  "much  ■..acler  sympathetic  understanding  of  these 
oeoole  and  their  "orobleias  than  thev  T-.)uld  have  hac  without 
this  demonvStration. 

Co-x.iunity  and  Fa.iily  Services  personnel  in  the  region  believe  that  the 


expansion  of  ;nedical  and  cental  services  in  Region  XI  should  be  considered  a 
defense  activity,    the  vrithdra^'/al  into  the  ar.:ied  forces  ond  defense  industries 
of  many  of  the  able-bodied  persons  v;ho  have  previously  served  as  mirratory  faroi 
laborers  rdll  result  in  a  decided  change  in  the  com.position  of  the  social  group 
doing  farm  T/crk.     Undoubtedly  there  irill  be  a  larger  portion  of  under-  omd 
ever-aged,  suid  otheridse  incompetent  pers:m^is  called  upon  to  harvest  crops  during 
the  coaing  year.    A  more  cohiplete  ,aedical  program  7;i31  undoubtedly  be  necessary 
in  order  to  ^.laintain  the  maxi;ium  efficiency  of  these  indivieuals .
